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Introduction 


I. — Biographical  Details. 

A  Prophet  of  the  Exile.  Ezekiel,  whose  name  means  either 
c  God  is  strong,'  or,  more  probably,  '  God  strengthens,'  was  the 
son  of  Buzi,  a  priest  of  the  order  of  descendants  of  Zadok.  All 
the  trustworthy  details  of  his  life  are  contained  in  his  own 
writings  that  have  come  down  to  us  in  Holy  Scripture.  From 
these  we  learn  that  he  was  one  of  the  exiles  that  went  with 
King  Jehoiachin  to  Babylonia  after  the  capture  of  Jerusalem  by 
Nebucadrezzar  in  597  B.C.  Ezekiel  lived,  as  he  informs  us 
(i.  3),  on  the  banks  of  the  river  Chebar,  at  a  spot  called  Tell 
Abib.  According  to  Josephus  (Antiqq.  X.  vi.  3)  the  Hebrew 
prophet  was  a  mere  lad  at  the  time  when  the  Jewish  exiles  were 
deported  from  Jerusalem  by  Nebucadrezzar,  but  this  is  probably 
an  exaggeration,  for  within  five  years  his  prophetic  career 
commenced  {593-592  B.C.),  signalised  by  the  visions  and  oracles 
of  the  first  two  chapters.  In  these  we  certainly  find  no  trace  of 
immaturity.  The  records  of  Ezekiel's  visions  and  prophecies 
are  marked  by  careful  notes  of  time  placed  at  the  opening  of  the 
chapters  or  sections,  so  that  we  are  in  a  far  better  position  to 
observe  the  progress  of  his  teaching  than  we  are  in  studying  the 
records  of  the  earlier  prophets,  e.g.,  Isaiah  and  Jeremiah,  whose 
oracles  as  a  rule  do  not  follow  any  chronological  order  as  they 
are  set  forth  in  our  Scriptures,  and  require  the  utmost  critical 
acumen  in  order  to  attain  even  an  approximate  chronological 
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readjustment.  With  Ezekiel's  book  of  prophecies  it  is  quite 
otherwise.  That  sense  of  order  and  artistic  precision  which 
characterised  the  seer  characterised  also  the  oracles  and  their 
arrangement.1  We  are  consequently  well  able  to  follow  the 
historic  movements  of  the  time  and  mark  the  corresponding 
movements  in  the  prophet's  own  mind  and  the  inspired  inter- 
pretations of  contemporary  history,  which  it  was  his  function  as 
God's  '  watchman  '  to  declare. 

The  last  note  of  time  occurs  in  chap.  xxix.  17,  viz.,  the  month 
Nisan,  in  the  twenty-seventh  year  of  the  captivity.  This  brings 
us  to  the  year  570  B.C.  How  much  longer  he  lived  and  worked 
we  do  not  know.  As  his  first  recorded  prophecy  is  definitely 
to  be  assigned  to  593-592  B.C.,  his  prophetic  activity  must  have 
covered  at  least  twenty-two  years. 

The  Troubles  befalling  the  Prophet  During  his  stay  on 
the  Chebar — a  river  or  canal  in  Babylonia — he  resided  in  a 
house  (iii.  24,  viii.  1)  and  was  married.  The  year  588  B.C. 
contained  a  double  tragedy  for  the  prophet.  In  that  year  the 
last  fatal  siege  of  Jerusalem  was  commenced,  which  was  to 
herald  the  destruction  of  the  Jewish  kingdom  and  the  Temple. 
The  prophet  beholds  the  fate  of  the  city  in  the  symbolic  vision 
of  the  rusted  caldron  (xxiv.  1-14).  Immediately  after,  a 
domestic  calamity  befel  him.  His  wife  died,2  not  improbably 
through  the  accumulated  sorrows  of  exile  and  the  last  news  of 
impending  ruin  which  came  to  her  from   the  old  Palestinian

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home.  There  is  a  deep  touch  of  pathos  in  the  record  of  the 
prophet's  self-suppression.  He  is  bidden  to  wrong  not  the  dead 
with  tears,  but  to  '  moan  in  silence.'  Even  the  prophet's  private 
sorrow  was  dwarfed  in  the  yet  wider  desolation  that  was  to 
come.  A  period  of  silence,  extending  to  more  than  a  year 
(rp.  xxix.  i)  appears  to  have  followed  (xxiv.  25-27).  His  mind 
was  then  occupied  with  the  destinies  of  the  other  nations  that 
played  their  part  in  the  drama  of  the  politics  of  Western  Asia. 

Effect  of  his  Prophecies.    From  chaps,  ii.  6,  iii.  7-1 1,  we 

infer  that  Ezekiel's  prophetic  declarations  awakened  at  first 
dislike,  and  even  demonstrations  of  hostility,  but  indications  are 
not  wanting  that  afterwards  they  secured  for  him  respectful 
attention.  The  exiled  elders  became  his  willing  listeners  and 
sought  his  counsel  (cp.  viii.  1,  xiv.  1  ff,  xx.  1,  xxiv.  18,  xxxiii. 
21  ff.).  But  xxxiii.  32  clearly  shows  that  the  impression  which 
he  made  upon  his  hearers  was  superficial,  and  that  his  addresses 
attracted  them  by  their  beauty  of  form  and  their  rich  imaginative 
colouring. 

Respecting  the  last  days  of  the  prophet  we  have  no  information. 
Legend  has  supplemented  the  scanty  historical  record.  It  has 
supplied  us  with  accounts  of  miracles,  a  meeting  with  the 
philosopher  Pythagoras,  and  a  martyr's  death. 

II. — Ezekiel's  Place  in  History. 

Belongs  to  the  Transition  Period.  Ezekiel,  like  Jeremiah, 
belongs  to  the  stormy  transition  time  of  the  Jewish  race.  Pie 
beheld  in  his  early  youth  those  tragic  scenes  which  the  elder 
prophet  heralded  with  warning  voice.  Like  Jeremiah,  he  saw 
his  nation's  midnight  darkness,  and  it  was  his  eagle  eye  which 
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was  to  pierce  the  darkness  and  discern  clearly  the  first  streaks 
of  dawn. 

The  new  Babylonian  empire  had  succeeded  the  rapid  down- 
fall of  the  great  Northern  Assyrian  power  which,  after  the 
brilliant  reign  of  Asurbanipal,  had  so  suddenly  collapsed.  The 
succession  of  Babylonia  to  the  inheritance  was  the  more  easy 
because  its  language  and  literature  were  so  nearly  the  same. 
Indeed  it  possessed  a  literature,  a  language  and  a  civilisation 
which  was  far  more  ancient ;  in  fact  it  was  the  parent  out  of 
which  Assyria  was  born.  Nebucadrezzar,1  son  of  Nabopolassar, 
was  the  Babylonian  ruler,  who  succeeded  to  the  proud  position 
of  the  Assyrian  monarch  (605  B.C.). 

National  Humiliation.  In  Judah  the  hopes  of  permanent 
moral  and  religious  recovery,  which  the  Reformation  of  Josiah's 
reign  had  awakened,  were  not  destined  to  be  fulfilled.  Of  this 
the  prophecies  of  Jeremiah  bear  abundant  witness.  Judah  was 
therefore  fated  to  taste  to  the  dregs  the  cup  of  national  humilia- 
tion. The  outer  framework  of  its  political  life  was  to  perish. 
In  the  year  608  B.C.  Josiah  was  slain  in  the  battle  of  Megiddo, 
in  conflict  with  Pharaoh  Necho.  His  successor  Jehoiakim 
followed  the  evil  tradition  of  previous  Israelite  kings  and 
allowed  himself  to  be  placed  as  a  vassal-king  on  the  throne 
by  Egypt.  This  at  once  brought  him  into  conflict  with 
Nebucadrezzar,  who  turned  aside  from  the  siege  of  Tyre, 
which  he  was  prosecuting,  captured  Jerusalem,  slew  Jehoiakim 
and  carried  a  large  portion  of  the  inhabitants  into  captivity. 
Jehoiachin  (Jechoniah  or  Coniah),  at  the  early  age  of  eight,  was

placed  by  Nebucadrezzar  as  his  puppet  on  the  throne.  But 
his  power  was  short-lived,  and  he  was  carried  into  exile  together 
with  Zedekiah,  Josiah's  youngest  son,  in  597  B.C.,  the  year  from 
which  Ezekiel  dates  his  prophecies. 

The  Vassal-King  of  Jerusalem.  The  Temple,  however, 
still  survived,  and  the  people  who  stayed  behind  in  Palestine 
continued  to  cling  to  the  delusion  that  Jeremiah  had  so  con- 
stantly exposed  and  rebuked,  that  Jehovah  would  save  the 
nation  from  the  power  of  Babylon.  The  exiles  were  even 
despised  by  these  deluded  fanatics  and  spoken  of  as  'wind- 
driven  chaff,'  while  those  who  remained  were,  forsooth,  the 
sifted  wheat.  Such  was  the  obstinate  perversity  and  blind 
optimism  of  the  '  rebellious  house '  which  confronted  Ezekiel 
and  Jeremiah  alike. 

Meanwhile  Zedekiah,  by  the  grace  of  Nebucadrezzar,  was 
permitted  to  reign  as  his  vassal-king  in  Jerusalem  ;  but  he  was 
caught  in  the  toils  of  Egyptian  intrigue  and  sought  (like  king 
Hoshea  before  him,  in  724  B.C.,  in  the  days  of  Assyrian 
supremacy) *  to  play  off  Egypt  against  Babylonia.  Ezekiel,  in 
the  parable  of  chap.  xvii. ,  compares  Zedekiah  to  a  faithless  vine. 
The  result  was  fatal.  Pharaoh  Hophra  was  a  broken  reed  to 
Jerusalem  in  the  sixth  century,  just  as  Egypt  had  been  to 
Samaria  and  Ashdod  in  the  eighth.  Once  more  the  armies  of 
Nebucadrezzar  were  turned  against  the  doomed  city  (588-587  B.  c. ) 
and  the  Temple  was  destroyed.

1,  cp.  v.  13,  vii.  n)  by  the  Palestinian 
princes,  who  were  like  shuttle-cocks  between  the  two  great  powers  on  the 
Euphrates  and  the  Nile. 
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Ezekiel's  Opportunity.  All  the  spells  of  old  national  de- 
lusions were  now  broken  and  the  path  was  opened  for  the  true 
prophet  to  advance  and  make  his  voice  effectually  heard.  This 
was  more  possible  on  the  Chebar  than  on  Palestinian  soil  where 
old  delusions  thrived  or  died  hard.  Ezekiel  had  now  an  easier 
task  than  his  elder  contemporary.  In  Babylonia  it  was  more 
easy  to  recognise  the  facts,  appreciate  the  issues  and  gauge  the 
political  forces  of  the  time.  As  for  Egypt,  Israel's  evil  genius 
for  two  centuries,  the  final  collision  with  Babylonia  was  soon 
to  come,  and  Pharaoh  Hophra's  successor  was  to  succumb  to 
Nebucadrezzar. 

Ezekiel's  teaching  stands  in  somewhat  natural  sequence  to 
that  of  Jeremiah.  The  two  prophets  are  contrasted  in  tempera- 
ment and  qualification,  yet  the  younger  fitly  supplemented  what 
the  elder  achieved.  Jeremiah  is  the  prophet  of  the  destruction 
of  Jerusalem  and  the  reconstitution  of  Israel's  inner  religious  life. 
The  old  conception  of  Jehovah  as  a  national  deity,  the  patron  of 
Judah's  state  and  ruling  in  Zion  which  he  would  never  suffer  to 
be  captured  (as  the  oracles  of  Isaiah  had  led  the  people  to 
believe),  was  to  suffer  in  the  days  of  Jeremiah  a  rude  shock. 
The  city  was  to  be  destroyed  and  the  external  bases  of  Hebrew 
religion  were  to  be  swept  away.  In  place  of  a  religion  which 
was  circumscribed  by  the  limitations  of  an  ancient  local  habita- 
tion and  kingdom  there  was  to  succeed  a  religion  that  rested 
upon  eternal  spiritual  grounds,  a  heart  sincerely  repentant  of 
all  the  disloyalty  and  evil  practices  of  the  past,  a  spirit  cleansed 
from  evil  and  obedient  to  a  new  and  Divine  law  of  life.  A  '  new- 
covenant'  was  to  be  concluded  between  God  and  His  people 
(Jer.  xxxi.  31  ff.) :  *  I  will  put  my  law  within  them,  and  write 
it  on  their  hearts  ;  and  I  will  be  unto  them  God.  and  they  shall  be 
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my  people.  ...  I  will  forgive  their  iniquity,  and  their  sins  will 
I  no  longer  remember.'  According  to  Cornill'3  arrangement  of 
Jeremiah's  prophecies,  these  words,  as  well  as  the  utterances  of 
the  preceding  chapter  which  announces  a  return  from  captivity, 
were  (with  slight  exceptions)  delivered  by  Jeremiah  after  the 
capture  of  Jerusalem  by  Nebucadrezzar. 

Jeremiah  and  Ezekiel.  Jeremiah  had  earned  the  hatred  of 
his  fellow-countrymen  by  his  bold  proclamation  of  destruction 
against  the  city  and  of  doom  to  the  nation.  The  stern  logic  of 
facts  had  proved  that  he  was  right  and  the  rulers  wrong.  Yet 
he  had  to  bear  the  brunt  of  obloquy  which  any  public  teacher 
must  sustain  who  is  charged  with  anti-patriotism.  And,  there- 
fore, no  reconstruction  of  state  policy  or  ecclesiastical  organisa- 
tion was  easily  feasible  for  him.  What  he  had  accomplished 
for  his  fellow-countrymen  was  the  task  of  dispelling  the  illusions 
of  the  past  and  setting  up  in  their  place  loftier  and  more  per- 
manent ideals.  To  this  inheritance  Ezekiel  succeeded.  He 
continued  what  Jeremiah  had  begun,  but  in  a  different  spirit, 
and  under  altered,  more  favourable  conditions. 

We  have  said  that  the  external  bases  of  Israel's  religion  had 
been  swept  away,  and  in  exchange  for  these  Jeremiah  led  the 
people  to  the  more  permanent  internal  grounds  of  a  spiritual 
renewal.  But  could  a  religion  permanently  subsist  in  this  world 
of  space  and  time  without  some  external  concrete  embodiment? 
Can  a  people  and  a  people's  religion  be  utterly  cut  off  from  the 
past?  This  was  the  problem  that  now  engaged  EzekieFs  atten- 
tion. The  externalities  of  the  past  seemed  to  be  buried  in  ashes 
and  ruins.  It  was  for  Ezekiel  to  take  up  once  more  the  broken 
threads  of  Israel's  religious  traditions  and  weave  the  strands 
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anew  into  statelier  and  more  attractive  forms  of  ritual  and 
national  polity,  adapted  to  the  new  conditions  of  thought  and 
life.  The  attempt  was  ideal  and  tentative,  but  it  was  a  worthy 
attempt,  and,  as  history  has  shown,  when  truly  read,  it  had 
abiding  and  far-reaching  consequences. 

Jeremiah  was  essentially  a  prophet.  But  Ezekiel  was  not 
purely  a  prophet.  Indeed,  some  have  denied,  though  with 
injustice,  his  title  to  be  called,  in  any  strict  sense,  a  prophet  at 
all.  Certainly  the  prophetic  element  in  his  teaching  can 
scarcely  be  called  original.  We  shall  show  later  on  that  he 
derived  much  from  others — especially  from  Jeremiah.  Well- 
hausen  calls  him  'a  priest  in  prophet's  mantle.'  Priest  by 
ancestry  he  certainly  was,  and  also  by  inherited  mental  tendency. 
But  this  qualified  him  for  his  special  task.  Jeremiah  had  been 
destructive  and  ideal  only.  Ezekiel  was  practical  and  construc- 
tive, possessed  of  a  keen  eye  for  detail  and  picturesque  effect. 

Ezekiel's  Scheme  of  Restoration.  The  interval  which 
elapsed  after  the  catastrophe  of  587  B.C.  brought  with  it  the 
sobering  influences  of  subjugation  and  exile,  which  made  the 
Jews  more  willing  listeners  even  to  the  stern  denunciations  of 
the  prophet.  Thus  the  way  was  prepared  for  the  promulgation 
of  the  detailed  scheme  of  a  restored  Jewish  national  and  ecclesi- 
astical polity  as  well  as  Temple  ritual,  which  forms  the  closing 
section  of  nine  chapters  in  Ezekiel's  collection  of  prophecies. 
Its  influence  over  succeeding  schemes  of  legislation  is  clearly 
marked.  Ezekiel  thus  became  a  pioneer  in  the  reconstruction 
of  national  life  on  the  basis  of  a  reorganised  ecclesiastical 
system. 

This  scheme  of  a  reconstituted  state  can  hardly  be  said  to 
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portray  a  kingdom  in  any  real  sense.  In  this  respect  Ezekiel's 
own  views  seem  to  have  undergone  a  certain  modification. 
Whereas  in  the  earlier  oracles  (xxxiv.  23  ff. ),  composed 
some  years  previously,  one  shepherd,  Jehovah's  servant  David, 
is  to  rule  over  united  Israel,  we  find  in  the  scheme  detailed  in 
chap.  xl.  ff.  (572  B.C.)  that  the  rdle  of  the  prince  as  a  political 
ruler  is  a  very  shadowy  one  and  recedes  into  a  secondary  position. 
The  foreground  is  filled  by  the  Temple  and  its  precincts  and  the 
functions  of  the  officiating  Zadokite  priesthood.  The  prince, 
it  is  true,  has  a  central  domain,  but  his  function  is  largely 
sacerdotal  and  ecclesiastical  (xlvi.  3-8,  12  ff.). 

Thus  the  political  gives  place  to  the  ecclesiastical.  The 
theocracy  is  not  a  national  kingdom  in  the  old  sense.  God  is 
to  rule  over  a  Church-state.  Like  the  Republic  of  Plato,  the 
polity  of  Ezekiel  may  be  called  ideal.  It  was  tentative  and  pro- 
visional only,  and  when  once  applied  to  the  actual  conditions  of 
Palestinian  geography  and  social  life,  it  would  have  been  found 
in  many  points  unworkable.  Yet,  when  it  is  compared,  on  the 
one  hand,  with  the  Book  of  Deuteronomy,  whose  legislative 
provisions  were  codified  in  the  reign  of  Josiah  (621  B.C.),  and, 
on  the  other,  with  the  reorganised  Jewish  state  and  ecclesiastical 
system  of  the  age  of  Ezra,  represented  in  the  Priestercodex 
(chiefly  Levit.  xvii.-xxvi.  should  be  compared  with  Ezekiel),  it 
will  be  seen  that,  with  respect  to  cultus  and  priesthood, 
Ezekiel's  scheme  of  the  restored  theocracy  (Ezek.  xl.-xlviii.), 
though  ideal  and  tentative,  forms  an  important  connecting  link 
between  the  actual  legislation  of  Josiah's  reign  and  that  of  the 
Reformation  in  the  age  of  Ezra.  It  thus  had  an  enduring 
significance.  In  post-Exilian  times  the  place  of  the  prince — 
the  substitute  for  the  pre-Exilian  king — as  head  of  the  theocratic 
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state,  was  taken  by  the  high  priest,  whose  power  in  the  days 
of  the  Asmonsan  priest-princes  became  greatly  augmented  and 
invested  with  regal  pomp. 

III. — Contents  of  Ezekiel's  Prophecies. 

Threefold  Division.  These  may  be  divided  into  three 
main  portions. 

I.  The  prophecies  delivered  previous  to  the  destruction  of 
Jerusalem  in  587  B.C.,  chaps,  i.-xxiv. 

II.  The  prophecies  delivered  both  before  and  after  that  event 
against  foreign  nations,  chaps,  xxv.-xxxii. 

III.  Prophecies  regarding  the  Restoration,  delivered  after  587 
B.C.,  chaps,  xxxiii.-xlviii.  Thus  the  final  destruction  of  Jeru- 
salem in  587  B-c-  by  the  armies  of  Nebucadrezzar  became,  to 
Ezekiel's  prophetic  career  as  well  as  to  the  Jewish  race,  the 
turning-point  which  shaped  life  and  thought  as  well  as  subsequent 
destiny. 

I.  Prophecies  delivered  previous  to  the  Destruction  of 
Jerusalem.  The  first  main  portion  opens  with  the  inaugural 
vision  of  the  four  living  creatures  forming  a  quadrilateral 
Divine  chariot  (chap.  i.).  To  this  succeeds  a  Divine  com- 
mission symbolised  by  the  eating  of  a  roll  (ii.  i-iii.  14). 

After  an  interval  of  seven  days  of  silent  amazement  there 
comes  a  message  ordaining  Ezekiel  as  a  watchman  to  warn  the 
house  of  Israel  (iii.  15-21).  A  second  trance-vision,  like  the 
first,  bids  the  prophet  be  silent,  if  the  '  rebellious  house ' 
refuse  to  listen. 

Chaps,  iv.  and  v.  contain  symbolic  representations  portending 
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the  siege  and  destruction  of  Jerusalem  and  ensuing  calamities, 
retribution  for  the  sins  of  the  people. 

Chap.  vi.  Prophecy  against  the  mountains  of  Israel. 

Chap.  vii.  Denunciations  of  coming  wrath  and  ruin  against 
the  kingdom  and  people. 

Chaps,  viii.-xi.  Trance-visions  in  which  the  prophet,  though 
in  Babylonia,  beholds  the  idolatrous  practices  carried  on  in  the 
Temple  in  Jerusalem.  Jehovah  descends  from  His  seat  on  the 
cherubim  and  despatches  a  messenger  with  orders  to  mark  on 
the  forehead  those  who  bewail  these  wicked  practices  and  to 
slay  all  who  are  not  so  marked.  In  chap.  x.  we  have  another 
vision  of  the  cherubim  and  wheels.  Coals  of  fire  are  taken 
from  between  the  cherubim  and  scattered  over  the  city. — Chap. 
xi.  Symbol  of  the  caldron  and  the  flesh.  Jehovah  departs 
from  the  doomed  city  on  the  winged  cherubim.  The  trance- 
visions  cease  and  Ezekiel  finds  himself  once  more  in  Babylonia. 

Chaps,  xii.-xv.  Addresses  and  parables  addressed  to  the 
unbelieving  and  rebellious  house. 

Chap.  xvi.  Parabolic  story  of  Jehovah's  mercy  on  the  cast- 
away child,  who  rewards  His  love  by  infidelity  worse  than  that 
of  Samaria  and  Sodom. 

Chap.  xvii.  Zedekiah's  perfidy  towards  Nebucadrezzar  sym- 
bolised in  the  allegory  of  the  eagle  and  faithless  vine. 

Chap,  xviii.  Doctrine  of  individual  responsibility. 

Chap.  xix.  Dirge  over  the  queen-lioness  bereft  of  her 
whelps. 

Chaps,  xx.-xxii.  Further  denunciations.  Song  of  the  sword 
furbished  against  Jerusalem  and  also  against  Ammon.  All 
classes  of  people  arraigned. 

Chap,  xxiii.  The  two  adultresses,  Aholah  (Samaria,  meaning 
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'tent')  and  Aholibah  (Jerusalem,  meaning  'my  tent  is  in  her,' 
or  '  in  whom  is  my  tent '). 

Chap.  xxiv.  588  B.C.  Siege  and  evacuation  of  Jerusalem 
expressed  in  the  allegory  of  the  rusted  caldron.

Chap,  xxxiii.  1-9.  The  prophet's  duty  as  a  faithful  watchman 
(a  recurrence  to  the  thought  of  chap.  iii.  15  ff.)  ;  10-20.  Israel 
called  to  repentance  ;  21-23.  Report  arrives  of  the  capture  of 
Jerusalem  (?586  B.C.) ;  24-29.  Denunciation  of  the  unrepentant 
Jews  who  remain  in  Palestine  ;  30-33.  And  of  the  exiles  who 
listened  to  his  message  with  pleasure,  but  without  real  profit. 

Chap,  xxxiv.  1-12.  The  faithless  shepherds  and  the  sufferings 
of  the  flock;  11-16.  Jehovah  the  true  shepherd  will  Himself 
tend  His  flock ;  17-22.  Separation  between  the  good  and  evil 
members  of  the  flock  ;  23-3 1.  There  shall  be  one  flock  and  one 
shepherd,  viz.,  Prince  David. 

Chaps,  xxxv.-xxxvi.  Destruction  of  Edom  and  the  restoration 
of  Israel  pronounced  in  the  form  of  an  address  to  the  mountains 
of  Edom  and  Palestine.  Israel,  which  has  profaned  God's  name, 
shall  be  cleansed. 

Chap,  xxxvii.  1-14.  Israel's  restoration  and  revival  prophesied 
in  the  form  of  a  symbolic  vision  of  the  dry  bones  revived  ;  15  ff. 
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Israel's  unification  prophesied  as  well  as  moral  restoration  under 
the  symbol  of  the  two  sticks  (Judah  and  Ephraim)  joined 
together. 

Chap,  xxxviii-xxxix.  One  conflict  more  awaits  the  restored 
Israel.  Gog  arrays  the  hostile  forces  of  heathendom  against 
Jehovah  and  is  finally  overthrown. 

(b)  Plan  of 'the  Restored  Theocracy.  Chaps,  xl.-xlviii.  This  part 
of  Ezekiel's  prophecy  is  set  forth  in  the  analysis  furnished  in  the 
Notes  at  the  close  of  this  volume.  These  chapters  constitute  a 
detached  whole,  composed,  after  deep  reflection,  in  572  B.C., 
much  later  than  the  preceding  chapters,  xxxiii. -xxxvii.  The 
'prince'  here  occupies  a  less  prominent  position  than  that 
which  is  assigned  to  the  Messiah-shepherd  David  in  chap. 
xxxiv. 

The  details  are  by  no  means  easy  to  follow.  The  angel  with 
the  measuring  reed  in  his  hand  conducts  Ezekiel  to  the  outside 
of  the  Temple  (xl.  5),  whose  height  and  thickness  he  measures, 
and  then  passes  through  the  outer  gate  into  the  outer  court, 
where  measurements  are  made  (xl.  6-27).  The  inner  court  is 
then  entered,  and  the  porch,  chambers,  etc.,  are  measured,  and 
after  the  description  of  numerous  details  (xl.  28-xlii.  14)  the 
angel  is  represented  as  bringing  Ezekiel  back  to  the  outside  by 
the  same  gate — the  eastern — by  which  he  had  first  entered. 
Measurements  are  then  made  of  the  entire  compass  of  the 
Temple  buildings.  Chap,  xliii.  describes  the  solemn  and  mag- 
nificent entry  of  the  God  of  Israel  through  the  eastern  gate  of 
the  Temple  which  is  filled  with  His  glory.  This  entire  section, 
describing  in  minute  detail  the  scheme  of  the  restored  Israelite 
commonwealth  with  the  Temple  as  its  centre,  concludes  with  a 
beautiful  and  suggestive  phrase,  which  is  the  new  name  bestowed 
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upon  the  holy  city  of  Jerusalem — The  Lord  is  there.  And 
with  these  sublime  words  ringing  in  our  ears  the  book  worthily 
closes. 

IV. — Religious  Ideas  of  the  Book  of  Ezekiel. 

(a)  Respecting  God.  These  cannot  be  said  to  be  specially 
distinctive  when  compared  with  those  of  Ezekiel's  immediate 
predecessors.  The  more  thoughtful  minds  in  Israel  since  the 
days  of  the  prophet  Amos,  in  the  middle  of  the  eighth  century 
B.C.,  had  been  gradually  emancipated  from  the  old  conceptions 
of  Jehovah  as  a  local  deity.  Isaiah  and  Jeremiah  had  in  their 
day  striven  to  deliver  Judaism  from  the  fetters  imposed  by  the 
national  limitations  of  God's  purpose  or  His  sphere  of  work. 
God  had  other  ends  in  view  than  to  uphold  the  Jewish  kingdom 
and  national  polity.  Jehovah's  purpose  was  the  establishment 
of  a  righteous  moral  order  in,  and  by  means  of,  Israel  as  an 
instrument.  But  that  instrument  must  be  conformed  to  its 
moral  end.  His  sphere  of  work  was  not  Israel  only,  but  the 
world.  This  universal  sovereignty,  taught  successively  by 
Amos,  Isaiah  and  Jeremiah,  is  presupposed  in  the  oracles  of 
Ezekiel.  The  destinies  of  foreign  nations  are  subject  to  His 
supreme  control,  and  oracles  are  devoted  to  the  fate  of  individual 
races  or  kingdoms  by  all  these  prophets.  Jehovah  brought  the 
Syrians  from  Kir  and  the  Philistines  from  Caphtor,  as  well  as 
the  Israelites  from  Egypt  (Amos).  Assyria  was  the  rod  of  His 
Divine  wrath  for  the  chastisement  of  guilty  Israel  (Isaiah),  and 
similarly  Nebucadrezxar,  according  to  Ezekiel,  had  accomplished 
God's  judgment  against  Tyre,  and,  as  a  faithful  servant,  deserved 
a  reward  for  so  doing. 


of  Ezekiel   S^  Introduction. 

After  the  capture  of  Jerusalem  in  597  B.C.,  Ezekiel  held  that 
Jehovah  had  withdrawn  from  Jerusalem.  It  would  be  an  error 
to  press  such  passages  as  chaps,  i.  4,  xxviii.  14,  and  suppose,  as 
Stade  does,  that  Jehovah  then  made  His  abode  in  some  'holy 
mountain  of  God '  in  the  North.  The  place  to  which  He  with- 
drew would  properly  be  the  sky,  which  in  the  first  vision  (Ezek. 
i.  I)  Ezekiel  sees  'opened.'  This  would  be  in  accordance  with 
Israel's  most  primitive  conception  of  Jehovah  as  a  deity  of  the 
sky  and  of  storm.  Thus  lightning  was  called  'fire  of  Jehovah.' 
He  was  called  '  Lord  of  Hosts,'  i.e.,  stars  ;  cp.  Deborah's  song, 
Judges  v.  20,  and  Micaiah's  vision,  I  Kings  xxii.  19,  and,  earlier 
still,  I  Kings  viii.  12  (see  lxx.).  In  Ezekiel's  visions  he  is 
portrayed  as  throned  on  cherubim  and  surrounded  with  a 
heavenly  glory. 

The  character  attributed  to  Jehovah  in  His  relation  to  His 
people  is  that  of  a  stern  upholder  of  justice  and  a  hater  of  evil — 
mere  especially  ritual  uncleanness.  It  is  the  Jehovah  of  Amos 
that  we  behold  rather  than  the  God  of  Love  portrayed  in  the 
oracles  of  Hosea.  Yet  this  latter  side  of  the  Divine  nature  is 
not  ignored,  and  the  reader  of  chap.  xvi.  in  Ezekiel's  oracles  is 
irresistibly  reminded  of  Hosea's  prophecies,  upon  which  the 
beautiful  conception  of  that  chapter  is  founded.  There 
Jehovah's  character  as  a  God  of  love  and  compassion,  outraged 
by  the  faithless  outcast,  is  fully  exhibited.  He  desires  the  good 
of  His  people,  delights  not  in  the  infliction  of  death  (xviii.  32), 
and,  when  Israel  is  purged  of  uncleanness  and  iniquity,  will 
return  to  His  ancient  habitation  in  Zion  (xlviii.  35). 

(b)  Human  Sin  and  Individual  Responsibility.  The 
teaching  of  the  prophets,  from  the  days  of  Amos  to  those  of 
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Ezekiel,  was  that  Israel  was  corrupt  and  merited  Divine  chas- 
tisement. This  chastisement,  in  the  time  of  Isaiah,  was  called 
a  '  day  of  the  Lord.'  At  the  same  time  the  moral  depravity  was 
not  utterly  beyond  recovery,  though  Ezekiel  traces  it  further 
back  in  the  history  of  Israel  than  his  predecessors  did,  probably 
because  he  is  more  prone  to  historic  retrospect  (xx.  5,  24, 
xxiii.  2).  In  the  later  teachings  of  Jeremiah  the  expectation  is 
expressed  that  in  the  Exile  the  people  would  repent  with  their 
whole  heart  (Jer.  xxix.  12,  13),  and  the  same  hope  is  expressed 
in  reference  to  the  Ephraimites  deported  to  Assyria,  and  also 
with  respect  to  the  exiled  band  of  Jehoiachin  (Jer.  iii.  24 ;  cp. 
Ezek.  xi.  14  ff.).  But  a  Divine  change  from  without  is  necessary 
— a  new  heart  (Jer.  xxiv.  7  ;  cp.  Isa.xxxii.  15).  Ezekiel  expresses 
the  same  thought  in  the  well-known  words  that  Jehovah  would 
give  the  people  a  heart  of  flesh  instead  of  a  heart  of  stone  (Ezek. 
xxxvi.  26,  xi.  19,  20,  xx.  40  ff.),  and  would  shame  them  by  His 
loving  kindness  unto  repentance,  'and  there'  {i.e.,  in  the  land 
of  Israel)  '  shall  ye  remember  your  ways,  and  all  your  doings 
wherein  ye  have  been  defiled  ;  and  ye  shall  loathe  yourselves  in 
your  own  sight'  (xx.  43).  Thus  the  nation  was  not  altogether 
incapable  of  reformation.  But  from  the  time  of  Jeremiah  on- 
wards we  observe  a  great  change.  A  new  note  is  sounded 
which  is  even  more  clearly  enunciated  by  Ezekiel  than  by  Jeremiah 
— the  note  of  personal  responsibility.  This  again  was  due  to  the 
altered  political  conditions  which  demanded  a  change  in  the 
religious  modes  of  thought.  The  old  religious  ideas  were  based 
on  the  fundamental  conception  of  the  race  or  the  clan  as  the 
unit  of  social  life  as  well  as  of  worship.  The  individual  had  no 
place  in  relation  to  God  save  in  and  through  the  clan  and  its 
common  sacra.     But  the  Assyrian  invasions  of  the  Palestinian

lands  and  their  races  since  the  eighth  century  had  gradually 
broken  up  the  nationalities  and  deported  the  races  from  the  old 
homes  and  only  possible  seats  of  religious  life.  It  was  necessary, 
therefore,  that  religion  should  be  based  on  something  deeper  and 
more  permanent  than  the  integrity  of  the  clan  and  its  local 
sacra.  This  needful  reconstruction  of  ideas  was  accomplished 
by  the  prophets.  For  race-religion  they  substituted  personal 
religion.  In  the  old  religion  sin  and  guilt  belonged  to  the  race 
or  family.  The  solidarity  of  race  or  family  was  expressed  in 
the  old  tradition,  reflected  in  Deut.  v.  9,  10,  that  God  would 
visit  the  sins  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children.  This,  of  course, 
operated  with  wholesome  effect  as  a  warning  against  trans- 
gression lest  the  sons  should  suffer.  And,  since  the  law  of 
inheritance  is  an  established  fact  of  experience,  this  old  con- 
ception did  not  in  reality  die  out.  It  lived  on  in  later  Judaism 
and  in  exaggerated  forms.  The  hopes  of  the  nation  were  based 
on  the  piety  of  David,  for  whose  sake  God  would  continue  to  be 
long-suffering.  In  the  days  of  Christ  the  Jews  relied  on  the 
righteousness  of  holy  ancestors  and  said,  '  We  have  Abraham  as 
our  father.' 

But  a  powerful  reaction  had  set  in  against  this  old  conception 
in  the  time  of  Ezekiel,  and  no  prophet  ever  gave  it  more  clear 
and  emphatic  expression  than  he  did.  He  even  denies  that  the 
individual  ever  dies  for  the  sins  of  the  father.  '  The  soul  that 
sinneth,  it1  shall  die'  (Ezek.  xviii.  4).  Neither  Noah,  Daniel 
nor  Job  could  have  rescued  by  their  righteousness  any  but  their 
own  souls  (xiv.  14). 

Ezekiel  also  enforces  the  conception  that  a  further  Divine 
judgment  must  precede  the  restoration  of  Israel — in  which  all 

1  The  pronoun  is  emphasised  in  the  original  Hebrew. 
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the  godless  would  be  destroyed,  but  that  before  this  event  it  was 
possible  for  every  sinner  to  turn  to  God  and  escape  punishment, 
and  conversely  for  the  righteous  man  to  backslide  and  so  fall  a 
victim  to  it  (xx.  33  ff. ).  Involved  in  this  teaching  we  find  the 
principle  of  individual  freedom.  Everyone  has  the  power  to 
turn  from  his  sins  and  so  escape  from  the  consequences  of  the 
past,  even  though  godlessness  and  sin  prevail  everywhere  and 
the  moral  world  be  polluted.  In  view  of  these  facts  of  im- 
pending judgment  and  individual  freedom,  the  prophet  felt  his 
heavy  responsibility.  It  was  his  duty  to  warn  every  individual 
(Ezek.  iii.  16  ff.,  xxxiii.),  for  no  sinner  should  be  punished 
without  warning.  Here  Ezekiel  is  the  prophet  rather  than  the 
ecclesiastic.  He  is  profoundly  conscious  of  the  fact  that  Jehovah 
will  demand  from  him  an  account  of  every  soul  who  is  overtaken 
by  the  Divine  judgment.  We  observe  here  a  principle  which 
became  specially  prominent  in  the  teaching  of  Jesus — the  unique 
worth  0/  the  individual. 

(c)  Ezekiel's  Eschatology.       Chaps,  xxxviii.    and    xxxix. 

raise  interesting  problems.  Why  were  they  added  ?  Ezekiel's 
prophecy  of  restoration  in  chap,  xxxvii.  seemed  a  worthy  con- 
clusion to  the  cycle  of  his  oracles.  These  had  begun  with  the 
denunciation  of  calamities  to  the  Jewish  kingdom  as  Divine 
punishment  for  past  transgression.  Passing  through  a  series  of 
oracles  predictive  of  disaster  to  Moab,  Ammon,  Edom,  Tyre 
and  Egypt,  the  cycle  closes  with  the  restoration  and  unification 
of  both  parts  of  the  exiled  Israelite  race,  their  purification  by 
discipline,  the  conclusion  of  a  final  and  enduring  covenant  of 
peace  under  the  Messiah-prince,  David,  and  the  establishment 
of  God's  sanctuary  among  them.     To  this  the  concluding  section, 
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xl.-xlviii.,  is  no  more  than  a  pendant  in  which  the  general 
terms  and  large  outlines  of  prophetic  discourse  are  exchanged 
for  the  elaborate  and  minute  details  of  a  restored  Jewish 
commonwealth,  of  which  a  purified  sanctuary  and  a  special 
priesthood  form  the  centre. 

Yet  to  the  mind  of  the  prophet  something  was  still  lacking 
'  to  vindicate  the  ways  of  God  to  man.'  By  the  foreigner,  if  not 
by  the  Jew,  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem  may  not  have  been 
interpreted,  as  Jeremiah  and  Ezekiel  regarded  it,  viz.,  as  God's 
chastisement  of  the  Jewish  race  for  its  infidelity  or  as  a  discip- 
linary process,  but  rather  as  a  sign  of  Jehovah's  weakness  in  the 
presence  of  a  foreign  power,  or,  as  a  heathen  Babylonian  would 
assert,  as  a  sign  of  the  superior  might  of  Marduk  (Merodach)and 
Nebo,  the  tutelary  deities  of  Babylonia.  Accordingly,  Ezekiel 
reoresents  that  after  the  restoration  of  Israel  yet  another  crisis 
awaits  the  people  now  cleansed  from  past  transgression  and 
far.hful  to  Jehovah.  The  power  of  the  heathen  world  arrayed 
under  Gog  was  to  confront  Israel,  and  is  to  be  panic  stricken 
and  utterly  vanquished.  '  And  I  will  set  my  glory  among  the 
nations,  and  all  the  nations  shall  behold  my  judgments  that  I 
have  wrought  and  my '  (mighty)  ■  hand  that  I  have  laid  upon  them, 
and  the  house  of  Israel  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  their  God 
from  that  day  onward'  (xxxix.  21  ff.). 

By  this  added  section  Ezekiel  gave  impulse  to  a  mode  of 
religious  thought  which,  in  later  times,  exercised  considerable 
influence  over  the  mind  of  the  Jewish  race  in  the  presence  of 
foreign  domination  and  of  the  crises  of  danger  and  suffering  to 
which  they  were  often  exposed  and  which  filled  their  hearts  with 
despair.  This  style  of  religious  literature,  designed  to  meet  the 
special  need  of  the  hour  of  distress,  is  called  apocalyptic,  since 
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it  describes  the  special  revelation  of  Divine  power  in  vindication 
of  the  chosen  race  at  the  close  of  the  present  aeon.  Thus  Ezekiel 
may  be  regarded  as  the  founder  of  Jewish  apocalyptic,  such  as 
we  find  in  the  Book  of  Daniel  and  in  Isaiah  xxiv.-xxvii.  Jewish 
eschatology  in  later  times  was  erected  on  these  foundations. 
Gog,  and  by  a  curious  misunderstanding  Magog  also,  played  a 
considerable  part  in  Jewish  teaching  respecting  the  last  things. 
There  is  to  be  a  great  conflict  between  the  Messiah  and  His 
kingdom  and  the  dark  powers  of  heathendom  represented  by 
Gog  and  Magog.  This  constituted  the  final  catastrophe  of  the 
'  present  world,'  which,  after  the  complete  overthrow  and 
judgment  of  Jehovah's  adversaries,  ushered  in  the  entrance  of  the 
'  world  to  come.'  See  Weber's  Jewish  Theology  (Germ,  ed.), 
§S7. 

{d)  Ideas  respecting  Ritual.  When  we  pass  from  Ezekiel 
the  prophet  to  Ezekiel  the  ecclesiastic,  we  cannot  fail  to  be 
conscious  that  we  are  entering  the  sacerdotal  atmosphere  of  the 
Second  Restored  Temple  represented  by  the  closing  chapters  of 
Exodus  and  the  Book  of  Leviticus.  Ezek.  xl.-xlviii.  is  the 
propylaea  to  this  coming  development  of  priestly  law  which  was 
to  become  the  Acropolis  of  Judaism.  In  this  representation  of 
theocratic  Israel,  Ezekiel  emphasises  the  sharp  distinction  be- 
tween holy  and  profane.  In  the  centre  of  the  land  lies  the 
reconstructed  Temple  separated  from  all  contact  with  the  city  of 
Jerusalem  (unlike  the  old  historic  Temple  and  city).  In  the 
Temple  outskirts,  i.e.,  in  the  outermost  fringe  beyond  it,  dwell  the 
priests  only.  In  the  immediate  surroundings  of  the  Temple  there 
is  an  open  space.  Then  come  the  two  concentric  forecourts  of 
the  Temple.     The  Temple  stands  in  the  midst  of  what  is  called 
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the  gizrah  or  '  space  severed  off.'  The  outer  court  lies  higher 
than  the  open  space,  and  the  inner  court  higher  still,  and  the 
Temple  building  in  the  centre  highest  of  all.  No  heathen  may 
tread  the  outer  court,  no  layman  the  inner  court,  while  the  holiest 
of  all  may  not  be  trodden  even  by  the  priest  Ezekiel,  but  only 
by  the  angel  who  accompanies  him. 

In  this  and  many  other  details  we  observe  that  EzekieFs 
scheme  occupies  a  middle  position  between  Deuteronomy  and 
the  Book  of  Leviticus.  The  Holy  of  Holies  in  Ezek.  xli.  2  is 
an  anticipation  of  the  arrangement  set  forth  in  Levit.  xvi.  2. 

Moreover,  the  Levites  are  the  priests  of  the  Deuteronomic 
code  (621  B.C.)  and  are  qualified  to  offer  sacrifice,  but  in  Ezekiel 
it  is  the  sons  of  Zadok  only  among  the  Levites  who  are  the 
priests  that  have  any  right  to  offer  sacrifice  at  the  altar  of  burnt 
offering  (Ezek.  xliii.  19,  xliv.  15  ff.).  The  Levites,  who  in 
former  times  ministered  in  the  high  places,  are  now  to  perform 
the  subordinate  offices  of  gate-keepers  and  slaughterers  of  the 
sacrificial  victims  (xliv.  10-14).  Here  the  sons  of  Zadok  occupy 
the  position  which  belongs  to  the  sons  of  Aaron  in  the  Book  of 
Leviticus. 

In  close  connection  wifh  the  dominant  conception  of  holiness 
which  regulated  persons  and  places,  and  the  functions  connected 
therewith,  we  have  to  consider  the  sacrifices  also.  Sacrifices 
became  increasingly  propitiatory  in  character,  and  the  idea  of 
atonement  pervades  the  sacrificial  system  generally  (Ezek.  adv.  15 ; 
cp.  Levit.  iv.  2  fL,  xvii.  II  ;  Exod.  xxix.  33,  xxx.  15  ff).  Ezekiel, 
in  fact,  prescribes  a  half-yearly  ritual  of  sin-offering  whereby 
atonement  shall  be  made  (Ezek.  xlv.  18-20) — a  preliminary  step 
to  the  most  characteristic  institution  of  post-Exilian  Judaism — the 
Great  Day  of  Atonement  (Levit.  xvi.).     This  was  but  the  ex- 
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pression  in  outer  form  of  ritual  of  the  inner  sense  of  the  need  of 
an  appeasement  for  sin.  This  quickened  consciousness  of  sin  was 
wrought  in  the  minds  of  the  people  by  the  past  teaching  of  the 
prophets  from  the  days  of  Amos.  It  was  itself  the  product  of 
that  exalted  conception  of  God's  character,  on  the  one  hand,  as 
righteous  and  holy — the  universal  judge — and  of  national  faith- 
lessness and  transgression  on  the  other. 

V. — The  Style  of  Ezekiel. 

The  visions  of  Ezekiel  are  more  elaborate  and  complex  than 
those  of  the  earlier  prophets.  Compare,  for  example,  in 
the  opening  consecration-vision  of  Ezekiel,  the  appearance 
of  the  wheels  and  living  creatures  (occupying  twenty-five 
verses  in  the  first  chapter)  with  the  more  simple  and  sublime 
imagery  of  Isaiah's  consecration -vision  (Isa.  vi.).  There  is 
a  strongly  marked  preference  by  Ezekiel  for  symbol  and 
parable  in  his  prophetic  teaching,  but  in  comparison  with 
Isaiah  and  Jeremiah,  the  representations  are  far  more  over- 
laden with  detail,  and  though  there  is  a  certain  majestic 
stateliness  of  effect,  the  total  impression  falls  short  of  that 
which  is  produced  by  the  earlier  prophets.  Ezekiel  possessed 
a  very  keen  sense  of  minute  detail,  and  he  evidently  possessed 
a  retentive  memory  and  a  mind  richly  stored  with  varied 
and  special  information.  Of  this  characteristic  a  remarkable 
example  is  presented  in  his  oracles  on  Tyre,  especially  chap, 
xxvii.,  with  its  long  and  elaborate  enumeration  of  the  nation- 
alities and  articles  of  commerce  in  which  they  traded  with  the 
great  Phoenician  emporium. 

Ezekiel  was  essentially  a  literary  prophet.  To  a  far  larger 
extent  than  in  any  of  his  predecessors  do  we  find  in  him  the 
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reflections  of  ideas  already  presented  in  older  literature.  His 
obligations  to  his  elder  contemporary  Jeremiah  are  numerous 
and  remarkable.  Cp.  Jer.  i.  17  with  Ezek.  ii.  6,  and  Jer.  i.  8,  17  ff. 
and  xv.  20  with  Ezek.  iii.  8  ff.,  and  Jer.  xxiv.  7,  xxxi.  33,  xxxii.  39 
with  Ezek.  xi.  19,  20.  But  he  was  evidently  an  attentive  student 
of  earlier  oracles.  Chap,  xvi.,  the  highly  wrought  parable  of 
the  faithless  Jerusalem,  is  evidently  based  on  the  leading  concep- 
tion of  Hosea's  oracles,  the  infidelity  of  Israel  to  her  Lord 
Jehovah,  shown  in  foreign  alliances  and  the  adoption  of  the 
cult  of  neighbouring  peoples.  Isaiah  had  already  applied  the 
same  image  to  Jerusalem  (Isa.  i.  21).  That  Ezekiel  consciously 
borrowed  from  earlier  oracles  and  was  a  student  of  patriarchal 
histories  is  clear  from  xxxviii.  17,  xxxix.  8,  xiv.  14.  Moreover, 
Ezekiel  reproduces  the  tradition  inaugurated  by  Amos  and 
developed  by  Isaiah,  of  delivering  '  utterances '  (called  in  the 
A.V.  •  burdens ')  against  foreign  nations.  The  foreign  policy  of 
Ezekiel,  it  may  be  observed,  closely  follows  the  lines  already 
marked  out  by  Isaiah  and  Jeremiah,  viz.,  avoidance  of  Egypt 
as  an  ally.  After  the  overthrow  of  Assyria,  Babylonia  became 
the  dominant  power  of  Western  Asia,  and  Ezekiel  followed 
Jeremiah  in  advocating  friendship  with  Nebucadrezzar.  It  is 
quite  evident  that  during  the  lifetime  of  Ezekiel  there  were  no 
signs  of  the  decay  which  soon  overtook  Babylonia  after  that 
monarch's  death. 

A  list  of  the  phrases  which  characterise  this  prophet  and  fre- 
quently recur  in  his  writings  will  be  found  in  Driver's  Literature 
of  the  Old  Testament.  Chief  among  those  expressions  is  the 
mode  in  which  Jehovah  addresses  the  prophet,  *  Son  of  Man,' 
occurring  nearly  one  hundred  times.  God  himself  is  most 
frequently  called  'Lord  Jehovah'  (more  than  two  hundred  times). 
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Israel  is  designated  as  the  'rebellious  house'  (lit,  house  of 
rebelliousness).  '  I,  Jehovah,  have  said  it'  is  often  a  concluding 
formula  of  strong  assertion.  '  Behold  I  am  against  .  .  .,'  'Set 
thy  face  against,'  '  My  eye  will  not  spare  nor  will  I  have  com- 
passion,' '  To  satisfy  my  fury  upon,'  '  And  shall  know  that  I  am 
Jehovah,'  are  other  modes  of  expression  frequently  occurring  in 
the  writings  of  this  prophet. 

VI. — Authorship. 

It  has  been  almost  universally  acknowledged  that  the  entire 
collection  of  oracles  contained  in  this  book  exhibit  in  language, 
style  and  contents  the  impress  of  one  mind,  that  of  the  writer 
whose  name  it  bears. 

VII. — Position  in  the  Canon. 

According  to  Jewish  tradition,  the  position  of  the  prophecies 
of  Ezekiel  in  the  prophetic  canon  was  at  one  time  seriously 
threatened  on  account  of  the  apparent  discrepancies  between 
them  and  the  books  of  the  law  (Torah),  and  it  was  resolved 
that  the  prophecies  of  Ezekiel  should  not  be  publicly  read. 
The  reputation  of  the  book  was,  however,  finally  vindicated 
by  Hananiah,  the  son  of  Hezekiak,  who  was  able  by  a  special 
mode  of  interpretation  to  reconcile  the  discrepancies.  Mena- 
choth  45a,  Sabbath  136,  Chagigah  13a,  b.  Cp.  also  Jerome, 
Ep.  ad  Paul.  liii.  For  further  details  respecting  the  Jewish 
traditions  consult  Ryle,  Canon  of  the  Old  Testament,  p.  192  ff. 

VIII.— The  Text  of  Ezekiel 
presents   difficulties   which   can   only   be   solved   by  a   careful 
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comparison  of  the  Hebrew  with  the  Septuagint  version  (Ixx.). 
The  latter  is  evidently  based  upon  a  briefer  and,  on  the  whole, 
more  correct  as  well  as  intelligible  recension  of  Ezekiel's  oracles. 
The  German  O.T.  scholar,  Cornill,  has  made  a  worthy  attempt 
to  recover  the  original  text  by  a  skilful  and  critical  use  of  the 
Septuagint  version. 

IX. — The  Best  Recent  Works  on  Ezekiel 

Accessible  to  the  English  reader  are  (i)  'The  Book  of 
Ezekiel,'  by  the  late  Prof.  A.  B.  Davidson,  LL.D.  {Cambridge 
Bible  for  Schools  and  Colleges).  Both  the  Introduction  and  the 
Commentary  are  exceedingly  instructive  and  useful,  characterised 
not  only  by  deep  erudition,  but  also  by  the  sound  theological 
instincts  of  the  writer. 

(2.)  'Ezekiel,'  by  Prof.  Skinner,  D.D.,  in  the  Expositor's 
Bible  (Hodder  &  Stoughton),  is  an  excellent,  scholarly  ex- 
position, suitable  alike  for  student  and  preacher.  The  article 
written  by  the  same  author  in  Dr.  Hastings'  Dictionary  of  the 
Bible  is  also  to  be  highly  commended. 

(3.)  For  the  more  advanced  student  and  Hebrew  scholar  the 
above  works  will  be  found  very  useful.  But  for  them  Prof. 
Toy's  volume  on  '  Ezekiel '  in  the  Sacred  Books  of  the  Old 
Testament,  edited  by  Dr.  Haupt,  will  be  also  an  indispensable 
critical  guide.  Also  the  article  by  Prof.  Toy  on  '  Ezekiel,' 
contributed  to  the  Encyclopedia  Biblica,  will  certainly  repay 
careful  study. 

Note.  — The  term  Priestercodex  or  '  Priest's  Code '  has  been 
used  in  this  Introduction  to  designate  one  of  the  most  important 
as  well  as  the  latest  document  which  enters  into  the  composi- 
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tion  of  the  Pentateuch.  It  includes  the  first  chapter  of  Genesis, 
as  well  as  numerous  other  narrative  sections  in  Genesis  and 
Exodus,  the  latter  portions  of  Exodus  that  describe  the  tabernacle 
and  its  furniture,  the  whole  of  Leviticus,  and  also  legislative  and 
other  sections  in  the  Book  of  Numbers.  In  the  form  in  which 
the  document  now  stands  in  the  Pentateuch  and  Book  of  Joshua 
it  was  compiled  in  the  early  post-Exilian  period.  See  the 
Introduction  to  the  Book  of  Exodus  in  the  'Temple  Bible' 
series,  p.  xiv. 

X. — Ezekiel  and  the  New  Testament. 

Ezekiel  stands  near  the  parting  of  the  ways.  After 
Jeremiah  we  observe  two  lines  of  progress  in  the  O.T. :  Isa. 
xl.-lv. ,  lx.-lxii.,  is  a  step  in  advance  along  a  path  that  is 
not  followed  till  the  advent  of  Christ;  Ezek.  xl.-xlviii.  is  a 
step  along  the  other  path  which  Ezekiel's  fellow  countrymen 
immediately  adopted.  It  is  the  path  of  Judaism.  It  scarcely 
finds  a  parallel  in  the  N.T.,  except  in  the  Book  of  Revelation. 

Cp.  Ezek.  xl.  3  with  Rev.  xxi.  15  ;  Ezek.  xlvii.  I,  12  with 
Rev.  xxii.  1,2;  also  Ezek.  1,5,  10  and  Rev.  iv.  6,  7,  etc.

NOW  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirtieth  year,  in  the  Vision  of 
fourth  month,  in  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  as  the  Four 
I  ivas  among  the  captives  by  the  river  of  Chebar,  that  Cherubim 
the  heavens  were  opened,  and  I  saw  visions  of  God.   In 
the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  which  ivas  the  fifth  year  5 
of  king  Jehoiachin's  captivity,  the  word  of  the  Lord 
came  expressly  unto  E  zekiel  the  priest,  the  son  of  Buzi, 
in  the  land  of  the  Chaldeans  by  the  river  Chebar ; 
and  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  there  upon  him. 

And  I  looked,  and,  behold,  a  whirlwind  came  out  10 
of  the  north,  a  great  cloud,  and  a  fire  infolding  itself, 
and  a  brightness  was  about  it,  and  out  of  the  midst 
thereof  as  the  colour  of  amber,  out  of  the  midst  of 
the  fire.     Also  out  of  the  midst  thereof  came  the  like- 
ness of  four  living  creatures.

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Vision  of on  their  four  sides  ;  and  they  four  had  their  faces  and 

the  Four  their  wings.     Their  wings  were  joined  one  to  another  ; 

Cherubim  they  turned  not  when  they  went ;  they  went  every 

one  straight  forward.     As  for  the  likeness  of  their 

5  faces,  they  four  had  the  face  of  a  man,  and  the  face 

of  a  lion,  on  the  right  side :  and  they  four  had  the 

face  of  an  ox  on  the  left  side  ;  they  four  also  had  the 

face  of  an  eagle.      Thus  tvere  their  faces  :  and  their 

wings  were  stretched  upward ;  two  wings  of  every 

10  one  were  joined  one  to   another,   and  two   covered 

their   bodies.

And 
under  the  firmament  ivere  their  wings  straight,  the  15 
one  toward  the  other :  every  one  had  two,  which 
covered  on  this  side,  and  every  one  had  two,  which 
covered  on  that  side,  their  bodies.

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Famine  water  by  measure,  the  sixth  part  of  an  hin  :  from  time 

caused  by  to  time  shalt  thou  drink.      And  thou  shalt  eat  it  at 

the  Siege  barley  cakes,  and  thou  shalt  bake  it  with  dung  that 

cometh  out  of  man,  in  their  sight.     And  the  Lord 

5  said,  Even  thus  shall  the  children  of  Israel  eat  their 

defiled  bread  among  the   Gentiles,  whither   I   will 

drive  them. 

Then  said  I,  Ah   Lord  God  !  behold,  my  soul 

hath  not  been  polluted  :  for  from  my  youth  up  even 

10  till  now  have  I  not  eaten  of  that  which  dieth  of  itself, 

or  is  torn  in  pieces  ;  neither  came  there  abominable 

flesh  into  my  mouth. 

Then  he  said  unto  me,  Lo,  I  have  given  thee  cow's 
dung  for  man's  dung,  and  thou  shalt  prepare  thy  bread 
is  therewith. 

Moreover  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  behold,  I 
will  break  the  staff  of  bread  in  Jerusalem  :  and  they 
shall  eat  bread  by  weight,  and  with  care  ;  and  they 
shall  drink  water  by  measure,  and  with  astonishment : 
20  that  they  may  want  bread  and  water,  and  be  astonied 
one  with  another,  and  consume  away  for  their 
iniquity. 

*  And  thou,  son  of  man,  take  thee  a  sharp  knife, 
take  thee  a  barber's  rasor,  and  cause  //  to  pass  upon 
25  thine  head  and  upon  thy  beard :  then  take  thee 
balances  to  weigh,  and  divide  the  hair.  Thou  shalt 
burn  with  fire  a  third  part  in  the  midst  of  the  city, 
when  the  days  of  the  siege  are  fulfilled :  and  thou 
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shalt  take   a  third  part,  and  smite  about  it  with  a  Desolation 
knife  :  and  a  third  part  thou  shalt  scatter  in  the  wind  ;  around 
and   I   will   draw  out   a  sword  after   them.     Thou  Jerusalem 
shalt  also  take  thereof  a  few  in  number,  and  bind 
them  in  thy  skirts.     Then  take  of  them  again,  and  5 
cast  them  into  the  midst  of  the  fire,  and  burn  them 
in  the  fire ;  for  thereof  shall  a  fire  come  forth  into  all 
the  house  of  Israel. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  This  is  Jerusalem : 
I  have  set  it  in  the  midst  of  the  nations  and  countries  13 
that  are  round  about  her.  And  she  hath  changed  my 
judgments  into  wickedness  more  than  the  nations,  and 
my  statutes  more  than  the  countries  that  are  round 
about  her :  for  they  have  refused  my  judgments  and 
my  statutes,  they  have  not  walked  in  them.  15 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Because  ye 
multiplied  more  than  the  nations  that  are  round  about 
you,  and  have  not  walked  in  my  statutes,  neither  have 
kept  my  judgments,  neither  have  done  according  to 
the  judgments  of  the  nations  that  are  round  about  20 
you  ;  therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Behold,  I, 
even  I,  am  against  thee,  and  will  execute  judgments 
in  the  midst  of  thee  in  the  sight  of  the  nations.  And 
I  will  do  in  thee  that  which  I  have  not  done,  and 
whereunto  I  will  not  do  any  more  the  like,  because  25 
of  all  thine  abominations.  Therefore  the  fathers 
shall  eat  the  sons  in  the  midst  of  thee,  and  the  sons 
shall  eat  their  fathers;  and  I  will  execute  judgments 
in  thee,  and  the  whole  remnant  of  thee  will  I  scatter 
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Miseries  into  all  the  winds.     Wherefore,  as  I  live,  saith  the 

of  the  Lord  God;    Surely,  because  thou  hast   defiled  my 

Siege  sanctuary  with  all  thy  detestable  things,  and  with  all 

foretold  thine  abominations,  therefore  will  I  also  diminish  thee  ; 

5  neither  shall  mine  eye  spare,  neither  will  I  have  any 

pity.     A  third  part  of  thee  shall  die  with  the  pestilence, 

and  with  famine  shall  they  be  consumed  in  the  midst 

of  thee :    and  a  third  part  shall  fall  by  the  sword 

round  about  thee  ;  and  I  will  scatter  a  third  part  into 

10  all  the  winds,  and  I  will  draw  out  a  sword  after  them. 
Thus  shall  mine  anger  be  accomplished,  and  I  will 
cause  my  fury  to  rest  upon  them,  and  I  will  be  comforted : 
and  they  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord  have  spoken  it 
in  my  zeal,  when  I  have  accomplished  my  fury  in 

15  them.  Moreover  I  will  make  thee  waste,  and  a 
reproach  among  the  nations  that  are  round  about  thee, 
in  the  sight  of  all  that  pass  by.  So  it  shall  be  a 
reproach  and  a  taunt,  an  instruction  and  an  astonish- 
ment unto  the  nations  that  are  round  about  thee,  when 

20  I  shall  execute  judgments  in  thee  in  anger  and  in  fury 
and  in  furious  rebukes.  I  the  Lord  have  spoken  it. 
When  I  shall  send  upon  them  the  evil  arrows  of 
famine  which  shall  be  for  their  destruction,  and  which 
I  will  send  to  destroy  you :  and  I  will  increase  the 

25  famine  upon  you,  and  will  break  your  staff  of  bread : 
so  will  I  send  upon  you  famine  and  evil  beasts,  and 
they  shall  bereave  thee ;  and  pestilence  and  blood 
shall  pass  through  thee ;  and  I  will  bring  the  sword 
upon  thee.      I  the  Lord  have  spoken  it. 
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*  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying,  Idolatry 
Son  of  man,  set  thy  face  toward  the  mountains  of  con- 
Israel,    and    prophesy    against    them,    and    say,    Ye  demned 
mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  God  ; 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  to  the  mountains,  and  to  5 
the  hills,  to  the  rivers,  and  to  the  valleys ;   Behold, 
I,  even  I,  will  bring  a  sword  upon  you,  and  I  will 
destroy  your  high  places.     And  your  altars  shall  be 
desolate,  and  your  images  shall  be  broken  :  and  I  will 
cast  down  your  slain  men  before  your  idols.     And  10 
I  will  lay  the  dead  carcases  of  the  children  of  Israel 
before  their   idols ;    and   I    will   scatter  your  bones 
round  about  your  altars.     In  all  your  dwellingplaces 
the  cities   shall   be   laid  waste,  and  the  high  places 
shall  be  desolate  ;  that  your  altars  may  be  laid  waste  15 
and  made  desolate,  and  your  idols  may  be  broken  and 
cease,  and  your  images  may  be  cut  down,  and  your 
works   may  be  abolished.     And  the  slain  shall  fall 
in  the  midst  of  you,  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord.  20 

Yet  will  I  leave  a  remnant,  that  ye  may  have  some 
that  shall  escape  the  sword  among  the  nations,  when 
ye  shall  be  scattered  through  the  countries.  And 
they  that  escape  of  you  shall  remember  me  among  the 
nations  whither  they  shall  be  carried  captives,  because  25 
I  am  broken  with  their  whorish  heart,  which  hath 
departed  from  me,  and  with  their  eyes,  which  go  a 
whoring  after  their  idols  :  and  they  shall  lothe  them- 
selves for  the  evils  which  they  have  committed  in  all 
13 
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Desolation  their  abominations.      And  they  shall  know  that  I  am 
in  Israel  the    Lord,  and  that  I  have  not  said  in  vain  that  I 
would  do  this  evil  unto  them. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Smite  with  thine 
5  hand,  and  stamp  with  thy  foot,  and  say,  Alas  for  all 
the  evil  abominations  of  the  house  of  Israel !  for  they 
shall  fall  by  the  sword,  by  the  famine,  and  by  the 
pestilence.  He  that  is  far  off  shall  die  of  the 
pestilence  ;  and  he  that  is  near  shall  fall  by  the  sword ; 

10  and  he  that  remaineth  and  is  besieged  shall  die  by  the 
famine :  thus  will  I  accomplish  my  fury  upon  them. 
Then  shall  ye  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  their 
slain  men  shall  be  among  their  idols  round  about  their 
altars,  upon  every  high  hill,  in  all  the  tops  of  the 

15  mountains,  and  under  every  green  tree,  and  under  every 
thick  oak,  the  place  where  they  did  offer  sweet  savour 
to  all  their  idols.  So  will  I  stretch  out  my  hand 
upon  them,  and  make  the  land  desolate,  yea,  more 
desolate  than  the  wilderness  toward  Diblath,  in  all 

20  their  habitations  :  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the 

Lord.

*  Moreover  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me, 
saying,  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  thus  saith  the  Lord 
God  unto  the  land  of  Israel ; 
25  An  end,  the  end  is  come 

Upon  the  four  corners  of  the  land. 

Now  is  the  end  come  upon  thee, 

And  I  will  send  mine  anger  upon  thee, 
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And  will  judge  thee  according  to  thy  ways,         Israel's 

And  will  recompense  upon  thee  Troubles

*  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  sixth  year,  in  the  sixth 
month,  in  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  as  I  sat  in  mine 
house,  and  the   elders  of  Judah  sat  before  me,  that 
the  hand  of  the  Lord  God  fell  there  upon  me. 

Then  I  beheld,  and  lo  a  likeness  as  the  appearance  15 
of  fire  :  from  the  appearance  of  his  loins  even  down- 
ward, fire  ;  and  from   his  loins  even  upward,  as  the 
appearance   of  brightness,   as  the  colour  of  amber. 
And  he  put  forth  the  form  of  an  hand,  and  took  me

So  I  lifted  up 
Abomma-  mine  eyes  the   way  toward  the  north,  and  behold 
tions  in  northward    at   the    gate    of  the  altar  this  image  of 
Jerusalem  jealousy  in  the  entry. 

5  He  said  furthermore  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  seest 
thou  what  they  do  ?  even  the  great  abominations  that 
the  house  of  Israel  committeth  here,  that  I  should  go 
far  off  from  my  sanctuary  ?  but  turn  thee  yet  again, 
and  thou  shalt  see  greater  abominations. 
10  And  he  brought  me  to  the  door  of  the  court ;  and 
when  I  looked,  behold  a  hole  in  the  wall.  Then 
said  he  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  dig  now  in  the  wall : 
and  when  I  had  digged  in  the  wall,  behold  a  door. 
And  he  said  unto  me,  Go  in,  and  behold  the  wicked 
is  abominations  that  they  do  here.  So  I  went  in  and 
saw  ;  and  behold  every  form  of  creeping  things,  and 
abominable  beasts,  and  all  the  idols  of  the  house  of 
Israel,  pourtrayed  upon  the  wall  round  about.  And 
there  stood  before  them  seventy  men  of  the  ancients 
20  of  the  house  of  Israel,  and  in  the  midst  of  them  stood 
Jaazaniah  the  son  of  Shaphan,  with  every  man  his 
censer  in  his  hand  ;  and  a  thick  cloud  of  incense 
went  up. 

Then  said  he  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  hast  thou  seen 

25  what  the   ancients  of  the  house  of  Israel  do  in  the 

dark,  every  man  in  the  chambers  of  his  imagery  ?  for 

they  say,  The  Lord  seeth  us  not ;  the  Lord  hath 

forsaken  the  earth. 

He  said  also  unto  me,  Turn  thee  yet  again,  and 
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thou  shalt  see  greater    abominations   that  they  do.  Worship 
Then  he  brought  me  to  the  door  of  the  gate  of  the  of  Tam- 
Lord's  house  which  was  toward  the  north ;   and,  muz  £3* 
behold,  there  sat  women  weeping  for  Tammuz.    Then  the  Sun 
said  he  unto  me,  Hast  thou  seen  this,  O  son  of  man  ?  5 
turn  thee  yet  again,  and  thou  shalt  see  greater  abomi- 
nations than  these. 

And  he  brought  me  into  the  inner  court  of  the 
Lord's  house,  and,  behold,  at  the  door  of  the  temple 
of  the  Lord,  between  the  porch  and  the  altar,  ivere  10 
about  five  and  twenty  men,  with  their  backs  toward 
the  temple  of  the  Lord,  and  their  faces  toward  the 
east ;  and  they  worshipped  the  sun  toward  the  east. 

Then  he  said  unto  me,  Hast  thou  seen  this,  O  son 
of  man  ?  Is  it  a  light  thing  to  the  house  of  Judah  15 
that  they  commit  the  abominations  which  they  commit 
here  ?  for  they  have  filled  the  land  with  violence,  and 
have  returned  to  provoke  me  to  anger :  and,  lo,  they 
put  the  branch  to  their  nose.  Therefore  will  I  also 
deal  in  fury :  mine  eye  shall  not  spare,  neither  will  I  20 
have  pity  :  and  though  they  cry  in  mine  ears  with  a 
loud  voice,  yet  will  I  not  hear  them. 

— * — 
*  He  cried  also  in  mine  ears  with  a  loud  voice, 
saying,  Cause  them  that  have  charge  over  the  city  to 
draw  near,  even  every  man  with  his  destroying  weapon  25 
in  his  hand.  And,  behold,  six  men  came  from  the 
way  of  the  higher  gate,  which  lieth  toward  the  north, 
and  every  man  a  slaughter  weapon  in  his  hand ;  and 
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Vision  one  man  among  them  was  clothed  with  linen,  with  a 
of  the  writer's  inkhorn  by  his  side  :  and  they  went  in,  and 
Slaughter  stood  beside  the  brasen  altar. 

of  the      And  the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  was  gone  up 

Guilty  from  the  cherub,  whereupon  he  was,  to  the  threshold 

of  the  house.     And  he   called  to  the   man  clothed 

with  linen,  which  had  the  writer's  inkhorn  by  his 

side ;  and  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Go  through  the 

midst  of  the  city,  through  the  midst  of  Jerusalem,  and 

10  set  a  mark  upon  the  foreheads  of  the  men  that  sigh 

and  that  cry  for  all  the  abominations  that  be  done  in 

the  midst  thereof.     And  to  the  others  he  said  in  mine 

hearing,  Go  ye  after  him  through  the  city,  and  smite  : 

let  not  your  eye  spare,  neither  have  ye  pity :  slay 

15  utterly  old  and  young,  both  maids,  and  little  children, 

and  women  :  but  come  not  near  any  man  upon  whom 

is  the  mark  ;  and  begin  at  my  sanctuary.     Then  they 

began  at   the  ancient  men  which  were    before    the 

house.     And  he  said  unto  them,  Defile  the  house, 

20  and  fill  the  courts  with  the  slain  :  go  ye  forth.     And 

they  went  forth,  and  slew  in  the  city. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  while  they  were  slaying  them, 

and  I  was  left,  that  I  fell  upon  my  face,  and  cried, 

and  said,  Ah  Lord  God!   wilt  thou  destroy  all  the 

25  residue  of  Israel  in  thy  pouring  out  of  thy  fury  upon 

Jerusalem  ? 

Then  said  he  unto  me,  The  iniquity  of  the  house 
of  Israel  and  Judah  is  exceeding  great,  and  the  land 
is  full  of  blood,  and  the  city  full  of  perverseness  :  for 
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they  say,  The  Lord  hath  forsaken  the  earth,  and  the  Vision 
Lord  seeth  not.     And  as  for  me  also,  mine  eye  shall  of  the 
not  spare,  neither  will  I  have  pity,  but  I  will  recom-  Cherubim 
pense  their  way  upon  their  head. 

And,  behold,  the  man  clothed  with  linen,  which  5 
had  the  inkhorn   by  his   side,   reported  the  matter, 
saying,  I  have  done  as  thou  hast  commanded  me. 

*  Then  I  looked,  and,  behold,  in  the  firmament  that 
was  above  the  head  of  the  cherubims  there  appeared 
over  them  as  it  were  a  sapphire  stone,  as  the  appear-  io 
ance  of  the  likeness  of  a  throne.  And  he  spake  unto 
the  man  clothed  with  linen,  and  said,  Go  in  between 
the  wheels,  even  under  the  cherub,  and  fill  thine  hand 
with  coals  of  fire  from  between  the  cherubims,  and 
scatter  them  over  the  city.  And  he  went  in  in  my  15 
sight. 

Now  the  cherubims  stood  on  the  right  side  of  the 
house,  when  the  man  went  in  ;  and  the  cloud  filled 
the  inner  court.  Then  the  glory  of  the  Lord  went 
up  from  the  cherub,  and  stood  over  the  threshold  of  20 
the  house ;  and  the  house  was  filled  with  the  cloud, 
and  the  court  was  full  of  the  brightness  of  the  Lord's 
glory.  And  the  sound  of  the  cherubims'  wings  was 
heard  even  to  the  outer  court,  as  the  voice  of  the 
Almighty  God  when  he  speaketh.  25 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  he  had  commanded 
the  man  clothed  with  linen,  saying,  Take  fire  from 
between  the   wheels,  from  between  the  cherubims  ; 
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Vision  then  he  went  in,  and  stood  beside  the  wheels.     And 

of  the  one  cherub  stretched  forth  his  hand  from  between  the 

Cherubim  cherubims  unto  the  fire  that  was  between  the  cherubims, 

and  took  thereof,  and  put  it  into  the  hands  of  him  that 

5  was  clothed  with  linen  :  who  took  it,  and  went  out. 

And  there  appeared  in  the  cherubims  the  form  of  a 

man's  hand  under  their  wings. 

And   when    I    looked,   behold    the    four   wheels 
by    the    cherubims,     one    wheel    by    one     cherub, 

10  and  another  wheel  by  another  cherub :  and 
the  appearance  of  the  wheels  ivas  as  the  colour 
of  a  beryl  stone.  And  as  for  their  appearances,  they 
four  had  one  likeness,  as  if  a  wheel  had  been  in  the 
midst  of  a  wheel.     When  they  went,  they  went  upon 

15  their  four  sides  ;  they  turned  not  as  they  went,  but  to 
the  place  whither  the  head  looked  they  followed  it ; 
they  turned  not  as  they  went.  And  their  whole 
body,  and  their  backs,  and  their  hands,  and  their 
wings,  and  the  wheels,  were  full  of  eyes  round  about, 

20  even  the  wheels  that  they  four  had.  As  for  the 
wheels,  it  was  cried  unto  them  in  my  hearing,  O 
wheel.  And  every  one  had  four  faces  :  the  first  face 
•was  the  face  of  a  cherub,  and  the  second  face  was 
the  face  of  a  man,  and  the  third  the  face  of  a  lion,  and 

25  the  fourth  the  face  of  an  eagle.  And  the  cherubims 
were  lifted  up.  This  is  the  living  creature  that  I  saw 
by  the  river  of  Chebar.  And  when  the  cherubims 
went,  the  wheels  went  by  them :  and  when  the 
cherubims  lifted  up  their  wings  to  mount  up  from  the 
24 
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earth,  the  same  wheels  also  turned  not  from  beside  Vision  of 
them.     When   they  stood,   these  stood ;    and  when  the  De- 
they  were  lifted  up,  these  lifted  up  themselves  also :  parture  of 
for  the  spirit  of  the  living  creature  ivas  in  them.  the  Divine 

Then  the  glory  of  the  Lord  departed  from  off  the  Glory 
threshold  of  the  house,  and  stood  over  the  cherubims. 
And  the  cherubims  lifted  up  their  wings,  and  mounted 
up  from  the  earth  in  my  sight :  when  they  went  out, 
the  wheels  also  ivere  beside  them,  and  every  one  stood 
at  the  door  of  the  east  gate  of  the  Lord's  house  ;  and  10 
the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  •was  over  them  above. 

This  is  the  living  creature  that  I  saw  under  the 
God  of  Israel  by  the  river  of  Chebar  ;  and  I  knew 
that  they  ivere  the  cherubims.  Every  one  had  four 
faces  apiece,  and  every  one  four  wings  ;  and  the  like-  15 
ness  of  the  hands  of  a  man  ivas  under  their  wings.  And 
the  likeness  of  their  faces  ivas  the  same  faces  which  I 
saw  by  the  river  of  Chebar,  their  appearances  and 
themselves :  they  went  every  one  straight  forward.

*   Moreover  the  spirit  lifted  me  up,  and  brought  me  unto  20 
the  east  gate  of  the  Lord's  house,  which  looketh  east- 
ward :  and  behold  at  the  door  of  the  gate  five  and  twenty 
men  ;  among  whom  I  saw  Jaazaniah  the  son  of  Azur, 
and  Pelatiah  the  son  of  Benaiah,  princes  of  the  people. 

Then  said  he  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  these  are  the  25 

men  that  devise  mischief,  and  give  wicked  counsel  in 

this   city  :  which   say,  //  is  not  near  ;  let  us  build 

houses  :  this  city  is  the  caldron,  and  we  be  the  flesh. 

25 
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Prophecy  Therefore  prophesy  against  them,  prophesy,  O  son  of 
against  man. 

Evil  And  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  fell  upon  me,  and 
Rulers  said  unto  me,  Speak  ;  Thus  saith  the  Lord  ;  Thus 
s  have  ye  said,  O  house  of  Israel :  for  I  know  the 
things  that  come  into  your  mind,  every  one  of  them. 
Ye  have  multiplied  your  slain  in  this  city,  and  ye  have 
filled  the  streets  thereof  with  the  slain.  Therefore 
thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Your  slain  whom  ye  have 

10  laid  in  the  midst  of  it,  they  are  the  flesh,  and  this 
city  Is  the  caldron :  but  I  will  bring  you  forth  out  of 
the  midst  of  it.  Ye  have  feared  the  sword;  and  I 
will  bring  a  sword  upon  you,  saith  the  Lord  God. 
And  I  will  bring  you  out  of  the  midst  thereof,  and 

15  deliver  you  into  the  hands  of  strangers,  and  will 
execute  judgments  among  you.  Ye  shall  fall  by  the 
sword  ;  I  will  judge  you  in  the  border  of  Israel ;  and 
ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord.  This  city  shall 
not  be  your  caldron,  neither  shall  ye  be  the  flesh  in 

20  the  midst  thereof;  but  I  will  judge  you  in  the  border 
of  Israel :  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  : 
for  ye  have  not  walked  in  my  statutes,  neither  executed 
my  judgments,  but  have  done  after  the  manners  of  the 
heathen  that  are  round  about  you. 

23      And  it   came  to  pass,   when  I   prophesied,  that 

Pelatiah  the  son  of  Benaiah  died.     Then  fell  I  down 

upon  my  face,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said, 

Ah  Lord  God  !   wilt  thou  make  a  full  end  of  the 

remnant  of  Israel  ? 

26 
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Again  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying,  Promise  of 
Son  of  man,  thy  brethren,  even  thy  brethren,  the  men  Restora- 
of  thy  kindred,  and  all  the  house  of  Israel  wholly,  tlon 
are  they  unto  whom  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  have 
said,  Get  you  far  from  the  Lord  :  unto  us  is  this  s 
land  given  in  possession. 

Therefore    say,    Thus     saith     the     Lord     God  ; 
Although  I  have  cast  them  far  off  among  the  heathen, 
and    although   I    have    scattered    them    among    the 
countries,  yet  will  I  be  to  them  as  a  little  sanctuary  10 
in  the  countries  where  they  shall  come. 

Therefore  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  I  will 
even  gather  you  from  the  people,  and  assemble  you 
out  of  the  countries  where  ye  have  been  scattered, 
and  I  will  give  you  the  land  of  Israel.  And  they  15 
shall  come  thither,  and  they  shall  take  away  all  the 
detestable  things  thereof  and  all  the  abominations 
thereof  from  thence.  And  I  will  give  them  one 
heart,  and  I  will  put  a  new  spirit  within  you ;  and  I 
will  take  the  stony  heart  out  of  their  flesh,  and  will  2° 
give  them  an  heart  of  flesh  :  that  they  may  walk  in 
my  statutes,  and  keep  mine  ordinances,  and  do  them  : 
and  they  shall  be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  their  God. 

But    as  for  them  whose  heart  walketh    after  the 
heart  of  their  detestable  things  and   their  abomina-  25 
tions,  I  will  recompense  their  way  upon  their  own 
heads,  saith  the  Lord  God.

Then  did  the  cherubims  lift  up  their  wings,  and  the 
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End  wheels  beside  them  ;  and  the  glory  of  the  God  of 

of  the  Israel  was  over  them  above.     And  the  glory  of  the 

Visions  Lord  went  up  from  the  midst  of  the  city,  and  stood 

upon  the  mountain  which  is  on  the  east  side  of  the 

5  city. 

Afterwards  the  spirit  took  me  up,  and  brought  me 

in  a  vision  by    the  Spirit  of  God  into  Chaldea,  to 

them  of  the  captivity.

20  shalt  thou  bring  forth  thy  stuff  by  day  in  their  sight, 
as  stuff  for  removing :  and  thou  shalt  go  forth  at 
even  in  their  sight,  as  they  that  go  forth  into 
captivity.  Dig  thou  through  the  wall  in  their  sight, 
and  carry    out  thereby.      In  their  sight    shalt    thou 

25  bear  //  upon  thy  shoulders,  and  carry  it  forth  in  the 
twilight :  thou  shalt  cover  thy  face,  that  thou  see 
not  the  ground  :  for  I  have  set  thee  for  a  sign  unto 
the  house  of  Israel. 
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And  I  did  so  as  I  was  commanded  :      I  brought  The 
forth  my  stuff  by  day,  as  stuff  for  captivity,  and  in  Captivity 
the  even  I  digged  through  the  wall  with  mine  hand  ;  foretold 
I  brought  */  forth  in  the  twilight,  and  I  bare  it  upon 
my  shoulder  in  their  sight.  5 

And  in  the  morning  came  the  word  of  the  Lord 
unto  me,  saying,  Son  of  man,  hath  not  the  house  of 
Israel,  the  rebellious  house,  said  unto  thee,  What 
doest  thou  ?  Say  thou  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  ;  This  burden  concerneth  the  prince  in  10 
Jerusalem,  and  all  the  house  of  Israel  that  are  among 
them.  Say,  I  am  your  sign  :  like  as  I  have  done, 
so  shall  it  be  done  unto  them  :  they  shall  remove  and 
go  into  captivity.  And  the  prince  that  is  among 
them  shall  bear  upon  Sis  shoulder  in  the  twilight,  and  is 
shall  go  forth  :  they  shall  dig  through  the  wall  to 
carry  out  thereby  :  he  shall  cover  his  face,  that  he 
see  not  the  ground  with  his  eyes.  My  net  also  will 
I  spread  upon  him,  and  he  shall  be  taken  in  my 
snare :  and  I  will  bring  him  to  Babylon  to  the  land  20 
of  the  Chaldeans  ;  yet  shall  he  not  see  it,  though  he 
shall  die  there.  And  I  will  scatter  toward  every 
wind  all  that  are  about  him  to  help  him,  and  all  his 
bands ;  and  I  will  draw  out  the  sword  after  them. 
And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  2s 
shall  scatter  them  among  the  nations,  and  disperse 
them  in  the  countries.  But  I  will  leave  a  few  men 
of  them  from  the  sword,  from  the  famine,  and  from 
the    pestilence  ;     that   they    may    declare    all    their

And  will  ye  pollute  me  among  my  people  for  hand- 
fills  of  barley  and  for  pieces  of  bread,  to  slay  the 
5  souls  that  should  not  die,  and  to  save  the  souls  alive 
that  should  not  live,  by  your  lying  to  my  people  that 
hear  your  lies  ? 

Wherefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Behold,  I

20  shall  see  no  more  vanity,  nor  divine  divinations  :  for 
I  will  deliver  my  people  out  of  your  hand  :  and  ye 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord.

*  Then  came  certain  of  the  elders  of  Israel  unto  me, 
and   sat  before  me.     And  the  word  of  the  Lord 

25  came  unto  me,  saying,  Son  of  man,  these  men  have 
set  up  their  idols  in  their  heart,  and  put  the  stumbling- 
block  of  their  iniquity  before  their  face  :  should  I  be 
inquired  of  at  all  by  them  ?     Therefore  speak  unto

Therefore  say  unto  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith 
the  Lord   God  ;    Repent,  and  turn  yourselves   from  10 
your  idols  ;  and  turn  away  your  faces  from  all  your 
abominations. 

For  every  one  of  the  house  of  Israel,  or  of  the 
stranger  that  sojourneth  in  Israel,  which  separateth 
himself  from  me,  and  setteth  up  his  idols  in  his  heart,  I5 
and  putteth  the  stumblingblock  of  his  iniquity  before 
his  face,  and  cometh  to  a  prophet  to  inquire  of  him  con- 
cerning me  ;  I  the  Lord  will  answer  him  by  myself: 
and  I  v/ill  set  my  face  against  that  man,  and  will 
make  him  a  sign  and  a  proverb,  and  I  will  cut  him  20 
off  from  the  midst  of  my  people ;  and  ye  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lord. 

And  if  the  prophet  be  deceived  when  he  hath 
spoken  a  thing,  I  the  Lord  have  deceived  that 
prophet,  and  I  will  stretch  out  my  hand  upon  him,  25 
and  will  destroy  him  from  the  midst  of  my  people 
Israel.  And  they  shall  bear  the  punishment  of

Wicked 

The  word  of  the  Lord  came  again  to  me,  saying, 
Son  of  man,  when  the  land  sinneth  against  me  by 
trespassing  grievously,  then  will  I  stretch  out  mine 
hand  upon  it, 
10      And  will  break,  the  staff  of  the  bread  thereof, 
And  will  send  famine  upon  it, 
And  will  cut  off  man  and  beast  from  it : 
Though  these  three  men, 

Noah,   Daniel,  and  Job,  were  in  it,  they  should 
15  deliver  but  their  own  souls  by  their  righteousness, 
Saith  the  Lord  God. 

If  I  cause  noisome  beasts  to  pass  through  the  land, 
And  they  spoil  it,  so  that  it  be  desolate, 
That    no    man  may  pass  through   because  of  the 
20  beasts  : 

Though  these  three  men  tuere  in  it ; 
As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God, 
They  shall  deliver  neither  sons  nor  daughters  ; 
They  only  shall  be  delivered, 
25       But  the  land  shall  be  desolate. 

Or  if  I  bring  a  sword  upon  that  land, 
And  say,  Sword,  go  through  the  land  ; 
So  that  I  cut  off  man  and  beast  from  it : 
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Though  these  three  men  were  in  it,  Jerusalem 

As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  to  be 

They  shall  deliver  neither  sons  nor  daughters,  destroyed 

But  they  only  shall  be  delivered  themselves. 

Or  tf\  send  a  pestilence  into  that  land,  5 

And  pour  out  my  fury  upon  it  in  blood, 

To  cut  off  from  it  man  and  beast : 

Though  Noah,  Daniel,  and  Job,  tuere  in  it, 

As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God, 

They  shall  deliver  neither  son  nor  daughter  ;  10

Yet,  behold,  therein  shall  be  left  a  remnant 

That    shall     be    brought    forth,    both    sons    and  20 
daughters: 

Behold,  they  shall  come  forth  unto  you,  and  ye 
shall  see  their  way  and  their  doings : 

And   ye  shall  be  comforted   concerning   the   evil 
that  I  have  brought  25 

Upon  Jerusalem,  even  concerning  all  that  I  have 
brought  upon  it. 

And  they  shall  comfort  you,  when  ye   see  their 
ways  and  their  doings  : 
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Inhabit-      And  ye  shall  know  that  I  have  not  done  without 
ants  o/"cause 
Jerusalem      All  that  I  have  done  in  it,  saith  the  Lord  God.

*  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 
s  Son  of  man,  What  is  the  vine  tree  more  than  any  tree, 
Or  than  a  branch  which  is  among  the  trees  of  the 
forest  ? 

Shall  wood  be  taken  thereof  to  do  any  work  ? 
Or  will   men  take  a  pin  of  it  to  hang  any  vessel

How  much  less  shall  it  be  meet  yet  for  any  work, 
When  the  fire  hath  devoured  it,  and  it  is  burned  ? 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ; 
20      As  the  vine  tree  among  the  trees  of  the  forest, 
Which  I  have  given  to  the  fire  for  fuel, 
So  will  I  give  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem. 
And  I  will  set  my  face  against  them  ; 
They  shall  go  out  from  one  fire,  and  another  fire 
25  shall  devour  them  ; 

And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord, 
When  I  set  my  face  against  them. 
And  I  will  make  the  land  desolate, 
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Because  they  have  committed  a  trespass,  The  Sins  of 

Saith  the  Lord  God.  Jerusalem 

— * — 
*  Again   the   word  of  the   Lord    came    unto    me, 
saying,  Son  of  man,  cause  Jerusalem  to  know  her 
abominations,  and  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  5 
unto  Jerusalem ;    Thy  birth   and   thy  nativity  is  of 
the  land  of  Canaan  ;  thy  father  <was  an  Amorite,  and 
thy  mother  an  Hittite.     And  as  for  thy  nativity,  in 
the    day    thou    wast    born    thy   navel  was    not   cut, 
neither  wast   thou  washed   in  water  to  supple  thee  ;  10 
thou  wast   not   salted   at  all,   nor   swaddled  at  all. 
None  eye  pitied  thee,  to  do  any  of  these  unto  thee, 
to  have  compassion  upon  thee  ;  but  thou  wast  cast 
out  in  the  open  field,  to  the  lothing  of  thy  person,  in 
the  day  that  thou  wast  born.  15 

And  when  I  passed  by  thee,  and  saw  thee  polluted 
in  thine  own  blood,  I  said  unto  thee  when  thou  wast 
in  thy  blood,  Live  ;  yea,  I  said  unto  thee  when  thou 
wast  in  thy  blood,  Live.  I  have  caused  thee  to 
multiply  as  the  bud  of  the  field,  and  thou  hast  in-  20 
creased  and  waxen  great,  and  thou  art  come  to 
excellent  ornaments :  thy  breasts  are  fashioned,  and 
thine  hair  is  grown,  whereas  thou  wast  naked  and 
bare. 

Now   when   I   passed   by  thee,  and   looked  upon  25 
thee,  behold,  thy  time  was  the  time  of  love  ;  and  I 
spread  my  skirt  over  thee,  and  covered  thy  nakedness : 
yea,  I  sware  unto  thee,  and  entered  into  a  covenant 
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Jeru-  with  thee,  saith  the  Lord  God,  and  thou  becamest 

salem's  mine.     Then  washed    I   thee  with  water ;     yea,    1 

Unfatth-  throughly  washed  away  thy  blood  from  thee,  and  I 

fulness  anointed  thee  with   oil.     I   clothed  thee  also  with 

5  broidered  work,  and  shod  thee  with  badgers'  skin, 
and  I  girded  thee  about  with  fine  linen,  and  I  covered 
thee  with  silk.  I  decked  thee  also  with  ornaments, 
and  I  put  bracelets  upon  thy  hands,  and  a  chain  on 
thy  neck.     And  I  put  a  jewel  on  thy  forehead,  and 

10  earrings  in  thine  ears,  and  a  beautiful  crown  upon 
thine  head.  Thus  wast  thou  decked  with  gold  and 
silver ;  and  thy  raiment  was  of  fine  linen,  and  silk, 
and  broidered  work ;  thou  didst  eat  fine  flour,  and 
honey,  and  oil:  and  thou  wast  exceeding  beautiful, 

is  and  thou  didst  prosper  into  a  kingdom.  And  thy 
renown  went  forth  among  the  heathen  for  thy  beauty  : 
for  it  was  perfect  through  my  comeliness,  which  I 
had  put  upon  thee,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

But  thou   didst   trust  in   thine   own    beauty,   and 

20  playedst  the  harlot  because  of  thy  renown,  and 
pouredst  out  thy  fornications  on  every  one  that 
passed  by  ;  his  it  was.  And  of  thy  garments  thou 
didst  take,  and  deckedst  thy  high  places  with  divers 
colours,  and  playedst  the  harlot  thereupon  :  the  like 

25  things  shall  not  come,  neither  shall  it  be  so.  Thou 
hast  also  taken  thy  fair  jewels  of  my  gold  and  of  my 
silver,  which  I  had  given  thee,  and  madest  to  thyself 
images  of  men,  and  didst  commit  whoredom  with 
them,    and    tookest    thy    broidered    garments,   and 
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coveredst  them  :  and  thou  hast  set  mine  oil  and  mine  Jeru- 
incense  before  them.     My  meat  also  which  I  gave  salem's 
thee,  fine  flour,  and  oil,  and  honey,  ivhereivith  I  fed  Unfaith- 
thee,  thou  hast  even  set   it  before  them  for  a  sweet  fulness 
savour  :  and  thus  it  was,  saith  the  Lord  God.  s 

Moreover  thou  hast  taken  thy  sons  and  thy 
daughters,  whom  thou  hast  borne  unto  me,  and  these 
hast  thou  sacrificed  unto  them  to  be  devoured.  Is  this 
of  thy  whoredoms  a  small  matter,  that  thou  hast  slain 
my  children,  and  delivered  them  to  cause  them  to  10 
pass  through  the  Jire  for  them  ?  And  in  all  thine 
abominations  and  thy  whoredoms  thou  hast  not  re- 
membered the  days  of  thy  youth,  when  thou  wast 
naked  and  bare,  and  wast  polluted  in  thy 
blood.  15 

And  it  came  to  pass  after  all  thy  wickedness, 
(woe,  woe  unto  thee!  saith  the  Lord  God;)  that 
thou  hast  also  built  unto  thee  an  eminent  place,  and 
hast  made  thee  an  high  place  in  every  street.  Thou 
hast  built  thy  high  place  at  every  head  of  the  way,  20 
and  hast  made  thy  beauty  to  be  abhorred,  and  hast 
opened  thy  feet  to  every  one  that  passed  by,  and 
multiplied  thy  whoredoms.  Thou  hast  also  com- 
mitted fornication  with  the  Egyptians  thy  neighbours, 
great  of  flesh  ;  and  hast  increased  thy  whoredoms,  25 
to  provoke  me  to  anger. 

Behold,  therefore  I  have  stretched  out  my  hand 
over  thee,  and  have  diminished  thine  ordinary_/oo*/, 
and  delivered  thee  unto  the  will  of  them  that  hate 
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Jeru-  thee,   the   daughters  of  the    Philistines,   which    are 

salem  s  ashamed  of  thy  lewd  way. 

Punish-       Thou    hast    played    the    whore    also    with    the 

merit  Assyrians,  because  thou  wast  unsatiable ;  yea,  thou 

5  hast  played  the  harlot  with  them,  and  yet  couldest 

not  be  satisfied.     Thou  hast  moreover  multiplied  thy 

fornication  in  the  land  of  Canaan  unto  Chaldea  ;  and 

yet  thou  wast  not  satisfied  herewith. 

How  weak  is  thine  heart,  saith  the  Lord  God, 
io  seeing  thou  doest  all  these  things,  the  work  of  an 
imperious    whorish    woman ;    in    that    thou    buildest 
thine  eminent  place  in  the  head  of  every  way,  and 
makest   thine   high   place  in  every  street ;    and  hast 
not  been  as  an  harlot,  in  that  thou  scornest  hire ;  but 
15  as   a   wife    that    committeth   adultery,   which  taketh 
strangers  instead  of  her  husband !      They  give  gifts 
to  all  whores  :  but  thou  givest  thy  gifts  to  all  thy 
lovers,  and  hirest  them,  that  they  may  come  unto 
thee   on   every   side   for  thy   whoredom.     And  the 
20  contrary  is  in  thee  from  other  women  in  thy  whore- 
doms, whereas  none  followeth  thee  to  commit  whore- 
doms :    and  in   that  thou  givest   a   reward,   and  no 
reward  is  given  unto  thee,  therefore  thou  art  contrary. 
Wherefore,  O  harlot,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  : 
25  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;    Because  thy  filthiness 
was  poured  out,  and  thy  nakedness  discovered  through 
thy   whoredoms   with   thy   lovers,  and  with  all  the 
idols  of  thy  abominations,  and  by  the  blood  of  thy 
children,  which  thou  didst  give  unto  them  ;  behold, 
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therefore   I  will   gather  all   thy  lovers,  with  whom  I  ivill 

thou  hast  taken  pleasure,  and  all  them  that  thou  hast  recompense 

loved,  with   all   them  that  thou  hast  hated ;    I  will  thy  Way 

even  gather  them  round  about  against  thee,  and  will 

discover  thy  nakedness  unto  them,  that  they  may  see  5 

all    thy   nakedness.       And     I    will    judge    thee,    as 

women    that   break    wedlock    and   shed   blood    are 

judged ;    and  I   will  give   thee    blood  in  fury  and 

jealousy.     And  I  will  also  give  thee  into  their  hand, 

and  they  shall  throw  down  thine  eminent  place,  and  10 

shall  break  down  thy  high  places :  they  shall  strip 

thee    also   of  thy  clothes,  and    shall   take  thy  fair 

jewels,  and  leave  thee  naked  and  bare.     They  shall 

also  bring  up  a  company  against  thee,  and  they  shall 

stone  thee  with  stones,  and  thrust  thee  through  with  15 

their    swords.     And    they    shall   burn   thine   houses 

with  fire,  and  execute  judgments  upon  thee  in  the 

sight   of  many  women :    and   I  will   cause  thee  to 

cease  from   playing   the  harlot,  and  thou  also  shalt 

give  no  hire  any  more.      So  will  I  make  my  fury  20 

toward  thee  to   rest,  and  my  jealousy  shall   depart 

from  thee,  and  I  will  be  quiet,  and  will  be  no  more 

angry. 

Because  thou  hast  not  remembered  the  days  of 
thy  youth,  but  hast  fretted  me  in  all  these  things;  a5 
behold,  therefore  I  also  will  recompense  thy  way 
upon  thine  head,  saith  the  Lord  God  :  and  thou 
shalt  not  commit  this  lewdness  above  all  thine 
abominations.     Behold,  every  one  that  useth  proverbs 
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Jerusalem  shall  use  this  proverb  against  thee,  saying,  As  is  the 

worse  than  mother,  so  is  her  daughter. 

Sodom  or      Thou  art  thy  mother's  daughter,  that  lotheth  her 

Samaria  husband  and  her  children  ;  and  thou  art  the  sister  of 

thy  sisters,  which  lothed  their  husbands  and  their 

children :    your    mother   ivas  an   Hittite,  and  your 

father    an    Amorite.       And    thine    elder    sister    is 

Samaria,  she  and  her  daughters  that  dwell  at  thy 

left  hand :  and  thy  younger  sister,  that  dwelleth  at 

IO  thy  right  hand,  /'/  Sodom  and  her  daughters.  Yet 
hast  thou  not  walked  after  their  ways,  nor  done  after 
their  abominations :  but,  as  if  that  were  a  very  little 
thing,  thou  wast  corrupted  more  than  they  in  all  thy 
ways. 

IS  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  Sodom  thy  sister 
hath  not  done,  she  nor  her  daughters,  as  thou  hast 
done,  thou  and  thy  daughters.  Behold,  this  was 
the  iniquity  of  thy  sister  Sodom,  pride,  fulness  of 
bread,  and  abundance  of  idleness  was  in  her  and  in 

20  her  daughters,  neither  did  she  strengthen  the  hand 
of  the  poor  and  needy.  And  they  were  haughty, 
and  committed  abomination  before  me  :  therefore  I 
took  them  away  as  I  saw  good.  Neither  hath 
Samaria  committed  half  of  thy  sins ;  but  thou  hast 
multiplied  thine  abominations  more  than  they,  and 
hast  justified  thy  sisters  in  all  thine  abominations 
which  thou  hast  done.  Thou  also,  which  hast 
judged  thy  sisters,  bear  thine  own  shame  for  thy 
sins  that  thou  hast  committed  more  abominable  than 
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they :    they  are  more  righteous  than  thou :  yea,  be  The 
thou  confounded  also,  and  bear  thy  shame,  in  that  Divine 
thou  hast  justified  thy  sisters.  Compassion 

When  I  shall  bring  again  their  captivity,  the 
captivity  of  Sodom  and  her  daughters,  and  the  5 
captivity  of  Samaria  and  her  daughters,  then  iv'ill  I 
bring  again  the  captivity  of  thy  captives  in  the  midst 
of  them  :  that  thou  mayest  bear  thine  own  shame, 
and  mayest  be  confounded  in  all  that  thou  hast  done, 
in  that  thou  art  a  comfort  unto  them.  When  thy  10 
sisters,  Sodom  and  her  daughters,  shall  return  to  their 
former  estate,  and  Samaria  and  her  daughters  shall 
return  to  their  former  estate,  then  thou  and  thy 
daughters  shall  return  to  your  former  estate. 

For  thy  sister  Sodom  was  not  mentioned  by  thy  is 
mouth  in  the  day  of  thy  pride,  before  thy  wickedness 
was  discovered,  as  at  the  time  of  thy  reproach  of  the 
daughters  of  Syria,  and  all  that  are  round  about  her, 
the  daughters  of  the  Philistines,  which  despise  thee 
round  about.  Thou  hast  borne  thy  lewdness  and  20 
thine  abominations,  saith  the  Lord. 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  I  will  even  deal 
with  thee  as  thou  hast  done,  which  hast  despised  the 
oath  in  breaking  the  covenant.  Nevertheless  I  will 
remember  my  covenant  with  thee  in  the  days  of  thy  25 
youth,  and  I  will  establish  unto  thee  an  everlasting 
covenant.  Then  thou  shalt  remember  thy  ways,  and 
be  ashamed,  when  thou  shalt  receive  thy  sisters,  thine 
elder  and  thy  younger :  and  I  will  give  them  unto 
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Parable  thee  for  daughters,  but  not  by  thy  covenant.     And 

of  the  I   will  establish   my  covenant  with  thee ;    and  thou 

Eagles  &  shalt  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  :  that  thou  mayest 

the  Vine  remember,  and  be  confounded,  and  never  open   thy 

s  mouth  any  more  because  of  thy  shame,  when  I  am 

pacified  toward  thee  for  all  that  thou  hast  done,  saith 

the  Lord  God. 

*  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 
Son  of  man,  put  forth  a  riddle,  and  speak  a  parable 

10  unto  the  house  of  Israel ;  and  say,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  ;  A  great  eagle  with  great  wings,  long- 
winged,  full  of  feathers,  which  had  divers  colours, 
came  unto  Lebanon,  and  took  the  highest  branch  of 
the  cedar  :  he  cropped  off  the  top  of  his  young  twigs, 

15  and  carried  it  into  a  land  of  traffick  ;  he  set  it  in  a 
city  of  merchants.  He  took  also  of  the  seed  of  the 
land,  and  planted  it  in  a  fruitful  field ;  he  placed  it 
by  great  waters,  and  set  it  as  a  willow  tree.  And  it 
grew,  and  became  a  spreading  vine  of  low  stature, 

20  whose  branches  turned  toward  him,  and  the  roots 
thereof  were  under  him  :  so  it  became  a  vine,  and 
brought  forth  branches,  and  shot  forth  sprigs. 

There    was    also  another  great  eagle  with  great 
wings  and  many  feathers  :  and,  behold,  this  vine  did 

25  bend    her    roots    toward    him,    and    shot    forth    her 

branches  toward  him,  that  he  might  water  it  by  the 

furrows  of  her  plantation.      It  was  planted  in  a  good 

soil  by  great  waters,  that  it  might  bring  forth  branches, 
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and  that  it  might  bear  fruit,  that  it  might  be  a  goodly  Interpret- 
vine.  ation  of 

Say  thou,  Thus  saith  the    Lord   God;    Shall  it  the  Parable 
prosper  ?  shall  he  not  pull  up  the  roots  thereof,  and 
cut  off  the  fruit    thereof,  that  it  wither  ?    it   shall  s 
wither  in  all  the  leaves  of  her  spring,  even  without 
great  power  or  many  people  to  pluck  it  up  by  the 
roots  thereof.      Yea,  behold,  being  planted,  shall  it 
prosper  ?  shall  it  not  utterly   wither,  when  the  east 
wind  toucheth   it  ?    it   shall   wither  in  the   furrows  10 
where  it  grew. 

Moreover  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me, 
saying,  Say  now  to  the  rebellious  house,  Know  ye 
not  what  these  things  mean  ?  tell  them,  Behold,  the 
king  of  Babylon  is  come  to  Jerusalem,  and  hath  taken  15 
the  king  thereof,  and  the  princes  thereof,  and  led 
them  with  him  to  Babylon ;  and  hath  taken  of  the 
king's  seed,  and  made  a  covenant  with  him,  and  hath 
taken  an  oath  of  him  :  he  hath  also  taken  the  mighty 
of  the  land :  that  the  kingdom  might  be  base,  that  it  20 
might  not  lift  itself  up,  but  that  by  keeping  of  his 
covenant  it  might  stand.  But  he  rebelled  against 
him  in  sending  his  ambassadors  into  Egypt,  that  they 
might  give  him  horses  and  much  people. 

Shall  he  prosper  ?  shall  he  escape  that  doeth  such  25 
things?  or  shall  he  break  the  covenant,  and  be  de- 
livered? As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  surely  in 
the  place  where  the  king  dnuelleth  that  made  him  king, 
whose  oath  he  despised,  and  whose  covenant  he  brake, 
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The  even  with  him  in  the  midst  of  Babylon  he  shall  die. 

Parable  of  Neither  shall  Pharaoh  with  his  mighty  army  and  great 

the  Cedar  company  make  for   him   in  the  war,  by  casting  up 

mounts,  and  building  forts,  to  cut  off  many  persons  : 

5  seeing  he  despised  the  oath  by  breaking  the  covenant, 

when,  lo,  he  had  given  his  hand,  and  hath  done  all 

these  things,  he  shall  not  escape. 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  As  I  live, 
surely  mine  oath  that  he  hath  despised,  and  my 
10  covenant  that  he  hath  broken,  even  it  will  I  recom- 
pense upon  his  own  head.  And  I  will  spread  my 
net  upon  him,  and  he  shall  be  taken  in  my  snare,  and 
I  will  bring  him  to  Babylon,  and  will  plead  with 
him  there  for  his  trespass  that  he  hath  trespassed 
15  against  me.  And  all  his  fugitives  with  all  his  bands 
shall  fall  by  the  sword,  and  they  that  remain  shall  be 
scattered  toward  all  winds :  and  ye  shall  know  that  I 
the  Lord  have  spoken  /'/. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;   I  will  also  take  of  the 

20  highest  branch  of  the  high  cedar,  and  will  set  it;   I 

will  crop  off  from  the  top  of  his  young  twigs  a  tender 

one,  and  will  plant  it  upon  an  high  mountain  and 

eminent:  in  the  mountain  of  the  height  of  Israel  will 

I  plant  it :  and  it  shall  bring  forth  boughs,  and  bear 

25  fruit,  and   be  a  goodly  cedar  :    and   under   it  shall 

dwell  all  fowl  of  every  wing  ;   in  the  shadow  of  the 

branches  thereof  shall  they  dwell.     And  all  the  trees 

of  the  field  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord  have  brought 

down  the  high  tree,  have  exalted  the  low  tree,  have 
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dried  up  the  green  tree,  and  have  made  the  dry  tree  Behold  all 

to  flourish  :   I  the  Lord  have  spoken  and  have  done  Souls  are 

it.  Mine 

— •$- — 

*  The  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me  again,  say- 
ing, What  mean  ye,  that  ye  use  this  proverb  con-  5 
cerning  the  land  of  Israel,  saying,  The  fathers  have 
eaten  sour  grapes,  and  the  children's  teeth  are  set  on 
edge  ?  As  \  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  ye  shall  not 
have  occasion  any  more  to  use  this  proverb  in  Israel. 
Behold,  all  souls  are  mine ;  as  the  soul  of  the  father,  10 
so  also  the  soul  of  the  son  is  mine :  the  soul  that 
sinneth,  it  shall  die. 

But  if  a  man  be  just,  and  do  that  which  is  lawful 
and  right,  and  hath  not  eaten  upon  the  mountains, 
neither  hath  lifted  up  his  eyes  to  the  idols  of  the  15 
house  of  Israel,  neither  hath  denied  his  neighbour's 
wife,  neither  hath  come  near  to  a  menstruous  woman, 
and  hath  not  oppressed  any,  but  hath  restored  to  the 
debtor  his  pledge,  hath   spoiled  none  by  violence, 
hath  given  his  bread  to  the  hungry,  and  hath  covered  20 
the  naked  with  a  garment ;  he  that  hath  not  given 
forth   upon  usury,  neither  hath  taken  any  increase, 
that  hath   withdrawn  his   hand  from  iniquity,  hath 
executed  true  judgment  between  man  and  man,  hath 
walked  in  my  statutes,  and  hath  kept  my  judgments,  25 
to  deal  truly  ;  he  it  just,  he  shall  surely  live,  saith 
the  Lord  God. 

If  he  beget  a  son  that  is  a  robber,  a  shedder  of 
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The  blood,  and  that  doeth  the  like  to  any  one  of  these 
Wages  things,  and  that  doeth  not  any  of  those  duties,  but 
of  Sin  even  hath  eaten  upon  the  mountains,  and  defiled  his 
neighbour's  wife,  hath  oppressed  the  poor  and  needy, 
5  hath  spoiled  by  violence,  hath  not  restored  the  pledge, 
and  hath  lifted  up  his  eyes  to  the  idols,  hath  com- 
mitted abomination,  hath  given  forth  upon  usury,  and 
hath  taken  increase  :  shall  he  then  live  ?  he  shall  not 
live :  he  hath  done  all  these  abominations ;  he  shall 
10  surely  die  ;  his  blood  shall  be  upon  him. 

Now,  lo,  if  he  beget  a  son,  that   seeth   all  his 
father's  sins  which  he  hath  done,  and  considereth, 
and  doeth  not  such  like,  that  hath  not  eaten  upon  the 
mountains,   neither   hath    lifted  up   his   eyes   to  the 
15  idols  of  the  house  of  Israel,  hath  not  defiled  his 
neighbour's  wife,  neither   hath  oppressed  any,  hath 
not  withholden  the  pledge,  neither  hath  spoiled  by 
violence,  but  hath  given  his  bread  to  the  hungry,  and 
hath  covered  the  naked  with  a  garment,  that  hath 
20  taken  off  his  hand  from  the  poor,  that  hath  not  re- 
ceived usury  nor  increase,  hath  executed  my  judg- 
ments, hath  walked  in  my  statutes ;  he  shall  not  die 
for  the  iniquity  of  his  father,  he  shall  surely  live. 
As  for  his  father,  because  he  cruelly  oppressed, 
25  spoiled  his  brother  by  violence,  and  did  that  which  is 
not  good  among  his  people,  lo,  even  he  shall  die  in 
his  iniquity. 

Yet  say  ye,  Why?    doth   not   the   son   bear   the 
iniquity  of  the  father  ? 

so 
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When  the  son  hath  done  that  which  is  lawful  and  Trans  - 
right,  and  hath  kept  all  my  statutes,  and  hath  done  gressors  to 
them,  he  shall  surely  live.     The  soul  that  sinneth,  it  expiate 
shall  die.     The  son  shall  not  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  their  otvn 
father,  neither  shall  the  father  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  Sins 
son  :  the  righteousness  of  the  righteous  shall  be  upon 
him,  and  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked  shall  be  upon 
him.      But  if  the  wicked  will  turn  from  all  his  sins 
that  he  hath  committed,  and  keep  all  my  statutes, 
and  do  that  which  is  lawful  and  right,  he  shall  surely  10 
live,  he  shall  not  die.     All  his  transgressions  that  he 
hath  committed,  they  shall  not  be  mentioned  unto 
him  :  in  his  righteousness  that  he  hath  done  he  shall 
live. 

Have  I  any  pleasure  at  all  that  the  wicked  should  15 
die?  saith  the  Lord  God:  and  not  that  he  should 
return  from  his  ways,  and  live?  But  when  the 
righteous  turneth  away  from  his  righteousness,  and 
committeth  iniquity,  and  doeth  according  to  all  the 
abominations  that  the  wicked  man  doeth,  shall  he  20 
live  ?

Yet  in  this  your  fathers  have  blasphemed  me,  in  that 
they  have  committed  a  trespass  against  me.  For  25 
when  I  had  brought  them  into  the  land,  for  the  which 
I  lifted  up  mine  hand  to  give  it  to  them,  then  they 
saw  every  high  hill,  and  all  the  thick  trees,  and  they 
offered  there  their  sacrifices,  and  there  they  presented

Wherefore  say  unto  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  ;  Are  ye  polluted  after  the  manner  of 
your  fathers  ?  and  commit  ye  whoredom  after  their 
abominations  ?  For  when  ye  offer  your  gifts,  when 
10  ye  make  your  sons  to  pass  through  the  fire,  ye  pollute 
yourselves  with  all  your  idols,  even  unto  this  day  : 
and  shall  I  be  inquired  of  by  you,  O  house  of  Israel  ? 
As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  will  not  be  inquired 
of  by  you.  And  that  which  cometh  into  your  mind 
15  shall  not  be  at  all,  that  ye  say,  We  will  be  as  the 
heathen,  as  the  families  of  the  countries,  to  serve  wood 
and  stone. 

As  I  live,   saith  the   Lord   God,   surely   with  a 

mighty  hand,  and  with  a  stretched  out  arm,  and  with 

so  fury  poured  out,  will  I  rule  over  you  :  and  I  will  bring 

you  out  from  the  people,  and  will  gather  you  out  of 

the  countries  wherein  ye  are  scattered,  with  a  mighty 

hand,  and  with  a  stretched  out  arm,  and  with  fury 

poured  out.     And  I  will  bring  you  into  the  wilder-

In    thee    have    they    discovered    their 
fathers'  nakedness  :  in  thee  have  they  humbled  her 
that   was   set   apart   for   pollution.     And  one  hath  10 
committed  abomination  with   his  neighbour's  wife ; 
and  another  hath  lewdly  defiled  his  daughter  in  law  ; 
and   another    in    thee  hath  humbled  his  sister,  his 
father's  daughter.     In  thee  have  they  taken  gifts  to 
shed  blood  ;  thou  hast  taken  usury  and  increase,  and  is 
thou    hast   greedily   gained    of    thy   neighbours   by 
extortion,  and  hast  forgotten  me,  saith  the  Lord 
God.     Behold,  therefore  I  have  smitten  mine  hand 
at   thy  dishonest  gain  which   thou  hast  made,  and 
at   thy   blood   which    hath    been   in   the   midst   of  20 
thee. 

Can  thine  heart  endure,  or  can  thine  hands  be 
strong,  in  the  days  that  I  shall  deal  with  thee  ?  I 
the  Lord  have  spoken  it,  and  will  do  it.  And  I 
will  scatter  thee  among  the  heathen,  and  disperse  2S 
thee  in  the  countries,  and  will  consume  thy  filthiness 
out  of  thee.  And  thou  shalt  take  thine  inheritance 
in  thyself  in  the  sight  of  the  heathen,  and  thou  shalt 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 
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The      And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 
Coming  Son  of  man,  the  house  of  Israel  is  to  me  become 
Wrath  dross :  all  they  are  brass,  and  tin,  and  iron,  and  lead, 
of  God  in  the  midst  of  the  furnace  ;  they  are  even  the  dross 
s  of  silver.     Therefore   thus   saith    the   Lord  God; 
Because  ye  are  all  become  dross,  behold,  therefore 
I  will  gather  you  into  the  midst  of  Jerusalem.     As 
they  gather  silver,  and  brass,  and  iron,  and  lead,  and 
tin,  into  the  midst  of  the  furnace,  to  blow  the  fire 
10  upon   it,  to   melt  it;   so  will  I  gather  you  in   mine 
anger  and  in  my  fury,  and  I  will  leave  you  there,  and 
melt  you.     Yea,  I  will  gather  you,  and  blow  upon 
you  in  the  fire  of  my  wrath,  and  ye  shall  be  melted 
in  the  midst  thereof.     As   silver   is  melted  in  the 
is  midst   of  the  furnace,  so  shall  ye  be  melted  in  the 
midst  thereof;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord 
have  poured  out  my  fury  upon  you. 
— * — 
And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 
Son  of  man,  say  unto  her,  Thou  art  the  land  that  is 
20  not  cleansed,  nor  rained  upon  in  the  day  of  indigna- 
tion.     There  is  a   conspiracy  of  her  prophets  in  the 
midst  thereof,  like  a  roaring  lion  ravening  the  prey  ; 
they    have    devoured    souls ;     they    have    taken    the 
treasure   and   precious  things  ;   they  have  made  her 
25  many  widows  in  the  midst  thereof.     Her  priests  have 
violated  my  law,  and  have  profaned  mine  holy  things  : 
they  have  put  no  difference  between  the   holy  and 
profane,  neither  have  they  shewed  difference  between 
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the  unclean  and  the  clean,  and  have  hid  their  eyes  Faithless- 
from  my  sabbaths,  and  I  am  profaned  among  them,  ness  in 
Her  princes  in   the   midst  thereof  are  like  wolves  High 
ravening  the  prey,  to   shed   blood,  and  to  destroy  Places 
souls,  to  get  dishonest  gain.     And  her  prophets  have  5 
daubed  them  with  untempered  morter,  seeing  vanity, 
and  divining  lies  unto  them,  saying,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God,  when  the  Lord  hath  not  spoken.     The 
people  of  the  land  have  used  oppression,  and  exer- 
cised robbery,  and  have  vexed  the  poor  and  needy :  10 
yea,  they  have  oppressed  the  stranger  wrongfully. 
And  I   sought  for  a  man  among  them,  that  should 
make  up  the  hedge,  and  stand  in  the  gap  before  me 
for  the  land,  that  I  should  not  destroy  it :   but  I 
found  none.     Therefore   have   I   poured   out   mine  15 
indignation  upon  them  ;   I  have  consumed  them  with 
the  fire  of  my  wrath  :  their  own  way  have  I  recom- 
pensed upon  their  heads,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

— * — 
*  The    word   of  the    Lord   came  again  unto  me, 
saying,   Son   of  man,   there  were  two  women,  the  20 
daughters    of    one    mother :    and   they   committed 
whoredoms  in    Egypt ;   they  committed  whoredoms 
in  their  youth  :  there  were  their  breasts  pressed,  and 
there  they  bruised  the  teats  of  their  virginity.     And 
the    names    of  them    ivere   Aholah    the   elder,   and  25 
Aholibah  her  sister :  and  they  were  mine,  and  they 
bare  sons  and  daughters.     Thus  ivere  their  names ; 
Samaria  is  Aholah,  and  Jerusalem  Aholibah. 
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Lewdness      And    Aholah    played    the  harlot   when    she  was 
of  Aholah  mine ;  and  she  doted  on  her  lovers,  on  the  Assyrians 
and  her    neighbours,     which    were    clothed    with     blue, 
Aholihah  captains  and  rulers,  all  of  them  desirable  young  men, 
5  horsemen  riding  upon  horses.     Thus  she  committed 
her  whoredoms  with   them,  with  all  them  that  were 
the  chosen  men  of  Assyria,  and  with  all  on  whom 
she  doted :  with  all  their  idols  she  defiled  herself. 
Neither  left  she  her  whoredoms  brought  from  Egypt : 
10  for  in  her  youth  they  lay  with  her,  and  they  bruised 
the  breasts  of  her  virginity,  and  poured  their  whore- 
dom upon  her.     Wherefore    I    have   delivered  her 
into  the  hand  of  her  lovers,  into  the  hand  of  the 
Assyrians,  upon  whom  she  doted.     These  discovered 
15  her  nakedness  :  they  took  her  sons  and  her  daughters, 
and  slew  her  with  the  sword  :  and  she  became  famous 
among   women ;    for    they   had   executed   judgment 
upon  her. 

And  when  her  sister  Aholibah  saw  this,  she  was 
20  more  corrupt  in  her  inordinate  love  than  she,  and  in 
her  whoredoms  more  than  her  sister  in  her  whoredoms. 
She  doted  upon  the  Assyrians  her  neighbours, 
captains  and  rulers  clothed  most  gorgeously,  horse- 
men riding  upon  horses,  all  of  them  desirable  young 
25  men.  Then  I  saw  that  she  was  defiled,  that  they 
took  both  one  way,  and  that  she  increased  her  whore- 
doms :  for  when  she  saw  men  pourtrayed  upon  the 
wall,  the  images  of  the  Chaldeans  pourtrayed  with 
vermilion,    girded    with    girdles    upon    their    loins, 
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exceeding  in  dyed  attire  upon  their  heads,  all  of  them  Lewdness 
princes  to  look  to,  after  the  manner  of  the  Babylonians  of  Aholah 
of  Chaldea,  the  land  of  their  nativity :  and  as  soon  and 
as  she  saw  them  with  her  eyes,  she  doted  upon  them,  Aholibah 
and  sent  messengers  unto  them  into  Chaldea.     And  s 
the  Babylonians  came  to  her  into  the  bed  of  love, 
and  they  defiled  her  with  their  whoredom,  and  she 
was  polluted  with  them,  and  her  mind  was  alienated 
from  them.      So  she  discovered  her  whoredoms,  and 
discovered    her    nakedness :    then    my    mind    was  10 
alienated  from  her,  like  as  my  mind  was  alienated 
from  her  sister.     Yet  she  multiplied  her  whoredoms, 
in  calling  to  remembrance  the  days  of  her  youth, 
wherein  she  had  played  the  harlot  in  the  land  of 
Egypt.     For  she  doted  upon  their  paramours,  whose  is 
flesh  is  as  the  flesh  of  asses,  and  whose  issue  is  like 
the  issue  of  horses.     Thus  thou  calledst  to  remem- 
brance the  lewdness  of  thy  youth,  in  bruising  thy 
teats  by  the  Egyptians  for  the  paps  of  thy  youth. 

Therefore,  O  Aholibah,  thus  saith  the  Lord  20 
God;  Behold,  I  will  raise  up  thy  lovers  against 
thee,  from  whom  thy  mind  is  alienated,  and  I  will 
bring  them  against  thee  on  every  side ;  the  Baby- 
lonians, and  all  the  Chaldeans,  Pekod,  and  Shoa,  and 
Koa,  and  all  the  Assyrians  with  them  :  all  of  them  25 
desirable  young  men,  captains  and  rulers,  great  lords 
and  renowned,  all  of  them  riding  upon  horses.  And 
they  shall  come  against  thee  with  chariots,  wagons, 
and  wheels,  and  with  an  assembly  of  people,  which 
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Punish-  shall  set  against  thee  buckler  and  shield  and  helmet 

merit  of  round  about :  and  I  will  set  judgment  before  them, 

Aholah&  and    they     shall     judge    thee    according    to    their 

Aholibah  judgments.     And  I  will  set  my  jealousy  against  thee, 

5  and  they  shall  deal  furiously  with  thee :  they  shall 

take  away  thy  nose  and  thine  ears ;  and  thy  remnant 

shall  fall  by  the  sword :  they  shall  take  thy  sons  and 

thy  daughters  ;  and  thy  residue  shall  be  devoured  by 

the    fire.     They    shall    also    strip    thee    out   of  thy 

10  clothes,  and  take  away  thy  fair  jewels.  Thus  will  I 
make  thy  lewdness  to  cease  from  thee,  and  thy 
whoredom  brought  from  the  land  of  Egypt :  so  that 
thou  shalt  not  lift  up  thine  eyes  unto  them,  nor 
remember  Egypt  any  more. 

15  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold,  I  will 
deliver  thee  into  the  hand  of  them  whom  thou  hatest, 
into  the  hand  of  them  from  whom  thy  mind  is 
alienated :  and  they  shall  deal  with  thee  hatefully, 
and  shall  take  away  all  thy  labour,  and  shall  leave 

20  thee  naked  and  bare :  and  the  nakedness  of  thy 
whoredoms  shall  be  discovered,  both  thy  lewdness 
and  thy  whoredoms.  I  will  do  these  things  unto 
thee,  because  thou  hast  gone  a  whoring  after  the 
heathen,   and  because  thou   art   polluted  with  their 

25  idols.  Thou  hast  walked  in  the  way  of  thy  sister  ; 
therefore  will  I  give  her  cup  into  thine  hand.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Thou  shalt  drink  of  thy 
sister's  cup  deep  and  large  :  thou  shalt  be  laughed 
to  scorn  and  had  in  derision  ;  it  containeth  much. 
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Thou  shalt  be  filled  with  drunkenness  and  sorrow,  Punish- 
with  the  cup  of  astonishment  and  desolation,  with  ment  of 
the   cup  of  thy   sister   Samaria.      Thou   shalt   even  Aholah^ff 
drink  it  and  suck  /'/  out,  and  thou  shalt  break  the  Aholibah 
sherds  thereof,  and  pluck  off  thine  own  breasts:  for  5 
I  have  spoken  it,  saith  the  Lord  God.     Therefore 
thus   saith   the    Lord    God;     Because    thou    hast 
forgotten  me,  and  cast  me  behind  thy  back,  therefore 
bear  thou  also  thy  lewdness  and  thy  whoredoms. 

The  Lord  said  moreover  unto  me  ;  Son  of  man,  10 
wilt  thou  judge  Aholah  and  Aholibah  ?  yea,  declare 
unto    them    their    abominations ;     that    they    have 
committed  adultery,  and  blood  is  in  their  hands,  and 
with  their  idols  have  they  committed  adultery,  and 
have  also  caused  their  sons,  whom  they  bare  unto  me,  i5 
to  pass  for  them  through  the  Jire,  to   devour  them. 
Moreover  this  they  have  done  unto  me :  they  have 
defiled   my   sanctuary   in    the   same    day,   and    have 
profaned    my  sabbaths.      For  when   they  had   slain 
their    children   to  their   idols,   then    they  came    the  20 
same  day  into  my  sanctuary  to  profane  it ;  and,  lo, 
thus  have  they  done  in   the   midst  of  mine   house. 
And  furthermore,  that  ye  have  sent  for  men  to  come 
from  far,  unto  whom  a  messenger  was  sent ;  and,  lo, 
they    came :     for    whom    thou    didst    wash    thyself,  25 
paintedst  thy  eyes,  and  deckedst  thyself  with  orna- 
ments,  and   satest   upon   a   stately  bed,  and  a  table 
prepared   before   it,   whereupon  thou   hast   set  mine 
incense   and   mine  oil.     And  a  voice  of  a  multitude 
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Lewdness  being   at  ease  was  with  her  :  and  with  the  men  of 

con-  the   common   sort  were  brought    Sabeans  from   the 

demned  wilderness,  which  put  bracelets  upon  their  hands,  and 

beautiful    crowns  upon   their  heads.     Then    said    I 

5  unto  her  that  was  old  in  adulteries,  Will   they  now 

commit  whoredoms  with  her,  and  she  with  them  ? 

Yet  they  went  in  unto  her,  as  they  go  in   unto  a 

woman  that  playeth  the  harlot :  so  went  they  in  unto 

Aholah  and  unto  Aholibah,  the  lewd  women.     And 

IO  the  righteous  men,  they  shall  judge  them  after  the 

manner   of  adulteresses,    and   after   the   manner   of 

women  that  shed  blood ;  because  they  are  adulteresses, 

and  blood  is  in  their  hands. 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  I  will  bring  up  a 

15  company  upon  them,  and  will  give  them  to  be  removed 

and  spoiled.     And  the  company   shall  stone    them 

with  stones,  and  dispatch  them  with  their  swords ; 

they  shall  slay  their  sons  and  their  daughters,  and 

burn  up  their  houses  with  fire.     Thus  will  I  cause 

20  lewdness  to  cease  out  of  the  land,  that  all  women 

may  be  taught  not  to  do  after  your  lewdness.     And 

they  shall  recompense  your  lewdness  upon  you,  and 

ye  shall  bear  the  sins  of  your  idols :  and  ye  shall 

know  that  I  am  the  Lord  God.

25  *  Again  in  the  ninth  year,  in  the  tenth  month,  in  the 

tenth  day  of  the  month,  the  word  of  the  Lord  came 

unto  me,  saying,  Son  of  man,  write  thee  the  name 

of  the  day,  even  of   this   same   day :    the   king   of 
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Babylon  set  himself  against  Jerusalem  this  same  day.  Parable 
And  utter  a  parable  unto  the  rebellious  house,  and  say  of  the

For  her  blood  is 
in  the  midst  of  her ;  she  set  it  upon  the  top  of  a 
rock  ;  she  poured  it  not  upon  the  ground,  to  cover  it  15 
with  dust ;  that  it  might  cause  fury  to  come  up  to 
take  vengeance  ;  I  have  set  her  blood  upon  the  top  of 
a  rock,  that  it  should  not  be  covered. 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Woe  to  the 
bloody  city  !  I  will  even  make  the  pile  for  fire  great.  20 
Heap  on  wood,  kindle  the  fire,  consume  the  flesh, 
and  spice  it  well,  and  let  the  bones  be  burned.  Then 
set  it  empty  upon  the  coals  thereof,  that  the  brass  of 
it  may  be  hot,  and  may  burn,  and  that  the  filthiness  of 
it  may  be  molten  in  it,  that  the  scum  of  it  may  be  25 
consumed.  She  hath  wearied  herself  with  lies,  and 
her  great  scum  went  not  forth  out  of  her  :  her  scum 
shall  be  in  the  fire.  In  thy  filthiness  is  lewdness : 
because  I  have  purged  thee,  and  thou  wast  not  purged, 
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Death  of  thou  shalt  not  be  purged  from  thy  filthiness  any  more, 

Exekiel 's  till  I  have  caused  my  fury  to  rest  upon  thee.      I  the 

Wife  Lord  have  spoken  it:   it  shall  come  to  pass,  and  I 

will  do  it :   I  will  not  go  back,  neither  will  I  spare, 

s  neither  will    I    repent ;  according  to  thy  ways,  and 

according  to  thy  doings,  shall  they  judge  thee,  saith 

the  Lord  God.

Also  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 
Son  of  man,   behold,  I   take   away  from  thee  the 

10  desire  of  thine  eyes  with  a  stroke  :  yet  neither  shalt 
thou  mourn  nor  weep,  neither  shall  thy  tears  run 
down.  Forbear  to  cry,  make  no  mourning  for  the 
dead,  bind  the  tire  of  thine  head  upon  thee,  and  put

prophesy,  and  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
God  unto  the  shepherds  ;  Woe  be  to  the  shepherds  15 
of  Israel  that  do  feed  themselves!    should  not  the 
shepherds  feed  the  flocks  ?     Ye  eat  the  fat,  and  ye 
clothe  you  with  the  wool,  ye  kill  them  that  are  fed  : 
but  ye  feed  not  the  flock.     The  diseased  have  ye  not 
strengthened,  neither  have  ye  healed  that  which  was  20 
sick,  neither  have  ye  bound  up  that  which  ivas  broken, 
neither  have  ye  brought  again  that  which  was  driven 
away,  neither  have  ye  sought  that  which  was  lost ; 
but  with  force  and  with  cruelty  have  ye  ruled  them. 
And  they  were  scattered,  because  there  is  no  shepherd  :  25 
and  they  became  meat  to  all  the  beasts  of  the  field, 
when  they  were   scattered.       My    sheep  wandered 
through  all  the  mountains,  and  upon  every  high  hill : 
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Shepherds  yea,  my  flock  was  scattered  upon  all  the  face  of  the 
of  Israel  earth,  and  none  did  search  or  seek  after  them. 

con-       Therefore,   ye  shepherds,  hear  the  word  of  the 

demned  Lord  ;      As    I    live,   saith    the    Lord    God,   surely 

5  because    my  flock    became    a    prey,    and    my    flock 

became  meat  to  every  beast  of  the  field,  because  there 

ivas  no  shepherd,  neither  did  my  shepherds  search 

for  my  flock,  but  the  shepherds  fed  themselves,  and 

fed  not  my  flock  ;  therefore,  O  ye  shepherds,  hear 

10  the  word  of  the  Lord  ;  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ; 

Behold,   I   am   against   the  shepherds ;     and    I    will 

require  my  flock  at  their  hand,  and  cause  them  to 

cease    from    feeding    the    flock ;    neither    shall    the 

shepherds  feed  themselves  any  more ;  for  I  will  deliver 

is  my  flock  from  their  mouth,  that  they  may  not  be  meat 

for  them. 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;   Behold,  I,  even  I, 

will  both  search  my  sheep,  and  seek  them  out.     As 

a  shepherd  seeketh  out  his  flock  in  the  day  that  he 

zo  is  among  his  sheep  that  are  scattered  ;   so  will  I  seek 

out  my  sheep,  and  will  deliver  them  out  of  all  places 

where  they  have  been  scattered  in  the  cloudy  and 

•   dark   day.     And   I  will  bring    them   out  from  the 

people,  and  gather  them  from  the  countries,  and  will 

25  bring  them  to  their  own  land,  and  feed  them  upon 

the  mountains  of  Israel  by  the  rivers,  and  in  all  the 

inhabited  places  of  the  country.      I  will  feed  them  in 

a  good  pasture,  and    upon    the  high    mountains    of 

Israel  shall  their  fold  be :  there  shall  they  lie  in  a 
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good  fold,  and  in  a  fat  pasture  shall  they  feed  upon  Jehovah  s 
the  mountains  of  Israel.     I  will  feed  my  flock,  and  Care  for 
I  will  cause  them  to  lie  down,  saith  the  Lord  God.  His  Flock 
I  will  seek,  that  which  was  lost,  and  bring  again  that 
which  was  driven  away,  and  will  bind  up  that  which  5 
nvas  broken,  and  will  strengthen  that  which  was  sick  : 
but  I  will  destroy  the  fat  and  the  strong  ;   I  will  feed 
them  with  judgment. 

And  as  for  you,  O  my  flock,  thus  saith  the  Lord 
God  ;  Behold,  I  judge  between  cattle  and  cattle,  10 
between  the  rams  and  the  he  goats.  Seemeth  it  a 
small  thing  unto  you  to  have  eaten  up  the  good 
pasture,  but  ye  must  tread  down  with  your  feet  the 
residue  of  your  pastures  ?  and  to  have  drunk  of  the 
deep  waters,  but  ye  must  foul  the  residue  with  your  15 
feet  ?

sleep  in  the  woods.     And  I  will  make  them  and  the 

places  round  about   my  hill  a  blessing ;  and  I  will 

cause  the  shower  to  come  down  in  his  season  ;  there 

shall  be  showers  of  blessing.     And  the  tree  of  the 

10  field  shall  yield  her  fruit,  and  the  earth  shall  yield  her 

increase,  and  they  shall  be  safe  in  their  land,  and 

shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  have  broken 

the  bands  of  their  yoke,  and  delivered  them  out  of 

the  hand  of  those  that  served  themselves  of  them.

*  Moreover  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,

the  Lord  God  ;   Behold,  O  mount  Seir,  I  am  against 
thee,  and  I  will  stretch  out  mine  hand  against  thee, 
and  I  will  make  thee  most  desolate.

*  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  prophesy  unto  the 
mountains  of  Israel,  and  say,  Ye  mountains  of 
15  Israel,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  :  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  ;  Because  the  enemy  hath  said  against 
you,  Aha,  even  the  ancient  high  places  are  ours  in

back,  and  put  hooks  into  thy  jaws,  and  I  will  bring 

thee  forth,  and  all  thine  army,  horses  and  horsemen, 

all  of  them  clothed  with  all  sorts  of  armour,  even  a. 

10  great  company  with  bucklers  and  shields,  all  of  them 

handling  swords :  Persia,  Ethiopia,  and  Libya  with 

them  ;  all  of  them  with  shield  and  helmet :   Gomer, 

and  all  his  bands ;    the  house  of  Togarmah  of  the 

north  quarters,  and  all  his  bands :  and  many  people 

15  with  thee. 

Be  thou  prepared,  and  prepare  for  thyself,  thou, 
and  all  thy  company  that  are  assembled  unto  thee,  and 
be  thou  a  guard  unto  them.  After  many  days  thou 
shalt  be  visited :  in  the  latter  years  thou  shalt  come 
20  into  the  land  that  is  brought  back  from  the  sword, 
and  is  gathered  out  of  many  people,  against  the 
mountains  of  Israel,  which  have  been  always  waste : 
but  it  is  brought  forth  out  of  the  nations,  and  they 
shall  dwell  safely  all  of  them.  Thou  shalt  ascend 
25  and  come  like  a  storm,  thou  shalt  be  like  a  cloud  to 
cover  the  land,  thou,  and  all  thy  bands,  and  many 
people  with  thee. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  It  shall  also  come  to 
pass,  that  at  the  same  time  shall  things  come  into  thy 
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mind,  and  thou  shah  think  an  evil  thought :  and  thou  Prophecy 
shalt  say,   I  will  go    up    to    the    land    of  unwalled  concerning 
villages  ;   I  will  go  to  them  that  are  at  rest,  that  dwell  Gog 
safely,  all  of  them  dwelling  without  walls,  and  having 
neither  bars  nor  gates,  to  take  a  spoil,  and  to  take  a  s 
prey ;  to  turn  thine  hand  upon  the  desolate  places 
that  are  notv  inhabited,  and  upon  the  people  that  are 
gathered  out  of  the  nations,  which  have  gotten  cattle 
and  goods,  that  dwell  in  the  midst  of  the  land. 

Sheba,  and  Dedan,  and  the  merchants  of  Tarshish,  10 
with  all  the  young  lions  thereof,  shall  say  unto  thee, 
Art  thou  come  to  take  a  spoil  ?  hast  thou  gathered 
thy  company  to  take  a  prey  ?  to  carry  away  silver  and 
gold,  to  take  away  cattle  and  goods,  to  take  a  great 
spoil  ?  is 

Therefore,  son  of  man,  prophesy  and  say  unto  Gog, 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  In  that  day  when  my 
people  of  Israel  dwelleth  safely,  shalt  thou  not  know 
it  ?  And  thou  shalt  come  from  thy  place  out  of  the 
north  parts,  thou,  and  many  people  with  thee,  all  of  20 
them  riding  upon  horses,  a  great  company,  and  a 
mighty  army :  and  thou  shalt  come  up  against  my 
people  of  Israel,  as  a  cloud  to  cover  the  land ;  it 
shall  be  in  the  latter  days,  and  I  will  bring  thee 
against  my  land,  that  the  heathen  may  know  me,  25 
when  I  shall  be  sanctified  in  thee,  O  Gog,  before 
their  eyes. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Art  thou  he  of  whom 
I  have  spoken  in  old  time  by  my  servants  the  prophets

Prophecy  of  Israel,  which  prophesied  in  those  days  many  years 
concerning  that  I  would  bring  thee  against  them  ? 

Gog  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  at  the  same  time  when 
Gog  shall  come  against  the  land  of  Israel,  saith  the 
5  Lord  God,  that  my  fury  shall  come  up  in  my  face. 
For  in  my  jealousy  and  in  the  fire  of  my  wrath  have 
I  spoken,  Surely  in  that  day  there  shall  be  a  great 
shaking  in  the  land  of  Israel ;  so  that  the  fishes  of 
the  sea,  and  the  fowls  of  the  heaven,  and  the  beasts 

10  of  the  field,  and  all  creeping  things  that  creep  upon 
the  earth,  and  all  the  men  that  are  upon  the  face  of 
the  earth,  shall  shake  at  my  presence,  and  the  moun- 
tains shall  be  thrown  down,  and  the  steep  places  shall 
fall,  and  every  wall  shall  fall  to  the  ground.     And  I 

15  will  call  for  a  sword  against  him  throughout  all  my 
mountains,  saith  the  Lord  God  :  every  man's  sword 
shall  be  against  his  brother.  And  I  will  plead 
against  him  with  pestilence  and  with  blood ;  and  I 
will  rain  upon  him,  and  upon  his  bands,  and  upon  the 

20  many  people  that  are  with  him,  an  overflowing  rain, 
and  great  hailstones,  fire,  and  brimstone.  Thus  will 
I  magnify  myself,  and  sanctify  myself;  and  I  will  be 
known  in  the  eyes  of  many  nations,  and  they  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord.

25  *  Therefore,  thou  son  of  man,  prophesy  against  Gog, 

and  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;   Behold,  I  am 

against  thee,  O  Gog,  the  chief  prince  of  Meshech  and 

Tubal :  and  I  will  turn  thee  back,  and  leave  but  the 
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sixth  part  of  thee,  and  will  cause  thee  to  come  up  Over. 
from  the  north  parts,  and  will  bring  thee  upon  the  throw 
mountains  of  Israel :  and  I  will  smite  thy  bow  out  of  0f  Gog 
thy  left  hand,  and  will  cause  thine  arrows  to  fall  out 
of  thy  right  hand.      Thou  shalt  fall  upon  the  moun-  5 
tains  of  Israel,  thou,  and  all  thy  bands,  and  the  people 
that  is  with  thee  :   I  will  give  thee  unto  the  ravenous 
birds  of  every  sort,  and  to  the  beasts  of  the  field  to  be 
devoured.

And  seven  months  shall  the   house  of  Israel  be 
burying   of  them,   that   they  may  cleanse  the  land. 
Yea,  all  the  people  of  the  land  shall  bury  them  ;  and 
it  shall  be  to  them  a  renown  the  day  that  I  shall  be 
10  glorified,  saith  the  Lord  God.     And  they  shall  sever 
out  men  of  continual  employment,  passing  through 
the  land  to  bury  with  the  passengers  those  that  remain 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  to  cleanse  it :  after  the 
end  of  seven  months   shall  they  search.     And  the 
15  passengers  that  pass  through  the  land,  when  any  seeth 
a  man's  bone,  then  shall  he  set  up  a  sign  by  it,  till 
the  buriers  have  buried  it  in  the  valley  of  Hamon- 
gog.    And  also  the  name  of  the  city  shall  be  Hamonah. 
Thus  shall  they  cleanse  the  land. 
20      And,  thou  son  of  man,  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ; 
Speak  unto  every  feathered  fowl,  and  to  every  beast 
of  the  field,  Assemble  yourselves,  and  come  ;  gather 
yourselves  on  every  side  to  my  sacrifice  that  I  do 
sacrifice  for    you,  even    a    great    sacrifice    upon    the 
25  mountains  of  Israel,  that  ye  may  eat  flesh,  and  drink 
blood.     Ye  shall  eat  the  flesh  of  the  mighty,  and 
drink  the  blood  of  the  princes  of  the  earth,  of  rams, 
of  lambs,  and  of  goats,  of  bullocks,  all  of  them  fatlings 
of  "Bashan.     And  ye  shall  eat  fat  till  ye  be  full,  and 
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drink  blood  till  ye  be  drunken,  of  my  sacrifice  which  Restora' 
I  have  sacrificed  for  you.     Thus  ye  shall  be  filled  at  tion  of 
my  table  with  horses  and  chariots,  with  mighty  men,  Israel 
and  with  all  men  of  war,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

And  I  will  set  my  glory  among  the  heathen,  and  5 
all  the  heathen  shall  see  my  judgment  that  I  have 
executed,  and  my  hand  that  1  have  laid  upon  them. 
So   the  house  of  Israel  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord  their  God  from  that  day  and  forward.     And 
the  heathen  shall  know  that  the  house  of  Israel  went  to 
into  captivity  for  their  iniquity :  because  they  tres- 
passed against   me,  therefore  hid   I   my  face    from 
them,  and  gave  them  into  the  hand  of  their  enemies : 
so  fell  they  all  by  the  sword.     According  to  their 
uncleanness    and   according    to    their    transgressions  is 
have  I  done  unto  them,  and  hid  my  face  from  them. 

Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Now  will 
I  bring  again  the  captivity  of  Jacob,  and  have  mercy 
upon  the  whole  house  of  Israel,  and  will  be  jealous 
for  my  holy  name ;  after  that  they  have  borne  their  20 
shame,  and  all  their  trespasses  whereby  they  have 
trespassed  against  me,  when  they  dwelt  safely  in  their 
land,  and  none  made  them  afraid.  When  I  have 
brought  them  again  from  the  people,  and  gathered 
them  out  of  their  enemies'  lands,  and  am  sanctified  25 
in  them  in  the  sight  of  many  nations ;  then  shall 
they  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  their  God,  which 
caused  them  to  be  led  into  captivity  among  the 
heathen  :  but  I  have  gathered  them  unto  their  own 
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The  Man  land,  and  have  left  none  of  them  any  more  there. 

with  the  Neither  will   I  hide  my  face  any  more  from  them  : 

Measuring  for    I    have  poured  out   my  Spirit  upon   the  house 

Rod  of  Israel,  saith  the  Lord  God.

5  *  In  the  five  and  twentieth  year  of  our  captivity,  in 

the  beginning  of  the  year,  in  the  tenth  day  of  the 

month,  in  the  fourteenth  year  after  that  the  city  was 

smitten,  in  the   selfsame  day  the  hand  of  the  Lord 

was   upon   me,   and   brought    me   thither.     In   the 

IO  visions  of  God   brought  he  me  into   the    land   of 

Israel,  and  set   me  upon  a  very  high  mountain,  by 

which  was  as   the  frame   of  a   city  on    the  south. 

And  he  brought  me  thither,  and,  behold,  there  ivas 

a  man,  whose  appearance  <was  like  the  appearance  of 

i5  brass,    with     a    line    of  flax    in    his    hand,    and    a 

measuring  reed ;  and  he  stood  in  the  gate. 

And  the  man  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  behold 
with  thine  eyes,  and  hear  with  thine  ears,  and  set 
thine  heart  upon  all  that  I  shall  shew  thee ;  for  to 
20  the  intent  that  I  might  shew  them  unto  thee  art  thou 
brought  hither :  declare  all  that  thou  seest  to  the 
house  of  Israel. 

And  behold  a  wall  on  the  outside  of  the  house 

round  about,   and  in   the  man's   hand    a   measuring 

25  reed  of  six   cubits  long  by  the   cubit  and  an  hand 

breadth  :  so  he  measured  the  breadth  of  the  building, 

one  reed ;  and  the  height,  one  reed. 

Then  came  he  unto  the  gate  which  looketh  toward 
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the  east,  and  went  up  the  stairs  thereof,  and  measured  Measure- 
the  threshold  of  the  gate,  which  was  one  reed  broad ;  ment  of 
and  the  other  threshold  of  the  gate,  which  ivas  one  the  Gate- 
reed    broad.      And   every  little    chamber   ivas   one  buildings 
reed   long,   and   one  reed  broad ;    and  between  the  5 
little  chambers  'were  five  cubits ;  and  the  threshold 
of  the  gate  by  the  porch  of  the  gate  within  ivas  one 
reed.    He  measured  also  the  porch  of  the  gate  within, 
one  reed.     Then  measured  he  the  porch  of  the  gate, 
eight  cubits  ;  and  the  posts  thereof,  two  cubits  ;  and  10 
the  porch  of  the  gate  ivas  inward.     And  the  little 
chambers  of  the  gate  eastward  ivere  three  on  this 
side,  and  three  on  that  side  ;  they  three  ivere  of  one 
measure :   and  the  posts  had  one  measure  on  this  side 
and  on  that  side.     And  he  measured  the  breadth  of  is 
the  entry  of  the  gate,  ten  cubits ;  and  the  length  of 
the  gate,  thirteen  cubits.     The  space  also  before  the 
little   chambers  ivas  one  cubit  on  this  side,  and  the 
space  ivas  one   cubit   on   that  side :    and  the  little 
chambers  ivere  six  cubits  on  this  side,  and  six  cubits  20 
on  that  side.      He  measured  then  the  gate  from  the 
roof  of  one  little  chamber  to  the  roof  of  another  :  the 
breadth   ivas    five    and  twenty   cubits,  door   against 
door.     He  made  also  posts  of  threescore  cubits,  even 
unto   the  post   of  the  court  round  about  the  gate.  25 
And  from  the  face  of  the  gate  of  the  entrance  unto 
the  face  of  the  porch   of  the  inner  gate  ivere  fifty 
cubits.     And    there    ivere   narrow  windows  to   the 
little   chambers,  and  to  their  posts  within  the  gate 
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The  round    about,    and    likewise    to    the    arches :    and 
Outward  windows  ivere  round  about  inward :   and  upon  each 
Court  post  ivere  palm  trees. 

Then  brought  he  me  into  the  outward  court,  and, 
5  lo,  there  ivere  chambers,  and  a  pavement  made  for 
the  court  round  about :  thirty  chambers  ivere  upon 
the  pavement.  And  the  pavement  by  the  side  of  the 
gates  over  against  the  length  of  the  gates  was  the 
lower  pavement.  Then  he  measured  the  breadth 
10  from  the  forefront  of  the  lower  gate  unto  the  fore- 
front of  the  inner  court  without,  an  hundred  cubits 
eastward  and  northward. 

And  the  gate  of  the  outward  court  that  looked 

toward  the  north,  he  measured  the  length  thereof, 

15  and  the  breadth  thereof.     And  the  little  chambers 

thereof  were  three  on   this  side  and  three  on  that 

side ;   and  the  posts  thereof  and  the  arches  thereof 

were  after  the  measure  of  the  first  gate :  the  length 

thereof  ivas  fifty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  five  and 

20  twenty    cubits.       And    their    windows,    and    their 

arches,  and  their  palm  trees,  ivere  after  the  measure 

of  the  gate  that  looketh  toward  the  east ;  and  they 

went   up  unto  it   by   seven    steps ;    and  the  arches 

thereof  ivere  before    them.     And  the   gate   of  the 

25  inner   court  ivas   over  against  the  gate  toward  the 

north,  and  toward  the  east ;  and  he  measured  from 

gate  to  gate  an  hundred  cubits. 

After  that  he  brought  me  toward  the  south,  and 
behold  a  gate  toward  the  south  :  and  he  measured 
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the  posts  thereof  and  the  arches  thereof  according  to  The  Inner 
these  measures.      And  there  were  windows  in  it  and  Court 
in  the  arches  thereof  round  about,  like  those  windows : 
the  length  ivas  fifty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  five  and 
twenty  cubits.      And  there  ivere  seven  steps  to  go  up  5 
to  it,  and  the  arches  thereof  were  before  them  :  and 
it  had  palm  trees,  one  on  this  side,  and  another  on 
that  side,  upon  the  posts  thereof.     And  there  ivas 
a  gate  in  the  inner  court  toward  the  south  :  and  he 
measured  from   gate   to   gate  toward    the    south   an  10 
hundred  cubits. 

And  he  brought  me  to  the  inner  court  by  the 
south  gate  :  and  he  measured  the  south  gate  according 
to  these  measures  ;  and  the  little  chambers  thereof, 
and  the  posts  thereof,  and  the  arches  thereof,  according  15 
to  these  measures  :  and  there  were  windows  in  it  and 
in  the  arches  thereof  round  about:  it  ivas  fifty  cubits 
long,  and  five  and  twenty  cubits  broad.  And  the 
arches  round  about  ivere  five  and  twenty  cubits  long, 
and  five  cubits  broad.  And  the  arches  thereof  ivere  20 
toward  the  utter  court ;  and  palm  trees  ivere  upon 
the  posts  thereof:  and  the  going  up  to  it  had  eight 
steps. 

And  he  brought  me  into  the  inner  court  toward 
the  east :  and  he  measured  the  gate  according  to  25 
these  measures.  And  the  little  chambers  thereof, 
and  the  posts  thereof,  and  the  arches  thereof,  ivere 
according  to  these  measures  :  and  there  were  windows 
therein   and   in  the   arches   thereof  round  about :    it

Chambers  broad.     And  the  arches  thereof  were   toward    the 

for  the  outward  court  ;  and  palm  trees  ivere  upon  the  posts 

Sacrifices  thereof,  on  this   side,  and  on   that   side :    and   the 

5  going  up  to  it  had  eight  steps. 

And  he  brought  me  to  the  north  gate,  and 
measured  it  according  to  these  measures ;  the  little 
chambers  thereof,  the  posts  thereof,  and  the  arches 
thereof,  and  the  windows  to  it  round  about :  the 
10  length  ivas  fifty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  five  and 
twenty  cubits.  And  the  posts  thereof  ivere  toward 
the  utter  court ;  and  palm  trees  ivere  upon  the  posts 
thereof,  on  this  side,  and  on  that  side :  and  the 
going  up  to  it  had  eight  steps. 
15  And  the  chambers  and  the  entries  thereof  ivere  by 
the  posts  of  the  gates,  where  they  washed  the  burnt 
offering.  And  in  the  porch  of  the  gate  ivere  two 
tables  on  this  side,  and  two  tables  on  that  side,  to 
slay  thereon  the  burnt  offering  and  the  sin  offering 
20  and  the  trespass  offering.  And  at  the  side  without, 
as  one  goeth  up  to  the  entry  of  the  north  gate,  ivere 
two  tables ;  and  on  the  other  side,  which  ivas  at  the 
porch  of  the  gate,  ivere  two  tables.  Four  tables 
ivere  on  this  side,  and  four  tables  on  that  side,  by 
25  the  side  of  the  gate ;  eight  tables,  whereupon  they 
slew  their  sacrifices.  And  the  four  tables  ivere  of 
hewn  stone  for  the  burnt  offering,  of  a  cubit  and  an 
half  long,  and  a  cubit  and  an  half  broad,  and  one 
cubit  high  :   whereupon  also  they  laid  the  instruments

wherewith    they    slew    the    burnt    offering    and    the  Chambers 
sacrifice.     And  within  mere  hooks,  an  hand  broad,ybr  the 
fastened  round  about :  and  upon  the  tables  ivas  the  Singers 
flesh  of  the  offering.  &  Priests 

And  without  the  inner  gate  were  the  chambers  of  5 
the  singers  in  the  inner  court,  which  ivas  at  the  side 
of  the   north   gate  ;   and  their  prospect  ivas  toward 
the  south  :  one  at  the  side  of  the  east  gate  having 
the  prospect  toward  the  north.     And  he  said  unto 
me,   This    chamber,  whose   prospect  w  toward  the  10 
south,  is  for  the  priests,  the  keepers  of  the  charge  of 
the  house.     And    the    chamber  whose   prospect  is 
toward  the  north  is  for  the  priests,  the  keepers  of  the 
charge  of  the  altar :    these  are  the  sons  of  Zadok 
among  the  sons  of  Levi,  which   come  near  to  the  15 
Lord  to  minister  unto  him. 

So  he  measured  the  court,  an  hundred  cubits  long, 
and  an  hundred  cubits  broad,  foursquare  ;  and  the 
altar  that  was  before  the  house. 

And  he  brought  me  to  the  porch  of  the  house,  20 
and  measured  each  post  of  the  porch,  five  cubits  on 
this  side,  and  five  cubits  on  that  side :  and  the 
breadth  of  the  gate  ivas  three  cubits  on  this  side, 
and  three  cubits  on  that  side.  The  length  of  the 
porch  ivas  twenty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  eleven  23 
cubits ;  and  he  brought  me  by  the  steps  whereby 
they  went  up  to  it :  and  there  ivere  pillars  by 
the  posts,  one  on  this  side,  and  another  on  that 
side. 
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Measure-  *  Afterward    he    brought   me    to    the    temple,  and 

merit  measured  the  posts,  six  cubits  broad  on  the  one  side, 

of  the  and  six  cubits  broad  on  the  other  side,  ivhich  ivas 

Temple  the  breadth  of  the  tabernacle.     And  the  breadth  of 

5  the  door  ivas  ten  cubits ;  and  the  sides  of  the  door 

were  five  cubits  on  the  one  side,  and  five  cubits  on 

the  other  side :   and  he  measured  the  length  thereof, 

forty  cubits :  and  the  breadth,  twenty  cubits. 

Then  went  he  inward,  and  measured  the  post  of 

10  the  door,  two  cubits  ;  and  the  door,  six  cubits  ;  and 

the   breadth    of  the    door,    seven    cubits.       So    he 

measured  the  length  thereof,  twenty  cubits  ;  and  the 

breadth,  twenty  cubits,  before  the  temple  :    and  he 

said  unto  me,  This  is  the  most  holy  place. 

15       After    he    measured  the   wall   of  the  house,    six 

cubits ;  and  the  breadth  of  every  side  chamber,  four 

cubits,  round  about  the  house  on  every  side.     And 

the  side  chambers  ivere  three,  one  over  another,  and 

thirty  in  order ;  and  they  entered  into  the  wall  which 

20  ivas  of  the  house  for  the  side  chambers  round  about, 

that  they  might  have  hold,  but  they  had  not  hold  in 

the  wall  of  the  house.      And  there  ivas  an  enlarging, 

and  a  winding  about  still  upward  to  the  side  chambers  : 

for  the  winding  about  of  the  house  went  still  upward 

25  round  about  the  house  :  therefore  the  breadth  of  the 

house  ivas  still  upward,  and  so  increased  from  the 

lowest  chamber  to  the  highest  by  the  midst. 

I  saw  also  the  height  of  the  house  round  about : 
the  foundations  of  the  side  chambers  ivere  a  full  reed 
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of  six    great    cubits.     The   thickness   of  the   wall,  Measure- 
which  ivas  for  the  side  chamber  without,  was  five  merit 
cubits:   and   that   which    was   left  was  the  place  of  of the 
the  side  chambers  that  ivere  within.      And  between  Temple 
the   chambers   <was  the   wideness   of  twenty  cubits  5 
round  about  the  house  on  every  side.    And  the  doors 
of  the  side  chambers  ivere  toward  the  place  that  was 
left,  one  door  toward  the  north,  and  another  door 
toward  the  south  :  and  the  breadth  of  the  place  that 
was  left  <was  five  cubits  round  about.  1° 

Now  the  building  that  ivas  before  the  separate 
place  at  the  end  toward  the  west  was  seventy  cubits 
broad ;  and  the  wall  of  the  building  ivas  five  cubits 
thick  round  about,  and  the  length  thereof  ninety  cubits. 
So  he  measured  the  house,  an  hundred  cubits  long ;  is 
and  the  separate  place,  and  the  building,  with  the 
walls  thereof,  an  hundred  cubits  long ;  also  the  breadth 
of  the  face  of  the  house,  and  of  the  separate  place 
toward  the  east,  an  hundred  cubits. 

And  he  measured  the  length  of  the  building  over  20 
against  the  separate  place  which  was  behind  it,  and 
the  galleries  thereof  on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other 
side,  an  hundred  cubits,  with  the  inner  temple,  and 
the  porches  of  the  court ;  the  door  posts,  and  the 
narrow  windows,  and  the  galleries  round  about  on  25 
their  three  stories,  over  against  the  door,  cieled  with 
wood  round  about,  and  from  the  ground  up  to  the 
windows,  and  the  windows  ivere  covered ;  to  that 
above  the  door,  even  unto  the  inner  house,  and  with- 
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Descrip-  out,   and  by  all    the   wall  round  about   within  and 

tion  of  the  without,  by  measure.     And  it  ivas  made  with  cheru- 

Temple  bims  and  palm  trees,  so  that  a  palm  tree  was  between 

a  cherub  and  a  cherub ;  and  every  cherub  had  two 

s  faces  ;  so  that  the  face   of  a   man  ivas  toward  the 

palm  tree  on  the  one  side,  and  the  face  of  a  young 

lion  toward  the  palm  tree  on  the  other  side :  it  was 

made  through  all  the  house  round  about.      From  the 

ground  unto  above  the  door  tuere  cherubims  and  palm 

10  trees  made,  and  on  the  wall  of  the  temple.     The 

posts  of  the  temple  were  squared,  and  the  face  of  the 

sanctuary ;  the  appearance  of  the  one  as  the  appearance 

of  the  other. 

The  altar  of  wood  was  three  cubits  high,  and  the 

15  length  thereof  two  cubits ;  and  the  corners  thereof, 

and  the  length  thereof,  and  the  walls  thereof,  were  of 

wood :  and  he  said  unto  me,  This  is  the  table  that  is 

before  the  Lord. 

And  the  temple  and  the  sanctuary  had  two  doors. 
20  And  the  doors  had  two  leaves  apiece,  two  turning 
leaves ;  two  leaves  for  the  one  door,  and  two  leaves 
for  the  other  door.  And  there  were  made  on  them, 
on  the  doors  of  the  temple,  cherubims  and  palm  trees, 
like  as  nvere  made  upon  the  walls  ;  and  there  tuere 
*s  thick  planks  upon  the  face  of  the  porch  without. 
And  there  were  narrow  windows  and  palm  trees  on 
the  one  side  and  on  the  other  side,  on  the  sides  of 
the  porch,  and  upon  the  side  chambers  of  the  house, 
and  thick  planks. 
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*  Then  he  brought  me  forth  into  the  utter  court,  the  The 
way  toward  the  north  :  and  he  brought  me  into  the  Chambers 
chamber  that  was  over  against  the  separate  place,  and  of  the 
which   ivat   before  the  building  toward  the  north.  Court 
Before  the  length  of  an  hundred  cubits  was  the  north  5 
door,  and  the  breadth  ivas  fifty  cubits.     Over  against 
the  twenty  cubits  which  were  for  the  inner  court,  and 
over  against  the  pavement  which  ivas  for  the  utter 
court,   ivas  gallery    against   gallery  in  three  stories. 
And  before  the  chambers  was  a  walk  of  ten  cubits  10 
breadth  inward,  a  way  of  one  cubit ;  and  their  doors 
toward  the  north.     Now  the  upper  chambers  were 
shorter :  for  the  galleries  were  higher  than  these,  than 
the  lower,  and  than  the  middlemost  of  the  building. 
For  they  ivere  in  three  stories,  but  had  not  pillars  as  *s 
the  pillars  of  the  courts :  therefore  the  building  was 
straitened  more  than  the  lowest  and  the  middlemost 
from  the  ground. 

And  the  wall  that  <was  without  over  against  the 
chambers,  toward  the  utter  court  on  the  forepart  of  20 
the  chambers,  the  length  thereof  was  fifty  cubits. 
For  the  length  of  the  chambers  that  tvere  in  the  utter 
court  was  fifty  cubits :  and,  lo,  before  the  temple 
were  an  hundred  cubits.  And  from  under  these 
chambers  was  the  entry  on  the  east  side,  as  one  goeth  25 
into  them  from  the  utter  court. 

The  chambers  tvere  in  the  thickness  of  the  wall  of 
the  court  toward  the  east,  over  against  the  separate 
place,  and  over  against  the  building.     And  the  way 
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The  before  them  nvas  like  the  appearance  of  the  chambers 

Outward  which  were  toward  the  north,  as  long  as  they,  and  as 

Measure-  broad  as  they :  and  all  their  goings  out  ivere  both  ac- 

ment  cording  to  their  fashions,  and  according  to  their  doors. 

5  And  according  to  the  doors  of  the  chambers  that 

•were  toward  the  south  nvas  a  door  in  the  head  of  the 

way,  even  the  way  directly  before  the  wall  toward 

the  east,  as  one  entereth  into  them. 

•Then  said  he  unto  me,  The  north  chambers  and 
10  the  south  chambers,  which  are  before  the  separate 
place,  they  be  holy  chambers,  where  the  priests  that 
approach    unto   the    Lord  shall  eat  the  most  holy 
things:  there  shall  they  lay  the  most  holy  things,  and 
the  meat  offering,  and  the  sin  offering,  and  the  tres- 
is pass  offering ;    for   the  place  is  holy.      When  the 
priests  enter  therein,  then  shall  they  not  go  out  of 
the  holy  place  into  the  utter  court,  but  there   they 
shall  lay  their  garments  wherein  they  minister  ;  for 
they  are  holy ;  and  shall  put  on  other  garments,  and 
20  shall  approach  to  those  things  which  are  for  the  people. 
Now  when  he  had  made  an  end  of  measuring  the 
inner  house,  he  brought  me  forth   toward   the   gate 
whose  prospect  is  toward  the  east,  and  measured  it 
round  about.     He  measured  the  east  side  with  the 
25  measuring  reed,  five  hundred  reeds,  with  the  measur- 
ing reed  round  about.     He  measured  the  north  side, 
five  hundred  reeds,  with  the  measuring  reed  round 
about.       He  measured  the  south  side,  five  hundred 
reeds,  with  the  measuring  reed.     He  turned  about  to 
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the  west  side,  and  measured  rive  hundred  reeds  with  The 
the   measuring   reed.      He  measured  it  by  the  four  Glory  of 
sides :  it  had  a  wall  round  about,  five  hundred  reeds  Jehovah 
long,  and  five  hundred  broad,  to  make  a  separation 
between  the  sanctuary  and  the  profane  place.  3 

— «• — 
*  Afterward   he  brought  me  to  the  gate,  even  the 
gate  that  looketh  toward  the  east :  and,  behold,  the 
glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  came  from  the  way  of  the 
east:  and  his  voice  'was  like  a  noise  of  many  waters: 
and  the  earth  shined  with  his  glory.     And  //  <was  10 
according   to  the  appearance  of  the  vision  which  I 
saw,  even  according  to  the  vision  that  I  saw  when  I 
came  to  destroy  the  city :  and  the  visions  were  like 
the  vision  that  I  saw  by  the  river  Chebar ;  and  I  fell 
upon  my  face.     And  the  glory  of  the  Lord  came  i5 
into  the  house  by  the  way  of  the  gate  whose  prospect 
is  toward  the  east. 

So  the  spirit  took  me  up,  and  brought  me  into  the 
inner  court ;  and,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  Lord 
filled  the  house.  And  I  heard  him  speaking  unto  me  20 
out  of  the  house ;  and  the  man  stood  by  me.  And 
he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  the  place  of  my  throne, 
and  the  place  of  the  soles  of  my  feet,  where  I  will 
dwell  in  the  midst  of  the  children  of  Israel  for  ever, 
and  my  holy  name,  shall  the  house  of  Israel  no  more  2s 
defile,  neither  they,  nor  their  kings,  by  their  whore- 
dom, nor  by  the  carcases  of  their  kings  in  their  high 
places.  In  their  setting  of  their  threshold  by  my 
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The  Law  thresholds,  and  their  post  by  my  posts,  and  the  wall 
of  the  between  me  and  them,  they  have  even  defiled  my 
House  holy  name  by  their  abominations  that  they  have  com- 
mitted :    wherefore  I  have  consumed  them  in  mine 
s  anger.       Now  let  them  put  away  their  whoredom, 
and  the  carcases  of  their  kings,  far  from  me,  and  I 
will  dwell  in  the  midst  of  them  for  ever. 

Thou  son  of  man,  shew  the  house  to  the  house  of 
Israel,  that  they  may  be  ashamed  of  their  iniquities : 
10  and  let  them  measure  the  pattern.  And  if  they  be 
ashamed  of  all  that  they  have  done,  shew  them  the 
form  of  the  house,  and  the  fashion  thereof,  and  the 
goings  out  thereof,  and  the  comings  in  thereof,  and 
all  the  forms  thereof,  and  all  the  ordinances  thereof, 
15  and  all  the  forms  thereof,  and  all  the  laws  thereof: 
and  write  it  in  their  sight,  that  they  may  keep  the 
whole  form  thereof,  and  all  the  ordinances  thereof, 
and  do  them. 

This  is  the  law  of  the  house  ;  Upon  the  top  of 
20  the   mountain   the  whole   limit  thereof  round  about 
shall  be  most  holy.     Behold,  this  it  the  law  of  the 
house. 

And  these  are  the  measures  of  the  altar  after  the 
cubits.  The  cubit  it  a  cubit  and  an  hand  breadth  ; 
25  even  the  bottom  shall  be  a  cubit,  and  the  breadth  a 
cubit,  and  the  border  thereof  by  the  edge  thereof 
round  about  shall  be  a  span  :  and  this  shall  be  the 
higher  place  of  the  altar.  And  from  the  bottom  upon 
the  ground  even  to  the  lower  settle  shall  be  two  cubits, 
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and  the  breadth  one  cubit ;  and  from  the  lesser  settle  Standard 
even  to  the  greater  settle  shall  be  four  cubits,  and  the  of 
breadth  one  cubit.      So  the  altar  shall  be  four  cubits  ;  Measures 
and  from  the  altar  and  upward  shall  be  four  horns. 
And  the  altar  shall  be  twelve  cubits  long,  twelve  broad,  5 
square  in  the  four  squares  thereof.     And  the  settle 
shall  be  fourteen  cubits  long  and  fourteen  broad  in  the 
four  squares  thereof ;  and  the  border  about  it  shall  be 
half  a  cubit ;  and  the  bottom  thereof  shall  be  a  cubit 
about ;  and  his  stairs  shall  look,  toward  the  east.  10 

And  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  ;  These  are  the  ordinances  of  the  altar  in 
the  day  when  they  shall  make  it,  to  offer  burnt  offer- 
ings thereon,  and  to  sprinkle  blood  thereon.  And 
thou  shalt  give  to  the  priests  the  Levites  that  be  of  15 
the  seed  of  Zadok,  which  approach  unto  me,  to 
minister  unto  me,  saith  the  Lord  God,  a  young 
bullock  for  a  sin  offering.  And  thou  shalt  take  of 
the  blood  thereof,  and  put  */  on  the  four  horns  of  it, 
and  on  the  four  corners  of  the  settle,  and  upon  the  20 
border  round  about :  thus  shalt  thou  cleanse  and 
purge  it.  Thou  shalt  take  the  bullock  also  of  the  sin 
offering,  and  he  shall  burn  it  in  the  appointed  place 
of  the  house,  without  the  sanctuary.  And  on  the 
second  day  thou  shalt  offer  a  kid  of  the  goats  without  25 
blemish  for  a  sin  offering  ;  and  they  shall  cleanse  the 
altar,  as  they  did  cleanse  //  with  the  bullock.  When 
thou  hast  made  an  end  of  cleansing  it,  thou  shalt  offer 
a  young  bullock  without  blemish,  and  a  ram  out  of 
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Purifying  the  flock  without  blemish.     And  thou  shalt  ofFer  them 
the  before  the  Lord,  and  the  priests  shall  cast  salt  upon 
Altar  them,  and  they  shall  offer  them  up  for  a  burnt  offer- 
ing unto  the  Lord.      Seven  days  shalt  thou  prepare 
5  every  day  a  goat  for  a  sin   offering  :  they  shall  also 
prepare  a  young  bullock,  and  a  ram  out  of  the  flock, 
without  blemish.     Seven  days  shall  they  purge  the 
altar  and  purify  it ;  and  they  shall  consecrate  them- 
.  selves.     And  when  these  days  are  expired,  it  shall 
10  be,  that  upon  the  eighth  day,  and  so  forward,  the 
priests  shall  make  your  burnt  offerings  upon  the  altar, 
and  your  peace   offerings ;    and   I   will   accept   you, 
saith  the  Lord  God.  , 

*  Then  he  brought  me  back  the  way  of  the  gate  of 
is  the  outward  sanctuary  which  looketh  toward  the  east; 
and  it  ivas  shut.  Then  said  the  Lord  unto  me ; 
This  gate  shall  be  shut,  it  shall  not  be  opened,  and 
no  man  shall  enter  in  by  it  ;  because  the  Lord,  the 
God  of  Israel,  hath  entered  in  by  it,  therefore  it  shall 
io  be  shut.  //  ij  for  the  prince  ;  the  prince,  he  shall 
sit  in  it  to  eat  bread  before  the  Lord  ;  he  shall  enter 
by  the  way  of  the  porch  of  that  gate,  and  shall  go 
out  by  the  way  of  the  same. 

Then  brought  he  me  the  way  of  the  north  gate 

is  before  the  house :  and   I   looked,  and,  behold,  the 

glory  of  the  Lord  filled  the  house   of  the   Lord  : 

and  I  fell  upon  my  face.     And  the   Lord  said  unto 

me,  Son  of  man,  mark  well,  and  behold  with  thine 
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eyes,  and  hear  with  thine  ears  all  that  I  say  unto  thee  Strangers 
concerning  all  the  ordinances  of  the  house  of  the  not  to 
Lord,  and  all  the  laws  thereof ;  and  mark  well  the  enter 
entering  in  of  the  house,  with  every  going  forth  of 
the  sanctuary.     And  thou  shalt  say  to  the  rebellious,  5 
even  to  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God; 
O  ye  house  of  Israel,  let  it  suffice  you  of  all   your 
abominations,  in  that  ye  have  brought  into  my  sanctuary 
strangers,  uncircumcised  in  heart,  and  uncircumcised 
in  flesh,  to  be  in  my  sanctuary,  to  pollute  it,  even  my  10 
house,  when  ye  offer  my  bread,  the  fat  and  the  blood, 
and  they  have  broken  my  covenant  because  of  all  your 
abominations.     And  ye  have  not  kept  the  charge  of 
mine  holy  things :     but  ye  have  set  keepers  of  my 
charge  in  my  sanctuary  for  yourselves.  I5 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  No  stranger,  un- 
circumcised in  heart,  nor  uncircumcised  in  flesh, 
shall  enter  into  my  sanctuary,  of  any  stranger  that  is 
among  the  children  of  Israel.  And  the  Levites  that 
are  gone  away  far  from  me,  when  Israel  went  astray,  20 
which  went  astray  away  from  me  after  their  idols ; 
they  shall  even  bear  their  iniquity.  Yet  they  shall 
be  ministers  in  my  sanctuary,  having  charge  at  the 
gates  of  the  house,  and  ministering  to  the  house  : 
they  shall  slay  the  burnt  offering  and  the  sacrifice  for  25 
the  people,  and  they  shall  stand  before  them  to 
minister  unto  them.  Because  they  ministered  unto 
them  before  their  idols,  and  caused  the  house  of 
Israel  to  fall  into  iniquity  ;    therefore  have  I  lifted 
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Ordinances  up  mine  hand  against  them,  saith  the  Lord  God,  and 

for  the  they  shall  bear  their  iniquity.     And  they  shall  not 

Priests  come  near  unto  me,  to  do  the  office  of  a  priest  unto 

me,  nor  to  come  near  to  any  of  my  holy  things,  in 

5  the  most  holy  place  :  but  they  shall  bear  their  shame, 

and  their  abominations  which  they  have  committed. 

But  I  will  make  them  keepers  of  the  charge  of  the 

house,  for  all  the   service  thereof,  and  for  all  that 

shall  be  done  therein. 

10  But  the  priests  the  Levites,  the  sons  of  Zadok, 
that  kept  the  charge  of  my  sanctuary  when  the 
children  of  Israel  went  astray  from  me,  they  shall 
come  near  to  me  to  minister  unto  me,  and  they  shall 
stand  before  me   to  offer  unto  me  the  fat  and  the 

15  blood,  saith  the  Lord  God  :  they  shall  enter  into 
my  sanctuary,  and  they  shall  come  near  to  my  table, 
to  minister  unto  me,  and  they  shall  keep  my  charge. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  when  they  enter  in 
at  the  gates  of  the  inner  court,  they  shall  be  clothed 

so  with  linen  garments ;  and  no  wool  shall  come  upon 
them,  whiles  they  minister  in  the  gates  of  the  inner 
court,  and  within.  They  shall  have  linen  bonnets 
upon  their  heads,  and  shall  have  linen  breeches  upon 
their  loins ;  they  shall  not  gird  themse/ves  with  any- 

25  thing  that  causeth  sweat.  And  when  they  go  forth 
into  the  utter  court,  even  into  the  utter  court  to  the 
people,  they  shall  put  off  their  garments  wherein  they 
ministered,  and  lay  them  in  the  holy  chambers,  and 
they  shall  put  on  other  garments ;  and  they  shall  not 
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sanctify   the  people   with   their   garments.     Neither  Ordinances 

shall  they  shave  their  heads,  nor  suffer  their  locks  to  for  the 

grow  long  ;  they  shall  only  poll  their  heads.    Neither  Priests 

shall  any  priest  drink  wine,  when  they  enter  into  the 

inner  court.      Neither  shall  they  take  for  their  wives  5 

a  widow,  nor  her  that  is  put  away :  but  they  shall 

take  maidens  of  the  seed  of  the  house  of  Israel,  or  a 

widow   that   had  a  priest  before.     And  they  shall 

teach  my  people  the  difference  between  the  holy  and 

profane,    and    cause    them    to    discern    between    the  xo 

unclean   and   the   clean.     And   in   controversy  they 

shall    stand  in  judgment ;   and  they  shall   judge  it 

according  to  my  judgments  :  and  they  shall  keep  my 

laws  and  my  statutes  in  all  mine  assemblies  ;  and  they 

shall  hallow  my  sabbaths.     And  they  shall  come  at  15 

no  dead  person  to  defile  themselves :  but  for  father, 

or  for  mother,  or  for  son,  or  for  daughter,  for  brother, 

or  for   sister   that  hath   had  no  husband,  they  may 

defile  themselves.     And  after  he  is  cleansed,  they 

shall  reckon  unto  him  seven  days.     And  in  the  day  20 

that  he   goeth   into  the    sanctuary,   unto    the    inner 

court,  to  minister  in  the  sanctuary,  he  shall  offer  his 

sin  offering,  saith  the  Lord  God.     And  it  shall  be 

unto  them  for  an  inheritance  :   I  am  their  inheritance : 

and  ye  shall  give  them  no  possession  in  Israel :   I  am  25 

their  possession.      They  shall  eat  the  meat  offering, 

and  the  sin  offering,  and  the  trespass  offering  ;  and 

every  dedicated  thing  in  Israel  shall  be  theirs.      And 

the  first  of  all  the  firstfruits  of  all  things.,  and  every 
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Lend  set  oblation  of  all,  of  every  sort  of  your  oblations,  shall 

apart  be  the  priest's  :   ye  shall  also  give  unto  the  priest  the 

for  the  first  of  your  dough,  that  he  may  cause  the  blessing 

Priests  to  rest  in  thine  house.     The  priest  shall  not  eat  of 

5  any  thing  that  is  dead  of  itself,  or  torn,  whether  it 

be  fowl  or  beast. 

*  Moreover,  when  ye  shall  divide  by  lot  the  land 
for  inheritance,  ye  shall  offer  an  oblation  unto  the 
Lord,  an  holy  portion  of  the  land :  the  length  shall 

10  be  the  length  of  five  and  twenty  thousand  reeds,  and 
the  breadth  shall  be  ten  thousand.  This  shall  be 
holy  in  all  the  borders  thereof  round  about.  Of 
this  there  shall  be  for  the  sanctuary  five  hundred  in 
length,    with   five   hundred   in   breadth,  square  round 

13  about ;  and  fifty  cubits  round  about  for  the  suburbs 
thereof.  And  of  this  measure  shalt  thou  measure 
the  length  of  five  and  twenty  thousand,  and  the 
breadth  of  ten  thousand :  and  in  it  shall  be  the 
sanctuary  and  the  most  holy  place.      The  holy  portion 

20  of  the  land  shall  be  for  the  priests  the  ministers  of 
the  sanctuary,  which  shall  come  near  to  minister  unto 
the  Lord  :  and  it  shall  be  a  place  for  their  houses, 
and  an  holy  place  for  the  sanctuary.  And  the  five 
and  twenty  thousand  of  length,  and  the  ten  thousand 

25  of  breadth,  shall  also  the  Levites,  the  ministers  of 
the  house,  have  for  themselves,  for  a  possession  for 
twenty  chambers.  And  ye  shall  appoint  the  posses- 
sion of  the  city  five  thousand  broad,  and  five  and 
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twenty  thousand   long,  over  against  the  oblation  of  Duties 
the  holy  portion  :  it  shall  be  for  the  whole  house  of  of  the 
Israel.      And  a  portion  shall  be  for  the  prince  on  the  Princes 
one  side  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  oblation  of  the 
holy  portion,  and  of  the  possession  of  the  city,  before  5 
the    oblation    of  the    holy  portion,   and    before    the 
possession  of  the  city,  from  the  west  side  westward, 
and    from   the  east   side  eastward :    and  the  length 
shall  be  over  against   one  of  the  portions,  from  the 
west  border  unto  the  east  border.     In  the  land  shall  10 
be  his  possession  in  Israel :  and  my  princes  shall  no 
more  oppress  my  people  ;  and  the  rest  of  the  land  shall 
they  give  to  the  house  of  Israel  according  to  their  tribes. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Let  it  suffice  you,  O 
princes  of  Israel :  remove  violence  and  spoil,  and  15 
execute  judgment  and  justice,  take  away  your 
exactions  from  my  people,  saith  the  Lord  God. 
Ye  shall  have  just  balances,  and  a  just  ephah,  and  a 
just  bath.  The  ephah  and  the  bath  shall  be  of  one 
measure,  that  the  bath  may  contain  the  tenth  part  of  20 
an  homer,  and  the  ephah  the  tenth  part  of  an  homer : 
the  measure  thereof  shall  be  after  the  homer.  And 
the  shekel  shall  be  twenty  gerahs :  twenty  shekels,  five 
and  twenty  shekels, fifteen  shekels,shall  be  your  maneh. 

This  is  the  oblation  that  ye  shall  offer  ;  the  sixth  25 
part  of  an  ephah  of  an  homer  of  wheat,  and  ye  shall 
give  the  sixth  part  of  an  ephah  of  an  homer  of 
barley :  concerning  the  ordinance  of  oil,  the  bath  of 
oil,  ye  shall  offer  the  tenth  part  of  a  bath  out  of  the 
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Offerings  cor,  which  is  an  homer  of  ten  baths ;  for  ten  baths 

of  the  are  an  homer  :  and  one  Iamb  out  of  the  flock,  out  of 

Princes  two  hundred,  out  of  the  fat  pastures  of  Israel ;  for  a 

meat  offering,  and  for  a  burnt  offering,  and  for  peace 

5  offerings,  to  make  reconciliation  for  them,  saith  the 

Lord  God.     All  the  people  of  the  land  shall  give 

this  oblation  for  the  prince  in  Israel.     And  it  shall 

be  the  prince's  part  to  give  burnt  offerings,  and  meat 

offerings,  and  drink  offerings,  in  the  feasts,  and  in  the 

io  new  moons,  and  in  the  sabbaths,  in  all  solemnities  of 

the  house  of  Israel :  he  shall  prepare  the  sin  offering, 

and  the  meat  offering,  and  the  burnt  offering,  and  the 

peace  offerings,  to  make  reconciliation  for  the  house  of 

Israel. 

— * — 

15  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  In  the  first  month,  in 
the  first  day  of  the  month,  thou  shalt  take  a  young 
bullock  without  blemish,  and  cleanse  the  sanctuary : 
and  the  priest  shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  sin 
offering,  and  put  it  upon  the  posts  of  the  house,  and 

20  upon  the  four  corners  of  the  settle  of  the  altar,  and 
upon  the  posts  of  the  gate  of  the  inner  court.  And 
so  thou  shalt  do  the  seventh  day  of  the  month  for 
every  one  that  erreth,  and  for  him  that  is  simple  :  so 
shall  ye  reconcile  the  house. 

25       In  the  first  month,  in  the  fourteenth  day  of  the 

month,  ye   shall   have  the  passover,  a  feast  of  seven 

days ;  unleavened  bread  shall  be  eaten.      And  upon 

that  day  shall  the  prince  prepare  for  himself  and  for 
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all  the  people  of  the  land  a  bullock  for  a  sin  offering.  Offerings 
And  seven  days  of  the  feast  he  shall  prepare  a  burnt  of  the 
offering  to  the  Lord,  seven  bullocks  and  seven  rams  Princes 
without  blemish  daily  the  seven  days ;  and  a  kid  of 
the   goats   daily  for  a  sin  offering.     And   he  shall  5 
prepare   a   meat  offering  of  an  ephah  for  a  bullock, 
and  an   ephah  for  a  ram,  and  an  hin  of  oil  for  an 
ephah.     In  the  seventh  months  in  the  fifteenth  day 
of  the  month,  shall  he  do  the  like  in  the  feast  of  the 
seven  days,  according  to  the  sin  offering,  according  JO 
to  the   burnt  offering,  and   according    to    the   meat 
offering,  and  according  to  the  oil. 

— * — 
*  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  The  gate  of  the  inner 
court  that  looketh  toward  the  east  shall  be  shut  the 
six   working   days ;   but  on  the  sabbath  it  shall  be  15 
opened,  and  in  the  day  of  the  new  moon  it  shall  be 
opened.     And  the  prince  shall  enter  by  the  way  of 
the  porch  of  that  gate  without,  and  shall  stand  by 
the  post  of  the  gate,  and  the  priests  shall  prepare  his 
burnt  offering  and  his  peace  offerings,  and  he  shall  20 
worship  at  the  threshold  of  the  gate :  then  he  shall 
go  forth  ;    but  the  gate  shall  not  be  shut  until  the 
evening.      Likewise    the    people    of  the    land    shall 
worship  at  the  door  of  this  gate  before  the  Lord  in 
the  sabbaths  and  in  the  new  moons.  25 

And  the  burnt  offering  that  the  prince  shall  offer 
unto  the  Lord  in  the  sabbath  day  shall  be  six  lambs 
without  blemish,  and  a  ram  without  blemish.     And 
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Princes'  the  meat  offering  shall  be  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and 

Offerings  the  meat  offering  for  the  lambs  as  he  shall  be  able  to 

on  the  give,  and  an  hin  of  oil  to  an  ephah.     And  in  the 

Sabbath  day  of  the  new  moon  it  shall  be  a  young  bullock 

5  without  blemish,  and  six  lambs,  and  a  ram :  they 
shall  be  without  blemish.  And  he  shall  prepare  a 
meat  offering,  an  ephah  for  a  bullock,  and  an  ephah 
for  a  ram,  and  for  the  lambs  according  as  his  hand 
shall  attain  unto,  and  an  hin  of  oil  to  an  ephah. 

10  And  when  the  prince  shall  enter,  he  shall  go  in  by 
the  way  of  the  porch  of  that  gate,  and  he  shall  go 
forth  by  the  way  thereof.  But  when  the  people  of 
the  land  shall  come  before  the  Lord  in  the  solemn 
feasts,  he  that  entereth   in  by  the  way  of  the  north 

15  gate  to  worship  shall  go  out  by  the  way  of  the  south 
gate ;  and  he  that  entereth  by  the  way  of  the  south 
gate  shall  go  forth  by  the  way  of  the  north  gate  :  he 
shall  not  return  by  the  way  of  the  gate  whereby  he 
came  in,  but  shall  go  forth  over  against  it.     And  the 

20  prince  in  the  midst  of  them,  when  they  go  in,  shall 
go  in  ;  and  when  they  go  forth,  shall  go  forth. 

And  in  the  feasts  and  in  the  solemnities  the  meat 
offering  shall  be  an  ephah  to  a  bullock,  and  an  ephah 
to  a  ram,  and  to  the  lambs  as  he  is  able  to  give,  and 

25  an  hin  of  oil  to  an  ephah.  Now  when  the  prince 
shall  prepare  a  voluntary  burnt  offering  or  peace 
offerings  voluntarily  unto  the  Lord,  one  shall  then 
open  him  the  gate  that  looketh  toward  the  east,  and 
he   shall    prepare  his  burnt  offering  and  his  peace 
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offerings,  as  he  did  on  the  sabbath  day :  then  he  shall  go  Rules 
forth  ;   and  after  his  going  forth  one  shall  shut  the  gate,  concerning 

Thou  shalt  daily  prepare  a  burnt  offering  unto  the  other 
Lord  of  a.  lamb  of  the  first  year  without  blemish:  Offerings 
thou    shalt    prepare    it    every  morning.     And    thou  5 
shalt  prepare  a  meat  offering  for  it  every  morning,  the 
sixth  part  of  an  ephah,  and  the  third  part  of  an  hin 
of  oil,  to  temper  with  the  fine  flour  ;  a  meat  offering 
continually  by  a  perpetual  ordinance  unto  the  Lord. 
Thus  shall    they  prepare  the   lamb,   and  the   meat  10 
offering,  and  the  oil,  every  morning  for  a  continual 
burnt  offering. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  If  the  prince  give  a 
gift  unto  any  of  his  sons,  the  inheritance  thereof  shall 
be  his  sons' ;  it  shall  be  their  possession  by  inheritance.  15 
But  if  he  give  a  gift  of  his  inheritance  to  one  of  his 
servants,  then  it  shall  be  his  to  the  year  of  liberty; 
after  it  shall  return  to  the  prince :  but  his  inheritance 
shall  be  his  sons'  for  them.  Moreover  the  prince 
shall  not  take  of  the  people's  inheritance  by  oppres-  20 
sion,  to  thrust  them  out  of  their  possession  ;  but  he 
shall  give  his  sons  inheritance  out  of  his  own 
possession :  that  my  people  be  not  scattered  every 
man  from  his  possession.

After  he  brought  me  through  the  entry,  which  ivas  25 
at  the  side  of  the  gate,  into  the  holy  chambers  of  the 
priests,  which  looked  toward  the  north  :  and,  behold, 
there  nvas  a  place  on  the  two  sides  westward.

*  Afterward  he  brought  me  again  unto  the  door  of 
the  house  ;  and,  behold,  waters  issued  out  from  under 

20  the  threshold  of  the  house  eastward :  for  the  forefront 
of  the  house  stood  toward  the  east,  and  the  waters 
came  down  from  under  from  the  right  side  of  the 
house,  at  the  south  side  of  the  altar.

and  every  thing  shall  live  whither  the  river  cometh. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  the  fishers  shall  stand  *s 
upon  it  from  En-gedi  even  unto  En-eglaim  ;  they 
shall  be  a  place  to  spread  forth  nets  ;  their  fish  shall 
be  according  to  their  kinds,  as  the  fish  of  the  great 
sea,  exceeding  many.  But  the  miry  places  thereof

east  sea.     And  this  is  the  east  side.  Nanus  of 

And  the  south  side  southward,  from  Tamar  even  the  Tribes 
to  the  waters  of  strife  in  Kadesh,  the  river  to  the 
great  sea.     And  this  is  the  south  side  southward.         s 

The  west  side  also  ihall  be  the  great  sea  from  the 
border,  till  a  man  come  over  against  Hamath.  This 
is  the  west  side. 

So  shall  ye  divide  this  land  unto  you  according  to 
the  tribes  of  Israel.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  10 
ye  shall  divide  it  by  lot  for  an  inheritance  unto  you, 
and  to  the  strangers  that  sojourn  among  you,  which 
shall  beget  children  among  you :  and  they  shall  be 
unto  you  as  born  in  the  country  among  the  children 
of  Israel ;  they  shall  have  inheritance  with  you  among  15 
the  tribes  of  Israel.

And  by  the  border  of  Gad,  at  the  south  6ide  south- 
ward, the  border  shall  be  even  from  Tamar  unto  the 
waters  of  strife  in  Kadesh,  and  to  the  river  toward 
the  great  sea. 
25  This  is  the  land  which  ye  shall  divide  by  lot  unto 
the  tribes  of  Israel  for  inheritance,  and  these  are  their 
portions,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

And  these  are  the  goings  out  of  the  city  on  the 
north  side,  four  thousand  and  five  hundred  measures. 
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And  the  gates  of  the  city  shall  be  after  the  names  of  Gates  of 
the   tribes   of  Israel :    three  gates  northward ;    one  the  City 
gate  of  Reuben,  one  gate  of  Judah,  one  gate  of  Levi. 
And  at  the  east  side  four  thousand  and  five  hundred: 
and  three  gates ;  and  one  gate  of  Joseph,  one  gate  of  5 
Benjamin,  one  gate  of  Dan.     And  at  the  south  side 
four  thousand  and  five  hundred  measures  :  and  three 
gates  ;  one  gate  of  Simeon,  one  gate  of  Issachar,  one 
gate  of  Zebulun.     At  the  west  side  four  thousand 
and  five  hundred,  ivith  their  three  gates  ;  one  gate  of  10 
Gad,  one  gate  of  Asher,  one  gate  of  Naphtali.     It 
was  round  about  eighteen  thousand  measures. 

And  the  name  of  the  city  from  that  day  shall  bey

Notes 

p.  I,  1.  I.  'thirtieth  year.'  How  reckoned?  According  to 
the  Targum,  from  the  date  of  the  Reformation  in  Josiah's  reign 
(621  B.C.).  But  we  have  no  other  example  of  such  a  mode 
of  reckoning  dates.  On  the  other  hand,  if  we  compute  the 
time  from  the  beginning  of  Nabopolassar's  reign  (625  B.C.  circa), 
this  would  give  us  as  the  date  596-595  B.C.  This  is  quite  possible, 
as  a  resident  in  Babylonia  would  naturally  adopt  such  a  mode  of 
computation,  yet  it  is  difficult  to  reconcile  with  the  date  assigned 
in  the  following  verse,  which  places  this  opening  oracle  of  the 
prophet  in  the  fifth  year  of  King  Jehoiachin's  exile.  This 
cannot  be  earlier  than  593-592  B.C.,  and  this  must  be  regarded  as 
the  actual  date  of  the  beginning  of  Ezekiel's  ministry.  It  is, 
however,  possible  that  the  discrepancy  of  three  years  may  be 
accounted  for  by  supposing  30  to  be  a  round  and  approximate 
number.  Many  have  found  considerable  difficulty  in  accepting 
this  first  verse  as  genuine.  Duhm  and  Marti  think  that  it  is 
due  to  a  writer  who  attempted  to  reconcile  the  chronology  of 
Jeremiah  with  that  of  Ezekiel,  the  former  (xxv.  11)  making  the 
Exile  last  seventy,  and  the  latter  (iv.  6)  forty  years.  Accordingly 
some  critics  would  begin  with  v.  2  and  reject  v.  1.  On  the  other 
hand,  a  recent  commentator,  Kraetzschmar,  argues  against  this 
view,  and  thinks  we  have  here  an  instance  (among  many  others) 
of  a  combination  of  different  recensions  of  Ezekiel's  prophecies. 

p.  1,1.  8.  River  Chebar  cannot  be  the  Khabck  near  Circesium, 
the  spot  where  the  exiles  of  the  Northern  Kingdom  were  settled 
in  721  B.C.  (2  Kings  xvii.  6.  xviii.  11),  since  the  two  names  in 
Hebrew  have  different  initial  letters  ;  but  the  Chebar  must  have 
been  a  river  or  perhaps  a  canal  {Noldeke)  in  Babylonia,  which 
lies  much  further  south.  Many  of  these  old  canals  have  long 
disappeared. 
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p.  I,  1.  2l-p.  2,  1.  4,  are  briefer  in  the  LXX.  "And  the  faces 
of  the  four  turned  not  when  they  went  each  one  straight 
onwards."  The  four  living  creatures  formed  a  square,  a  face 
looking  each  way.  Each  creature  had  four  wings,  one  pair  for 
the  front  or  outside.  How  the  others  were  disposed  is  not  clear. 
The  human  face  was  on  the  outside  of  the  square,  and  faced  the 
spectator.  When  the  living  square  of  four  creatures  moved  in  a 
given  direction  the  human  face  was  that  which  was  visible. 
The  two  wings,  one  on  its  right  and  the  other  on  its  left,  ex- 
panded horizontally  (v.  25)  and  met  the  edges  of  the  correspond- 
ing expanded  wings  of  the  other  two  neighbouring  sides  of  the 
square.  The  wings  dropped  down  as  soon  as  this  living  chariot 
halted  (v.  24).  Vv.  15-21  describe  the  systems  of  wheels  of 
the  chariot  connected  with  the  above.  What  we  are  probably 
to  understand  from  v.  15  is  that  the  four  creatures  above 
described,  with  their  outstretched  wings,  were  each  disposed 
upon  two  wheels,  one  within  the  other,  whose  revolving  planes 
intersected  each  other  at  right  angles.  There  would  therefore 
be  a  revolving  rim  facing  outwards  corresponding  to  each 
human  face  of  the  living  square. 

p.  2,  1.  9.  Read,  'and  their  wings  were  expanded  above/ 

p.  2,  1.  23.  '  beryl,*  lit.,  '  Tarshish-stone,'  probably  topaz.  Cp. 
x.  9.     Tarshish  is  Tartessus  in  Spain. 

p.  2,  I.  23.  More  correctly,  'and  the  likeness  over  the  heads 
of  the  living  creatures  was  [of]  a  firmament.'  Cp.  Exod.  xxiv. 
10  ;  Rev.  iv.  6. 

p.  4,  1.  11.  'Son  of  Man.'  This  designation  of  the  prophet 
occurs  over  ninety  times  in  this  book,  and  describes  Ezekiel  in 
his  limitation  as  compared  with  God  in  His  supreme  majesty 
and  power. 

p.  4,  1.  20.  Remove  the  full  stop  after  'stiff-hearted,'  and 
continue  the  sentence  thus:  'unto  whom  I  send  thee' (which 
will  take  the  place  of  the  following  clause  :  '  I  do  send  thee, 'etc.). 

p.  7,1.  3.  'Tel-abib,'  i.e.,  hill  of  the  ears  of  corn.  The  site 
cannot  be  identified. 

p.  8,  1.  21.  'tile.'  Probably  resembling  the  clay  tablets  on 
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which  the  ancient  Babylonians  inscribed  their  epics,  annals,  as 
well  as  their  money  transactions.  Vast  numbers  have  been  dis- 
covered and  preserved,  and  some  may  be  seen  in  the  glass  cases 
placed  in  the  Nimrud  gallery  of  the  British  Museum.  In  the 
Louvre  there  is  a  stone  tablet  resting  in  the  bosom  of  a  sitting 
figure  (that  of  King  Gudea  of  Lagash,  circa  3000  B.C.),  discovered 
in  the  mined  heap  of  the  mound  of  Tell-Loh.  On  the  stone 
tablet  is  inscribed  the  plan  of  an  ancient  fortress. 

p.  9,  1.  11.  The  LXX.  have  190  instead  of  390.  The  former 
number  probably  means,  in  round  numbers,  the  sum-total  of  the 
years  from  the  deportation  of  the  ten  tribes  (721  B.C.)  until  the 
capture  of  Jerusalem  in  the  reign  of  Zedekiah  (586  B.C.) +  40 
(actually  50)  years'  exile  in  Babylonia.  The  latter  number 
(390)  in  our  Hebrew  text  is  not  clear.  It  may  refer  to  the  dura- 
tion from  the  separation  of  the  ten  tribes  at  the  beginning  of 
Rehoboam's  reign  to  the  capture  of  Jerusalem +  40  years' exile. 
40  years  (in  reality  50)  represents  the  period  of  Judah's  exile. 
The  latter  number  seems  to  be  modelled  on  the  40  years'  wander- 
ing in  the  desert  The  total  of  430  (of  Israel's  and  Judah's 
punishment  combined)  includes  the  40  years  twice  over,  and  is 
equal  to  the  duration  of  Israel's  stay  in  Egypt.    Cp.  Exod.  xii.  40. 

p.  9,  1.  28.  '  twenty  shekels.'  About  ten  ounces.  Less  than 
half  the  English  rations  is  prescribed  for  this  time  of  scarcity. 

p.  IO,  1.  I.  'sixth  part  of  a  hin.'     Rather  less  than  a  quart. 

p.  10,  1.  3.  The  dung  of  oxen  was  dried  and  used  as  fuel 
under  ordinary  circumstances. 

p.  10,  1.  23.  Translate,  '  Take  to  thyself  a  sharp  sword  ;  as 
a  barber's  razor  shalt  thou  take  it  unto  thyself.'  The  metaphor 
is  perhaps  borrowed  from  Isa.  vii.  20. 

p.  10,  1.  26.  The  symbolism  is  explained  below  in  v.  12. 

p.  11,  1.  11.  For  'she  hath  changed,'  etc.,  read  'and  she 
hath  resisted.' 

p.  11,  1.  17.  For  '  multiplied  '  read  '  rebelled.' 

p.  14,  1.  17.  We  should  here  probably  read,  'And  I  will 
make  the  land  a  waste  and  desolation  from  the  wilderness  '  (i-e., 
the  south)  to  Riblah.'  Riblah  was  in  the  north,  in  the  land  of 
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Hamath  (Jer.  Hi.  9;  cp.  Numb,  xxxiv.  11).  The  Hebrew- 
characters  for  d  and  r  are  much  alike,  and  therefore  often 
confused.     Moreover,  Diblah  is  unknown. 

p.  15,  1.  11.  Read,  'The  end  is  come;  it  is  awake  against 
thee.' 

p.  15,1.  15.  Read,  'The  day  is  near — commotion,  not  the 
exultant  shout  of  mountains.'  The  text  as  well  as  arrangement 
of  this  chapter  is  exceedingly  difficult. 

p.  17,  1.  II.  The  rendering  should  be,  'And  when  the  fugi- 
tives have  escaped  they  shall  be  upon  the  mountains.' 

p  17,  1.  21.  On  baldness  as  a  token  of  mourning  cp.  Micah 
i.  16 ;  Isa.  xv.  2. 

p.  18,  1.  2.  Read,  'And  the  beauty  of  their  adornment  they 
have  turned  into  pride,  therefore  I  make  it  unto  them  an  unclean 
thing.' 

p.  19,  1.  11.  'sixth  year,'  i.e.,  of  Jehoiachin's  captivity,  or 
592-591  B.C.  (see  Chronological  Table).  The  months  are  reckoned 
according  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Jewish  Calendar,  and  in  the 
literature  of  this  period  are  designated  by  numbers  and  not  by 
names.  The  sixth  month  was  Elul,  i.e.,  the  Babylonian  Ululu 
(August  or  September).  Since  the  names  of  the  months  were 
borrowed  from  the  Babylonians,  and  began  with  the  month 
Nisan  (Bab. ,  Nisanu).  See  Schrader,  Cuneiform  Inscriptions  and 
the  Old  Testament,  Vol.  II.,  p.  69. 

p.  19,  1.  15.  LXX.  read  with  some  probability,  '  Behold  the 
likeness  of  a  man.'' 

p.  19,  1.  24.  'image  of  jealousy,' i.e.,  which  provokes  God  to 
jealousy  (cp.  Exod.  xx.  5  ;  Deut.  xxxii.  21).  Whether  the  image 
of  Asherah,  erected  by  Manasseh  (2  Kings  xxi.  7),  subsequently 
burnt  by  Josiah  (xxiii.  6),  and  restored  in  later  times,  is  what 
is  here  intended,  is  uncertain. 

p.  20,  1.  8.  For  '  turn  thee  yet  again '  read  '  thou  shalt 
again    see  yet   greater   abominations';    so  also  in  vv.  13  and 

is- 

p.  21,  1.  4.  Tammuz  was  the  Palestinian  name  of  the  Baby- 
lonian youthful  hero-God  Duzu,  called  also  Dumuzi:  meaning 
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'son  of  life,'  or  perhaps  'eternal-  son.'  He  was  not  sun-deity, 
but  God  of  the  lower  world.  He  is  called  a  shepherd,  and  was 
deity  of  the  productive  powers  of  early  spring.  The  month 
of  July  was  named  after  him,  since  at  that  time  of  the  year  he 
descends  into  Hades,  whence  he  reappears  in  the  following 
spring.  This  disappearance  into  Hades,  coincident  with  the 
scorching  summer  heats  that  wither  up  vegetation,  was  cele- 
brated by  weeping.  Adonis  (from  the  Canaanite-Hebrew,  Adont, 
'my  Lord')  was  the  corresponding  Greek  name  of  the  hero, 
borrowed  from  the  East.  Argive  women,  according  to  Pausanias 
(II.  xx.  5),  annually  mourned  his  death,  just  as  the  Syrian  and 
Canaanite  women  mourned  over  Tammuz. 

p.  21,  1.  13.  Sun-worship  prevailed  in  Judah  in  the  times 
that  preceded  the  Reformation  of  Josiah  (2  Kings  xxiii.  5,  11), 
and  steeds  for  the  chariot  of  the  sun-deity  were  kept  in  the 
Temple  at  Jerusalem.  We  have  stately  hymns  to  the  Sun  among 
the  ancient  Babylonian  psalms.  Sun  -  worship  also  prevailed 
among  the  Canaanites,  as  the  place-name  Bethshemesh  clearly 
shows  (  =  house  or  temple  of  the  Sun). 

p.  21, 1.  25.  The  '  destroying  weapons'  or  'slaughter  weapons' 
probably  consisted  in  a  battle-axe  or  club. 

p.  23,  1.  8.  For  '  in  the  firmament '  read  '  above '  or  '  on '  the 
firmament.  Vv.  8-17  are  a  repetition,  with  numerous  variations, 
of  the  descriptions  in  chap.  i. ,  but  the  passage  is  very  obscure. 
In  place  of  the  four  living  creatures  in  chap  i.  we  have  here 
the  four  cherubim.  Probably  the  image  of  cherub  partly  re- 
sembled that  of  the  winged  bulls  or  genii  which  may  now  be 
seen  in  the  Nimriid  gallery  of  the  British  Museum,  and  which 
Ezekiel  must  have  frequently  beheld  in  the  porticoes  of  the 
palaces  and  temples  of  Babylonia  or  Assyria.  These  were  sup- 
posed to  ward  off  the  demons  of  pestilence  and  other  ills.  But 
there  is  no  proof  that  the  name  is  of  Assyrian  origin  or  occurs 
in  Assyrian.  Vv.  13  and  14  are  very  difficult  to  interpret,  the 
latter  being  omitted  in  the  LXX.  Perhaps  v.  13  is  an 
attempt  to  harmonise  v.  9  ff.  (where  the  wheels  are  re- 
ferred to)  with  vv.  2  and  6,  where  another  name  for  wheels, 
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a  collective  singular  noun  (galgal),  is  employed,  meaning  appar- 
ently the  arrangement  of  wheels.  Render,  '  And  as  for  the 
wheels,  they  were  called  in  my  hearing  the  system  of  wheels ' 
(galgal). 

p.  25,  1.  27.  Render  with  Ewald,  '  Is  not  the  time  to  build 
houses  nigh '  \cp.  xxviii.  26).  The  walls  of  the  city  are  regarded 
as  a  protection  from  danger,  just  as  the  sides  of  the  caldron  protect 
the  flesh  from  the  fire.  A  similar  idea  may  be  found  in  xxiv. 
3ff. 

p.  27,  1.  3.  For  'men  of  my  kindred'  read  •  my  fellow-exiles. 
The  construction  of  these  clauses  is  far  from  clear. 

p.  27,  1.  8.  Read,  'Because  I  have  cast  them,  etc.,  I  have 
been  to  them  but  little  as  a  sanctuary.' 

p.  27,  1.  18.  The  exiles  are  regarded  as  better  than  the 
Palestinian  Jews,  and  the  return  of  the  former  will  be  a 
purifying  influence.  Similarly  Jer.  xxxi.  31  ff.,  xxxii.  38  ff.  of 
which  the  present  passage  seems  to  be  an  echo. 

p.  28,  1.  16.  'stuff  for  removing,'  i.e.,  such  articles  as  an 
exile  carries  with  him. 

p.  28, 1   19.  For  '  though  they  be  .  .  .'  read  '  since  they  are  .  .  . ' 

p.  29,  1.  10.  This  is  hardly  intelligible.  Perhaps  we  ought 
to  follow  another  reading  and  render,  '  Let  this  oracle  be  uttered 
against  Jerusalem  and  all  the  house.' 

p.  29,  1.  18.  Again  the  LXX.  point  us  to  the  correct  text  and 
interpretation.  Read,  '  in  order  that  he  may  not  be  seen  by 
any  eye  and  may  himself  not  behold  the  land'  (so  Cornill, 
Kautzsch  and  Bertholet).  This  and  the  following  verse  refer  to 
Zedekiah's  flight,  capture,  deprivation  of  sight  and  death  (2  Kings 
xxv.  5  ff.). 

p.  31,  1.  26.  Read  in  last  clause  '  and  they  have  hoped  to  bring 
their  word  to  fulfilment.' 

p.  32,  1.  23.  Read,  'while  he'  (the  people)  'builds  a  wall, 
and  behold  !  they  daub  it  with  whitewash '  (not  '  untempered 
mortar '). 

P-  33>  L  4-  Read,  '  And  I  will  cause  a  hurricane  to  break 
forth  in  my  wrath.' 
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p.  33,  1.  23  ff.  are  directed  against  the  female  prophets. 
These,  it  will  be  seen,  are  prophets  in  no  true  sense,  but 
sorceresses  and  necromancers.  How  largely  women  dealt  with 
this  art  may  be  read  in  article,  '  Magic,' in  Hastings'  Dictionary 
of  the  Bible,  p.  208.  These  prophesy  out  of  their  own  mind 
and  not  from  inspiration  by  the  Divine  Spirit.  Ezekiel  is  there- 
fore directed  to  prophesy  against  them,  saying,  ■  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God ;  Woe  unto  those  who  sew  together  bands  upon  all 
the  joints  of  the  hand  and  make  veils  on  the  head  of  every  tall 
stature  to  chase  away  souls.  Ye  chase  the  souls  of  my  people, 
and  souls  ye  bring  for  yourselves  to  life,  and  ye  desecrate  me 
before  my  people  for  a  pair  of  handfuls  of  barley  and  a  couple 
of  pieces  of  bread,  putting  souls  to  death  that  should  not  die, 
and  bringing  souls  to  life  that  should  not  live,  through  the  lies 
ye  tell  my  people.'  It  is  certain  that  the  invasions  of  Judah  during 
the  closing  years  of  the  seventh  century  greatly  stimulated  the 
superstitious  practices  of  the  nation.  Of  this  we  have  clear  evid- 
ence in  chap.  viii.  (cp.  Isa.  lxv.  3,  4,  II,  lxvi.  3,  17).  Probably 
the  arts  of  magic  here  referred  to  were  borrowed  from  Babylonia, 
where  they  had  been  carried  on  for  milenniums  (cp.  Isa.  xlvii.  1 1 , 
12).  The  tying  of  bands  or  knots  and  the  recitation  of  incan- 
tations were  the  mode  by  which  the  sorceresses  chased  the  terror- 
stricken  souls  of  their  victims  and  drove  them  to  madness  or  death, 
while  by  necromancy  they  professed  to  bring  back  the  dead  to  life. 
These  arts  they  practised  for  the  trifling  gains  described  as  'hand- 
fuls of  barley '  or  '  pieces  of  bread.' 

p.  36,  1.  27.  Read,  'The  sword  shall  go  through.' 

p.  37,  1.  19.  Read,  'Of  these  has  been  left  therein  a  rem- 
nant.' 

P-  39»  !•  7-  '  Amorite,'  a  very  old  name  for  '  Canaanite.'  It  is 
found  in  the  Tell-el-Amarna  tablets  (1400B.C.)  as  (mdt)  Amurri, 
or  land  of  the  Amorite.     Cp.  Amos  ii.  9  ;  Gen.  xv.  16. 

p.  39,  1.  14.  'to  the  lothing';  better,  ' because  of  the  loath- 
ing. .  .  .' 

p.  39,  1.  16.  For  ' polluted  '  read  'wallowing'  or 'trampling.' 

p.  44,  1.  7.  The  points  of  the  compass  were  designated  by  the 
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ancient  Hebrews  and  other  Semites  from  the  parts  of  the  body 
as  it  faced  eastwards  or  to  the  rising  sun.  '  Right '  then  means 
(as  in  Arabic,  cp.  Jemeii)  the  south,  and  '  left '  the  north. 
'  daughter  '  means  dependent  town. 

p.  45,  1.  1 6.  Aram  or  Syria  is  here  an  error  of  the  Hebrew 
copyist  for  the  closely  resembling  word  Edom,  which  ought  to 
be  read  similarly  in  2  Sam.  viii.  12  ;  2  Kings  xvi.  6  (latter 
part). 

p.  46,  1.  19.  Parable  of  the  Faithless  Vine.  A  great  eagle, 
Nebucadrezzar  (the  correct  spelling  rather  than  Nebucadwezzar), 
carries  off  the  top  of  the  cedar,  viz.,  Jehoiachin  (Jechoniah  or 
Coniah)  and  his  sons,  and  bears  them  away  to  Babylon  as  well 
as  '  the  seed  of  the  land  '  (referring  more  especially  to  Zedekiah). 
Zedekiah  is  made  by  the  Babylonian  monarch  vassal-king  of 
Jerusalem,  but  becomes  faithless  to  his  covenant  (vv.  13-15) 
with  Nebucadrezzar  (v.  7),  and  seeks  alliance  with  the  other  rival 
king,  the  King  of  Egypt  (Pharaoh  Hophra).  590-5SS  B.C.  would 
be  the  appropriate  date  of  this  alliance. 

p.  46,  1.   27.    For 'furrows' read 'beds.' 

p.  47,  I.  22  ff.  Ezekiel's  foreign  policy  resembles  that  of 
Jeremiah  (xxvii.  9-17)  in  regarding  subjection  to  Babylon  as 
the  course  of  action  of  which  Jehovah  approves. 

p.  48,  1.  19  ff.  Prophecy  of  a  Messianic  Kingdom,  repre- 
sented by  the  tender  twig  from  the  top  of  the  cedar,  which 
is  to  take  the  place  of  the  vine  withered  by  the  east  wind  (v.  10). 
Note  the  parallel  with  v.  23  in  our  Lord's  parable  (Mark 
iv.  32). 

p.  51,  1.  11.  Read,  'his  transgressions  .  .  .  shall  not  be  re- 
membered unto  him.' 

p.  52,  1.  14.  Render  '  that  you  may  not  have  a  stumbling-block 
to  make  you  sin '  in  last  clause  of  the  verse. 

p.  52,  1.  2 1 -p.  54,  1.  21.  Is  a  dirge  over  the  queen  lioness 
(probably  Hamutal,  wife  of  Josiah,  rather  than  the  people  per- 
sonified or  the  seed  of  David)  and  her  lost  whelps.  The  first 
young  lion  is  Jehoahaz,  son  of  Josiah.  After  the  battle  of 
Megiddo  {circa  609  B.C.)  he  was  carried  off  to  Egypt  by  Pharaoh 
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Necho.  The  second  lion  (vv.  5-7)  is  Jehoiachin,  another  son 
of  Josiah,  carried  captive  to  Babylon  (597  B.C.). 

p.    55,  1.   IO.    For  'in  the  day  that'  read  'in  that  day.' 

p.  60,  1.  3,  should  begin  a  fresh  chapter  as  in  the  Hebrew 
Massoretic  text  (chap.  xxi.  1). 

p.  6o,l.  16.  'parables,' meaning  rhetorical  figures  of  speech 
with  no  reality  behind  them. 

p.  61, 1. 18-p.  62, 1.  14.  The  Song  of  the  Sword.  A  dithyrambic 
strain  falling  into  about  four  equal  eight-lined  strophes  descrip- 
tive of  the  destruction  to  be  wrought  on  Jerusalem.  Jehovah's 
sword  of  vengeance  is  sharpened  and  polished  to  lightning 
brilliance,  and  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  Nebucadrezzar  the 
slayer,  who  will  execute  fearful  slaughter  among  Israel's  princes 
and  people.  The  text  is  in  many  places  very  uncertain,  and 
restoration  of  the  actual  words  and  meaning  difficult,  especially 
in  vv.  13-15  (Heb.  18-20). 

p.  61,  1.  20  [A. V.,  v.  10,  Heb.  15].  The  latter  part  of  the 
verse  'should  we  then  make  mirth,'  etc.,  is  hopelessly  unin- 
telligible. The  text  in  the  original  is  corrupt,  and  can  only 
be  conjecturally  restored.  Attempts  have  been  made  by  Cor- 
nill,  Toy,  and  others.  Unfortunately  the  versions  give  little 
guidance. 

p.  62,  1.  15  [vv.  18-19,  Heb.  23-32].  The  King  of  Babylon  at 
the  crossways  uses  divination  to  decide  whether  he  shall  attack 
Jerusalem  or  Ammon  first.     The  lot  decides  for  Jerusalem. 

p.  62,  1.  22  [v.  21,  Heb.  26].  For  '  made  his  arrows  bright'read 
'  shakes  the  arrows,'  and  for  '  images '  read  '  Teraphim.'  Substi- 
tute present  for  past  tenses.  See  article  on  '  Soothsaying ' 
ad  fin.,  in  Dr.  Hastings'  Dictionary  of  the  Bible,  Vol.  IV. 

p.  63,  1.  19-p.  64,  1.  11  fw.  28-32,  Heb.  33-37],  are  a  sword- 
song  against  Ammon,  corresponding  to  the  earlier  one  against 
Jerusalem,  and  similar  in  phraseology.  It  consists  of  two  seven- 
line  strophes. 

p.  63,  1.  22.  Read,  '  A  sword,  a  sword  is  bared  for  slaughter, 
is  furbished  to  glitter  with  lightning  flashes.' 

P-  73>  !•  7-  For  '  burn  also  the  bones '  Ewald  and  other 
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commentators  read  '  pile  also  pieces  of  wood  under  it.'  LXX., 
however,  sustain  the  reading  'bones.'  For  'make  it  boil  well' 
we  should  probably  read  '  boil  its  pieces.' 

p.  73,  1.  12.  For  'scum'  read  'rust.' 

p.  73,  1.  15.  Read,  '  She  hath  set  it  on  a  bare  crag's  summit ' 
(which  is  scorched  by  the  sun's  rays). 

p.  74,  1.  12.  '  Forbear  to  cry ' ;  more  correctly,  '  utter  thy  moan 
in  silence.' 

p.  75,  1.  1 1.  Read,  '  On  that  day  will  a  fugitive  come  to  you,' 
etc. 

Jerusalem  in  this  parable  is  represented  by  the  pot  or  caldron 
just  as  in  xi.  3-12.  The  siege  is  symbolised  by  the  'boiling,' 
the  inhabitants  by  the  '  pieces,'  and  their  wickedness  by  the 
'  rust,'  which  is  to  be  consumed  away  by  God's  judgments  of 
wrath. 

p.  76,  1.  2.  For  '  palaces  '  read  '  tent-circles,'  i.e.,  of  the  nomad 
Bedouin. 

p.  77,  1.  1.  This  verse  should  read,  'To  the  children  of  the 
East  will  I  give  it  as  a  possession  together  with  the  Ammon- 
ites.' Ammon  and  Moab  shall  be  conquered  by  the  Bedouin 
(children  of  the  East). 

This  series  of  poetic  oracles  against  the  peoples  that  sur- 
rounded Judah  concludes  with  a  brief  poem  of  three  four-lined 
stanzas,  directed  against  the  Philistines.  Here,  as  in  the  case 
of  Ammon,  Moab  and  Edom,  doom  overtakes  the  race  as  a 
retribution  for  their  hostility  to  Judah  in  the  days  of  past 
calamity. 

p.  78, 1. 14.  The  text  is  difficult.  We  should  probably  read,  'Ah  ! 
shattered  is  the  gate  of  the  nations.  It  hath  passed  over  unto 
me'  (i.e.,  into  my  possession)  :  '  I  will  fill  myself  with  desolation.' 
Jerusalem  is  meant,  the  portal  for  the  caravans  that  came  from 
the  south  to  Tyre,  the  wealthy  emporium  of  Phoenicia. 

p.  78,  1.  22  (and  also  v.  14).     See  note  on  xxiv.  7. 

p.  79,  1.  28.  For  'garrisons'  read  'pillars.'  These  were 
worshipped  as  stone  symbols  of  Baal,  the  tutelary  deity  of  Tyre 
(called  Melcarth).  According  to  Herod.  II.  44,  there  were  two 
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renowned  sacred  pillars  in  Tyre.    See  article,  '  Pillar '  in  Hastings' 
Dictionary  of  the  Bible. 

p.  8 1,  1.  19.  For  '  in  places '  read  '  like  places.' 

p.  82,  1.  2.  Read,  ■  a  merchant  woman  of  the  nations  unto 
many  coast-lands.' 

p.  82, 1.  10.  '  Fir  trees,'  i.e.,  cypresses.    Senir  is  Mount  Hermon. 

p.  82,  1.  14.  After  'oars'  read  '  have  made  thy  deck  of  ivory 
inlaid  in  boxwood  brought  out  of  the  coast-lands  of  Chittim.' 
The  words,  *  the  company  of  Ashurites '  is  a  wrong  translation, 
and  should  be  cancelled. 

p.  82,  1.  18.  Read,  *  Byssus,  with  broidered  (variegated)  work 
from  Egypt,  was  thy  sail  serving  thee  for  flag.'  The  position  of 
Elisha  is  uncertain.  Some  would  identify  it  with  Carthage, 
others  with  Elis  in  Peloponnesus. 

p.  83,  1.  2.  For  'occupy'  read  '  traffick  in.' 

p.  83, 1. 12.  In  this  and  the  following  verses  for  'traded  (or 
occupied)  in  thy  fairs'  (or  'in  thy  markets')  read,  '  set  forth  as 
thine  articles  of  exchange  '  (or  '  thy  wares'). 

p.  83,  I.  13.  Javan  means  the  Greek  race,  and  the  other 
names  designate  nations  in  Asia  Minor  south  and  east  of  the 
Euxine. 

p.  83,  1.  27.  '  Pannag.'  For  this  unknown  word  we  should 
probably  read  donag,  meaning  '  wax  '  (Cornill). 

p.  84,  1.  2.  The  wine  of  Helbon  was  celebrated,  and  is 
specially  mentioned  in  Assyrian  inscriptions.  It  lies  north-east 
of  Damascus.  The  LXX.  show  that  our  Hebrew  text  is  not 
sound.  It  would  be  best  to  read,  '  And  wine  from  Uzal  they 
placed  among  thy  wares.'  Uzal  is  in  South  Arabia,  identified 
with  Asal  {Usal).  Cp.  Gen.  x.  27.  Others  would  identify  it 
with  Izallam,  mentioned  in  Nebucadrezzar's  inscriptions  as  a 
celebrated  wine-producing  country. 

p.  84,  I.  6.  For  'in  precious  clothes,'  etc.,  read,  'with 
saddle-coverings  for  riding.' 

p.  84,  1.  8.  For  '  they  occupied  with  thee '  read  '  were  thy 
merchants.' 
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p.  84J.  16.  For  'all sorts,'  etc.,  read  'magnificent  raiment  in 
purple  and  embroidered  mantles.'  The  rest  of  the  verse  is  very 
obscure. 

p.  86,  1.  16.  The  prince  whose  doom  is  announced  is  Ethbaal 
(Ithobaal)  II. 

p.  87,  1.  8.  For  'but  thou  shalt  be,'  etc.,  read  'whilst  thou 
art  man,  not  God.' 

p.  87,  1.  16  ff.  are  a  dirge  over  the  Prince  of  Tyre.  The 
obscurities  of  expression  here  are  very  numerous,  and  in  some 
cases  no  satisfactory  light  can  be  shed.  Especially  is  this  true 
of  vv.  12  and  14.  Vv.  16-19  refer  to  the  fall  of  Tyre  after 
thirteen  years'  siege  by  Nebucadrezzar. 

p.  89,  1.  26-p.  105,  1.  11  are  a  series  of  oracles  directed  against 
Egypt  (under  Pharaoh  Hophra,  the  Apries  of  the  Greeks — in 
Egyptian  Uah-eb-re — who  reigned  588-569).  It  is  represented 
as  a  great  crocodile  (dragon).  Egypt's  downfall  is  prophesied 
and  (xxix.  13- 17)  subsequent  partial  recovery. 

p.  91,  1.  14.  For  'from  the  tower,'  etc.,  read  (and  likewise  in 
xxx.  6)  '  from  Migdol  to  Syene.' 

p.  93,  1.  4.  '  for  his  labours,'  etc. ,  should  be  '  as  his  wage  for 
which  he  served.'  Vv.  17-21  belong  to  the  twenty-seventh  year 
of  the  captivity.  This  brings  us  to  570  B.C.,  the  latest  recorded 
date  of  Ezekiel's  oracles.  This  prophecy  is  therefore  seventeen 
years  later  than  the  preceding  one.  In  this  year  Nebucadrezzar, 
after  the  successful  conclusion  of  his  thirteen  years'  siege  of 
Tyre,  marched  against  Egypt.  In  reward  for  the  hard  service 
rendered  by  the  Babylonian  king  in  his  siege  and  capture 
of  Tyre,  Jehovah  bestows  on  him  the  conquest  of  Egypt. 
We  here  observe  that  the  same  favourable  attitude  is  assumed 
by  the  prophet  towards  Nebucadrezzar  as  that  which  the 
Deutero-  Isaiah  adopts  towards  Cyrus,  Jehovah's  anointed 
(Isa.  xlv. ). 

P-  93>  h  x3  ff-  nas  been  considered  to  be  of  the  same  date  as 
xxix.    1-16;    but  the  definite    references  to    Nebucadrezzar   in 
v.    10  of  the  present   chapter   point  to  a  later   date,  though 
probably  not  so  late  as  that  of  xxix.  17-21. 
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p.  93,  1.  iS.  For  'heathen'  read  'nations.' 

p.  97, 1.  S.  Pharaoh  is  compared  to  a  stately  cedar  which 
falls,  and  whose  destruction  causes  widespread  consternation. 
With  vv.  16-18  compare  Isa.  xiv.  4-23  (written  after  this 
passage  was  composed  by  Ezekiel  and  in  a  spirit  of  hostility  to 
Babylon). 

p.  97,  1.  12.  Probably  we  should  follow  the  guidance  of  the 
LXX.,  and  read  'Her  streams '  (i.e.  of  the  deep  personified) 
'  she  caused  to  pass  round  her  plantations,  and  her  watercourses 
she  sent  forth  by  all  the  trees  of  the  field.' 

p.  100,1.9.  The  date  is  584  B.C.  Traces  may  be  found  of  the 
metre  of  the  Hebrew  dirge  in  w.  1-16.  This  dirge  over  Pharaoh 
seems  to  be  parallel  to  the  lament  over  the  Prince  of  Tyre  in 
chap,  xxviii.  1 1  ff. 

p.  101,  1.  I.  We  should  probably  read,  '  I  will  drench  the 
earth  with  thine  outflow  ;  of  thy  blood  [will  I  shed]  o'er  the 
mountains.'  Vv.  17-32  ff.  are  a  funereal  ode  over  Pharaoh  and 
the  slain.  The  text  is  in  parts  exceedingly  difficult ;  in  vv.  19- 
21  the  LXX.  give  a  briefer  text  and  a  different  order. 

p.  iii,1.  10.  Read,  '  Behold,  I  judge  between  sheep  and  sheep 
— namely,  the  rams  and  he  goats.'  The  rams  and  he  goats 
define  more  clearly  what  is  meant  by  the  second  word  '  sheep.' 
These  are  the  rich  and  powerful. 

p.  122,  1.  2.  Read,  '  set  thy  face  against  Gog  towards  the  land 
Magog.'  The  latter  is  mentioned  in  the  ethnographical  table 
(Gen.  x.  2).  If  Gog  is  to  be  connected  with  Gyges  (Assyrian, 
Gugu),  Magog  should  be  identified  with  Lydia,  but  Lydia  is 
usually  identified  with  the  Lud  of  Ezek.  xxvii.  10,  xxx.  5.  It 
is  wiser  therefore  to  refrain  from  conjecture.  In  Rev.  xx.  8 
both  Gog  and  Magog  are  apparently  names  of  races.  It  is  not 
by  any  means  certain  that  Ezekiel  used  these  names  in  any  other 
than  a  merely  symbolic  sense.  At  the  same  time  a  reference  to 
Gen.  x.  2,  where  Magog  is  placed  among  the  sons  of  Japheth  along 
with  Javan  (the  Greeks),  Gomer,  Meshech,  and  Tubal — races  of 
Asia  Minor — clearly  proves  that  Magog  referred  to  an  actual 
race  inhabiting  a  definite  locality.  We  have  another  possible 
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clue  in  the  land  Gagaya,  mentioned  in  the  Tell-el-Amarna  in- 
scriptions (1400  B.C.),  where  it  evidently  expressed  some  distant 
locality. 

Read  not  'chief  prince,' but  'prince  of  R6sh,'  and  so  also 
in  xxxix.  I.  Rosh  can  hardly  be  the  land  Rash  mentioned  in 
the  inscriptions  of  Asurbanipal  (as  Fried.  Delitzsch  supposes), 
for  Rash  lay  on  the  frontiers  of  Elam  by  the  Tigris,  but  the 
region  in  which  Rosh  lay  must  have  been,  as  we  have  already 
indicated,  further  west,  in  Asia  Minor. 

p.  126,  1.  3.  For  'it  shall  stop  the  noses,'  etc.,  read  'it  shall 
block  up  the  path  of  those  who  pass  by,'  i.e.,  with  the  vast  num- 
ber of  graves  of  the  dead. 

p.  128,  1.  5-p.  131,  1.  8.  Description  of  the  external  gateway 
into  the  outer  court  and  of  the  various  chambers. 

p.  128,  1.  28.  The  LXX.  rendering  of  this  verse  which  Cornill 
partly  follows  is  certainly  based  on  a  text  which  is  more  intel- 
ligible. '  And  he  entered  the  gate  which  faces  the  east  [and 
ascended]  on  seven  steps  and  measured  the  threshold  of  the  gate, 
one  reed.'  The  Massoretic  Hebrew  text,  on  which  the  A.V. 
is  based,  contains  an  addition  which  obscures  the  sense.  A 
reed  measured  nine  feet. 

p.  129, 1.  4.  For  'every little  chamber'  read  'chamber.'  These 
chambers,  three  on  each  side  of  the  gate,  were  intended  for  the 
Temple  officials. 

p.  129,  11.  8-1 1.  Here  again  the  Hebrew  text  has  received 
additions,  and  it  would  be  best  to  omit  v.  8. 

p.  129,  1.  17.  For  'The  space  also  .  .  .'read  'And  there  was 
a  barrier  before  the  chambers  one  cubit  on  this  side  and  one 
cubit  on  that.' 

p.  129,  1.  24.  Follow  the  LXX.  and  read  (with  Davidson), 
'  and  he  measured  the  porch  twenty  cubits '  in  place  of  the 
rendering  of  the  A.V.  The  actual  reading  of  the  remainder 
of  the  verse  can  scarcely  be  restored  with  certainty. 

p,  130,  1.  7.  Read,  'And  the  pavement  was  by  the  side-wall  of 
the  gates  extending  along  the  length  of  the  gates,  namely,  the 
lower  pavement.' 
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p.  130,1.21.  For  'arches 'read  '  porch '  here  and  elsewhere, 
viz.,  vv.  24-26,  31,  33. 

p.  132,  1.  2.  At  the  end  of  v.  22  for  'were  before 
them'  read  'lay  towards  the  inside' (so  also  v.  26),  i.e.,  the 
inner  end  of  the  gate  looking  towards  the  interior  of  the  whole 
Temple  building  (Davidson). 

p.  131,  1.  12-p.  132,  1.  14,  contain  descriptions  of  the  inner 
court  and  the  three  inner  gates,  to  which  succeeds  an  account 
(w.  38-46)  of  the  arrangements  for  sacrificial  ritual  as  well  as  of 
the  apartments  reserved  for  the  priests.  We  next  come  to  the 
measurements  of  the  Temple  building  in  its  separate  parts  (xl.  48- 
xli.  26).  Here,  as  so  frequently  happens  in  the  books  of  Kings 
and  Prophets  when  architectural  details  are  given,  we  have  con- 
siderable difficulties  in  the  text.  In  the  present  case  the  LXX. 
and  Hebrew  text  frequently  differ  from  one  another,  and  the 
questions  as  to  the  correct  text  can  only  be  adequately  handled 
in  a  full  commentary.  The  conception,  however,  in  its  general 
outline  and  broad  features  can  be  clearly  ascertained  by  a  careful 
use  of  the  LXX. 

p.  134,  1.  9.  Notice  that  the  angel  only  is  competent  to  enter 
the  Holy  of  Holies. 

p.  137,  1.  1 -p.  1 38,  1.  20.  We  now  pass  from  a  description 
of  the  Temple  building  and  its  immediate  surroundings  to  the 
arrangements  of  the  inner  court  (so  read  and  not  ''outer,'  fol- 
lowing LXX.  on  v.  1  in  preference  to  the  Hebrew  text)  and 
the  priests'  chambers  on  the  northern  and  southern  side.  The 
difficulty  of  settling  the  correct  text  is  here  greater  than 
ever. 

p.  138,  1.  2 1 -p.  139,  1.  5.  Lastly,  the  measuring  angel  returns 
to  the  outside  by  the  same  gate  by  which  he  first  entered  (xl.  6) 
and  takes  an  entire  external  measurement  of  the  Temple  buildings. 
The  surrounding  wall  forms  a  square  of  500  cubits  length  and 
breadth  (read  'cubits'  for  '  reeds'). 

p.  139, 1.  6-p.  142, 1.  22.  Jehovah  enters  the  Temple;  (vv.  13-17) 
measurements  of  the  altar  of  burnt-offering;  (vv.  18-27)  the  sons 
of  Zadok  are  to  be  the  only  qualified  priests  who  are  to 
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minister  at  the  altar,  and  special  ceremonial  regulations  are 
laid  down. 

p.  139,  1.  4.  For  'voice'  read  'sound.' 

p.  139,1.  11.  Read,  'And  the  appearance  which  I  saw  was 
like  the  appearance  which  I  had  seen  when  He  came  to  destroy 
.  .  .'  for  it  is  Jehovah  who  is  referred  to  in  the  previous  chapter 
(chap.  viii.  ff.) ;  not  Ezekiel,  who  was  spectator  only. 

p.  142,  11.  14-23.  The  eastern  gate  is  to  be  closed  because 
Jehovah  had  passed  through.  It  is  to  be  reserved  for  the  use  of 
the  Prince.  Perhaps  there  was  connected  with  this  the  peculiar 
feeling  of  awe  respecting  the  threshold  which  was  felt  in  ancient 
times  in  the  East  (expressed  in  1  Sam.  v.  5). 

p.  142,  1.  24-p.  145,  1.  23.  We  have  instructions  respecting  the 
official  duties  of  the  inferior  Levites  and  regular  priests  (sons 
of  Zadok).  Regulations  respecting  dress  and  diet.  The  in- 
structions against  contact  with  dead  bodies  (vv.  25-27)  are  carried 
further  in  the  later  post-Exilian  Levitical  legislation  (Levit.  xxi. 
1-4,  11  ;  Numb.  xix.  11-14,  16). 

p.  145,  1.  23.  The  special  rights  of  priests  as  to  sacrificial 
offerings  have  their  close  parallels  in  the  later  legislation.  See 
Davidson  on  vv.  29-30. 

p.  146,  11.  7-27,  deals  in  vv.  1-5  with  the  landed  possessions 
of  the  priests  and  also  of  the  Levites. 

p.  146,  1.  10.  For  '  reeds '  read  '  cubits '  as  before,  and  for  '  ten 
thousand'  read  'twenty  thousand.'  In  p.  146.  1.  27-p.  148,  1.  7 
we  pass  to  the  landed  possessions  and  revenues  of  the  Prince.  In 
this  section  just  weights  and  measures  are  duly  enforced.  With 
v.  12  cp.  Exod.  xxx.  13;  Levit.  xxvii.  25. 

p.  147,  1.  23,  should  read  (following  LXX.),  'And  the  shekel 
shall  have  twenty  gerahs,  five  shekels  shall  count  as  five,  and  ten 
shekels  as  ten,  and  fifty  shekels  shall  make  your  Mina  (Maneh).' 

p.  148,  1.  8.  Sacrificial  obligations  of  the  Prince. 

p.  148,  11.   15-24.  Days  of  atonement  for  the  Sanctuary,  viz., 

1st   Nisan  and  the  1st  of  the  seventh  month  (or  Tishri),   the 

beginning  of  the  civil  year.     We  here  note  that  Ezekiel  makes 

an  advance  on  the  enactments  of  Deuteronomy  xvi.  and  intro- 
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duces  two  days  of  Atonement.  As  compared  with  EzekiePs 
provisions,  we  have  the  one  great  day  of  Atonement  on  the  loth 
Tishri  in  Levit.  xvi. 

p.  148,  1.  25-p.  149,  1.  12.  Regulations  for  Passover  and  Feast 
of  Tabernacles. 

p.  149,  1.  13-p.  150,  1.  9,  deals  with  offerings  for  Sabbath  and 
New  Moon. 

p.  150,  1.  10-p.  151,  1.  24,  deals  with  other  details  regarding 
the  duties  and  rights  of  the  Prince  with  reference  to  ritual  and 
the  inheritance  of  his  sons.  Then  follows  a  section  descriptive 
of  the  kitchens  or  places  for  cooking  the  sin  -  offerings,  etc. 
Ewald  regards  this  last  as  a  detached  portion  which  should 
have  come  after  xlii.    14. 

p.  152,1.  18-p.  154,1.  9.  Sublime  description  of  the  fertilising 
stream  which  issues  from  the  Temple  and  deepens  as  it  flows. 

p.  154,1.  io-p.  155,1.  18.  Boundaries  of  the  land. 

p.  155,  11.  10-18.  The  land  shall  be  apportioned  by  lot  among 
the  tribes,  and  the  resident  alien  is  not  forgotten. 

p.  155,  1.  19.  The  tribal  divisions  in  Palestine  are  now  as- 
signed, proceeding  from  the  north  with  Dan  and  Asher,  and 
ending  in  the  south  with  Zebulun  and  Gad.  In  the  midst, 
between  the  territories  of  Judah  in  the  north  and  Benjamin  in 
the  south,  we  have  the  Prince's  lands,  lying  on  the  east  and 
west,  with  the  domain  of  the  Levites  and  Priests,  the  Sanctuary, 
separated  from  the  City  with  its  adjoining  lands,  occupying  the 
intermediate  region  (see  diagram  on  next  page).
